I€ the habeas corpus is granted, Lin- 
scott will be released, and most take 
the poor debtor's oath. 

In order to take this oath twenty-four 
hours’ notice is required. The govern- 
ment may, however, waive this notice, 
ia which case the oath will be adminis- 
tered, 

On the other band, should the gov- 
ernment stand for its rights, Linscott 
must go back to jail until Monday 
morning.

Troops barred all the ap- 
proaches to the harbor and were 
bivouacking in tents in Cathedral 
square, and four batteries of artillery 
were supplied with ammunition and 
piaced in the park and at Langeron. 


The populace, astir at dawn, rapid- 
ly availed itself of every house top or 
eminence commanding a view of the 
harbor. The Kniaz Potemkine was 
soon seen steaming to meet the squad- 
ron, exchanging signals as she steamed 
ahead. 

Then, to the astonishment of all, Ad- 
miral Kruger’s five battleships steamed 
away out of sight and the excitement 
of the town grew more intense. , At 
noon the squadron returned in line 
abreast and was now accompanied by 
several torpedo boats and torpedo boat 
destroyers. 

Again the Kniaz Potemkine started 
to meet the vessels and another rapid 
exchange of signals took place. The 
Kniaz Potemkine was seen to be clear- 
ing for action and the squadron to be 
maneuvering in battle array, con- 
tinually signalling until the rebel bat- 
tleship lay midway between the shore 
and the squadron, with her broad- 
sides pointed respectively toward the 
town and the squadron, as if threaten- 
ing to shell Odessa should she be at- 
tacked by KY¥ffger’s ships. 

In addition to his seeming re- 
luctance fo destroy so fine a battleship, 
Admiral Kruger was apparently ani- 
mated by a desire in case he should be 
compelled to opén fire to fight further 
seaward. Later the squadron was ob- 
served to send 10 boatloads of marines 
towards the Kniaz Potemkine, appar- 
ently to take possession of the mutinous 
ship, for it soon became known that 
she had surrendered unconditionally 
after, it is said, vainly demanding 
amnesty.

STRICT CENSORSHIP 


Russian Public In Ignorance of 
Actual Occurrences 

St. Petersburg, July 1.—The first 
news from Odessa of the surrender of 
the Kniaz Potemkine to Vice Admiraij 
Kruger’s squadron reached here 
through the press dispatch from 
Washington, conveying the text of a 
cablegram sent by the American con- 
sul at Odessa, Mr. Heenan, as witb 
the declaration of the martial law. 
General Kabanoff had shut down on 
all dispatches. Even the foreign em- 


ing the day. The press dispatch an- 
nouncing the surrender of the battle- 
ship was held up until 2 o'clock this 
morning. 

At the ministry of the interior the 
press had been informed yesterday 
afternoon that the Kniaz Potemkine, 
With a mutinous crew, probably drunk, 
and without a man on board capable 
of navigating the ship, had weighed 
anchor and started seaward. The pre- 
sumption is that the battleship met the 
squadron before the latter reached the 
offing and, under the frowning guns 
of Kruger’s warships, concluded that it 
was better to surrender than to fight. 

Reports received by the ministry of 
the interior give an entirely different 
version of the origin of the mutiny 
Which is attributed to a deliberate plot 
organized by 20 sailors belonging to the 
revolutionary organization. These re- 
ports placed the number of killed dur- 
ing the rioting on shore at 300 and the 
wounded at twice that number.

mediate municipal ownership of the 
street railways, he cabled to Glasgow 
to ship over an expert with whom to 
| advise. Glasgow graciously responded 
by sending the manager of her tram- 
way system, Mr. James Dalrymple, 
whese sojourn in America has just 
come to an end. Mr. Dalrymple spent 
several weeks in studying the situation 
in American cities and promised to 
write out his conclusions on his way 
home, to be sent to Mayor Dunne as 
s00n as completed. It may be said in 
| passing that the widely published in- 
terview with Mr. Dalrymple, sept out 
| from Philadelphia, in which he is made 
| to advise American cities against mu- 
nicipal ownership because of our polit- 
ical machines and spoils system, he 
has denied almost in toto, merely re- 
marking that politics and municipal 
ownership must be utterly divorced. 
His real views on the question will 
only be known finally and authorita- 
tively when he sends them officially to 
Mayor Dunne. 


| Surface Lines Electrified In Three Years. 


Mr. Dalrymple while in America 
| gave several very lucid talks and in- 
terviews as to the development of 
' municipal ownership in Glasgow. It 
seems that the city built its own lines 
in 1871, but leased them to a private 
company to be operated. The lease 
extended over a period of twenty- 
three years, and at the end of that 
time conditions were so unsatisfactory 
that the city refused to extend the 
lease, but decided to adopt the then 
innovation of operating the roads her- 
self. This was in 1894. At that time 
there were only horse cars, the em- 
pPloyees were uncivil, incompetent and 
for the most part unfit persons, a 
strike was threatened, cars were not 
in good condition and complaints from 
the citizens were going up on every 
side. The companies, Mr. Dalrymple 
said, thought that the city could not 
operate the lines and therefore would 
make no promises of improvement, be 
Heving that they had a practical mo 
nopoly. Glasgow soon showed ther

Total fares of over 4 cents, en oe 
are rare. In fact, the Glasgow man- | 
ager asserts that he could do away | 
with all fares in excess of 3 cents 
without appreciably diminishing the 
revenues. 
Cars Kept Clean and Neat as a Pin. 
The tram cars in Glasgow and many 
other British cities are double deckers, 
thus having twice the seating capacity 
of ordinary cars. This necessitates 
somewhat greater height, but other- 
wise these two story trams are very 
convenient and comfortable. The Glas- 
gow cars are kept as clean and neat 
as a pin. At the slightest scratch 
they are run into the repair shop. 
There is no watered stock in the capi- 
talization of the Glasgow lines. The 
total capitalization is $15,000,000 and 
the debt is $8,500,000. A sinking fund 
of 2 per cent per annum is provided 
to reduce this debt. There is no at 
tempt to make money by the system, 
but a large tax is paid yearly to the city. 
An old age pension is provided for 
employees. Part of the fund for this 
is furnished by the city and part by a 
subscription of the employees them- 
selves. Nobody is discharged because 
of age, but when too old to attend to 
their duties the men are retired on 
this pension. The general manager 
has absolute control of the hiring and 
discharging of men. Politics is not 
allowed to enter into this, but only 
the question of fitness for duty. The 
employees seem perfectly contended, 
have refused to organize themselves 
into a labor union, have never struck 
or even discussed a strike and re- 
ceive in wages about the same as that 
paid to mechanics and artisans. The 
wage level is not quite so high as on 
this side the water, but neither is the 
expense of living so high, so that com- 
paratively the scale is just as good if 
not better for the men there tban here. 
Mr. Dalrymple, although he has had 
a training of years in municipal gov- 
ernment, has only been manager of 
the Glasgow tram system since last 
October. The man who organized the 
system and was general manager of it 
from its inception to the time that Mr. 
Dalrymple took charge was John 
Woung, who is regarded as one of the 
most competent street railway men in 
Great Britain. So great is the reputa- 
tion of Mr. Young that when Yerkes, 
the American millionaire, began the 
develpoment of his tube system in 
London he called on the Glasgow man 
to be his general manager, offering so 
much larger salary that the Scotchman 
accepted. 
After riding about Chicago for two

days on the cars there, hanging on to 
straps, being jerked by .the cables, jolt- 
ed by the surface cars and generally 
sharing the street car hiconveniences 
known to the American urban public, 
Mr. Dalrymple was given a banquet in 
Chicage. In responding to his toast 
the Scotchman contined himself to de- 
scribing the excellencies of his home 
system. When at the close of the 
talk Mayor Dunne pulled the Glasgow 
manager’s coat tail and asked him to 
say something on the Chicago situation 
Dalrymple hesitated and, with Scotch 
earefulness and shrewdness, only per- 
mitted himself to say that he was con- 
vinced that “something ought to be 
done.” ‘The guests, most of whom 
were Chicago people, appreciated the 
delicious humor of the remark and 
greeted it with roars of laughter. 


An Economic Revolution. 


The remarks of Mayor Dunne at the 
same banquet show not only his thor- 
ough determination to carry out the re- 
form for which he was elected, but 
throw an interesting side light on the 
character of the mayor himself. 

After referring at length to the 
Glasgow system Judge Dunne said:

“The citizens of Chicago feel that what 
Glasgow has accomplished Chicago can 
accomplish; that, without disparage- 
ment to the citizens of Glasgow, we 
are just as courageous, just as honest, 
just as intelligent as the citizens of 
any other city in the civilized world.” 
And for proof ke added: “We know 
that this city has successfully managed 
its waterworks for nearly half a cen- 
tury. We know that it is sellingswa- 
ter today as cheaply as any great city 
in the western world. We know that 
for several years past Chicago has 
been rapidly developing a magnificent 
municipal eleetric light plant and that 
the cost of electric light under public 
management has been cut in two.” 
The mayor then went on to point out 
the steps that had been taken in the 
direction of municipalizing Chicago's 
street railways, stating that one line 
had been secured and that other lines 
could be built over the western half of 
the city, so that there was no longer 
any doubt that municipal ownership 
would be undertaken. Cases had been 
started in court to test the validity of 
the franchises of the private compa- 
nies and if necessary condemnation 
cases would be started to secure all 
the lines. And he finished this part 
of his talk with this determined sen- 
tence: “There must be no flinching, no 
hesitation, no backward step. If Chi- 
cago accomplishes—as she will accom- 
plish—what she has set out to do it 
means an economic revolution in Amer- 


ica.” 
A man that talks like that is in ear- 


nest. It is safe to say that the city 
back of him is just as earnest as he. 
The motto of Chicago is, “I will.” She 
bas declared by a great majority for 
immediate municipal ownership of 
street railways, and her history as well 
as her motto shows that she will ac- 
complish the thing on which she has 
set her heart, It is a radical step, and 
all American cities will eagerly watcb 
the result. 

One of the men who has been largely 
instrumental in bringing about this 
revolution in the public sentiment of 
the Lake City is Mr. Clarence S. Dar- 
row, the noted labor lawyer and for- 
mer partner of the late Governor Alt- 
geld. Two years ago Mr. Darrow was 
himself labor candidate for mayor, but 
withdrew in order to combine the mu: 
nicipal ownership sentiment. He is an 
eloquent speaker, and his voice and 
pen have been enlisted in this cause 
for many years, 


“I Will,” Chicago’s Motto. 

Mayor Dunne himself belongs to the 
best type of American citizenship. 
Clean, high minded, upright, able and 
careful, his face shows that he is en- 
dowed with sufficient will power to 
carry out any purpose to which he sets 
himself. He was a judge before be- 
ing elevated to his present position 
and enjoys the confidence and respect 
of all classes and parties. He is in the 
vigor of middle age, and his heart is 
thoroughly in the work to which he has 
set his hand. 

Behind him stands Chicago, holding 
aloft that motto now so fraught with 
meaning, “I will.”

A CITY OF LIGHTS. 


Plan to Make Denver Best Illumi- 
mated of All Cities. 

A movement is on foot to make 
Denver the best lighted city in the 
world, says the Chicago American, 
Already counted the cleanest, its pow- 
er to attract the tourist is to be in- 
creased by a lighting system that will 
make its streets at night resemble the 
courts of a world’s fair and make it 
famous as “the City of Lights.” 

It is, in fact, from the wonderfully 
beautiful effects secured at the Chi- 
cago, Buffalo and St. Louis expositions 
that the idea of lighting the streets of 
the city has been derived, and the man 
who planned these effects has been 
brought to Denver to undertake to do 
for a city’s lighting that which he ac- 
complished for the fair grounds. 

The first step toward the big plan 
for Denver will be the erection of thir- 
ty-three steel arches to span Sixteenth 


street, the principal thoroughfare of 
the city, each arch to carry 220 incan- 
descent electric light bulbs. The 
arches will reach from curb line to 


curb line and from them will also be 
suspended the trolley wires of the 
tramway line, and so all other poles 
along the street will be removed and 
full sweep given the eye in the view 
of the glowing arches of light. The 
arches are in themselves ornamental 
and in replacing ordinary poles will 
even in the daylight add to the beauty 
of the street. It will all be in a meas- 
ure theatrical or circusy, but is con- 
sidered desirable in a city so much 
sought by the tourist and sightseer as 
is Denver. At the same time the 
service result is expected to be much 
better than is secured from the are 
lights on which the publie lighting of 
the city at present depends. 


WHAT THE SIMPLON MEANS. 


New Tannel Will Efface a Romantic 
and Historical Path. 

Deshler Welch in his article, “The 
Piercing of the Simplon,” in the June 
Century says: 

But the piercing of the Simplon will, 
unhappily, bring with it the final ef- 
facement of one of the most romantic 
and grandly historical paths in human 
expedition—the closing curtain in the 
most picturesque drama Europe has 
afforded. The Napoleonic spectacle 
was full of surprises. Its argument 
narrates the complications of society 
and war; its complexities detail the 
enthrallment of personal magnetism 
and force. 

The superbly built road over the Alps 
has remained one of the most fascinat- 
ing diversions for the thoughtful tour- 
ist and has been fraught with memora- 
ble experiences. From the moment of 
embarkation in the yellow diligence, 
when the whip was cracked over the 
heads of the post horses at Brieg, until 
the arrival in the gorge of the Gondo 
at Iselle it was a continuously unfold- 
ing tableau of grandeur and charm. 
The overture had begun back in the 
Rhone valley with the castles of Sion 
and Sierre, the towers of Loueche and 
Martigny at the foot of the Great St. 
Bernard. But when the ascension of 
the Simplon began it became a long 
series of windings through fortified 
defiles leading around terrifying 
abysses and through the wildest of 
mountain recesses. One was awed by 
the splendor and stirred with conflict- 
ing emotions. It was indeed a refuge 
—the hospice of the Augustine monks. 
Who that has experienced it will ever 
forget the welcoming hospitality of the 
four secluded brethren in that desolate

VISITING NURSING. 


The Rules Which Will Govern 


Service to Patients. 


| The work of visitiog nursing will 
| begin on Wednesday next, the day after 
the Fourth. Mrs. May W. Hatch, the 
nurse, has established herself at the 
Jeffrey R. Brackett homestead, the 
headquarters of the Quincy Women’s 
Club, and will be prepared to answer 
promptiy all calls for her services. 
Rules bave been printed and distributed 
among the local physicians, and a copy 
will be taken to every house visited. 

Mrs. Hatch is a graduate of the Quin- 
cy Hospital, and was very popular at 
the institution. She is highly endorsed 
by Fr. Johnstone for her work among 
people of bis church, and by Mrs. C. F. 
Carlson for work among our Swedish 
residents. 

Visiting Nursing aims to provide 
pursing service for patients in Quincy 
who need the short call of a nurse. 
‘These calls are to be made on patients 
who cannot afford a nurse’s whole time, 
or who cannot pay at all. The follow- 
ing rules have been adopted: 

(1.) The service of the visiting nurse 
can be secured only at the request of 
the pbysician in charge of the case, the 
preference being given to the patient 
in greatest need. 

2.) The nurse shall not attend con- 
tagious cases. 

(3.) The nurse cannot attend the 
first call of obstetrical cases, except in 
extreme emergency. ‘The after calls 
will be attended to as far as possible. 

(4.) The maximum duration of a 
visit shall not exceed 45 minutes except 
in extreme cases. 

(5.) The patients are expected to 
make some payment for the nurse’s ser- 
vice to the Women’s club when it is 
possible, the maximum charge being 
50 cents a visit. 

(6.) The nurse will not only care 
for the patient but endeavor to instruct 
some member of the family in such 
service. 

(7.) The nurse’s working hours are 
from § A. M. to 5P. M., and calls 
coming after 1 P. M. will be taken the 
following day except in cases of 
emergency. 

(8.) No new calls will be taken on 
Sunday except in cases of great neces- 
sity. 

(9.) As far as practicable the nurse 
shall collect her fee at each visit.

The work of Braun was of a confi- 
dential character and it is likely, there- 
fore, that the reports on it may not be 
made publie. It can be stated, how- 
ever, that the reports show, not only 
through the personal statements cf 
Braun himself, but also through offi- 
cial documents of the Austro-Hun- 
garian government and through atfti- 
davits of responsible persons, that the 
Austro-Hungarian government is fos- 
tering and encouraging the immigra- 
tion to the United States of its people, 
and at the same time urging fhe immi- 
grants not to become citizens of this 
country, but to get together all the 
money they can earn here and then re- 
turn to their own country. 

In the fostering of this immigration 
it is charged that the Austro-Hun- 
garian government subsidizes one or 
more steamship lines with the result 
that they carry the immigrants to the 
United States at a notably low rate. 
By this means the Austré-Hungarian 
government rids itself, temporarily 
at least, of some residents whe are 
now specially undesirable, and many of 
this class succeed in landing in this 
country, despite the rigidity of the im- 
migration laws. 

In this connection there are societies 
in this country whose members work 
in conjunction with the Austro-Hun- 
garian government, bringing all sorts 
of influence to bear to secure the land- 
ing of certain immigrants who come 
here.

Story of Winner of Kaiser's 


schooner Atlantic in the recent interna- 


Great Atlantic. 


Yachting Trophy, Her 
Owner and Designer. 


The victory of the three masted 
tional race for the kaiser’s cup has 
given still greater glory and prestige to 
American yachtsmen, yacht builders 
and yacht designers. The Atlantic’s 
record breaking run, with Captain 
Charley Barr at the wheel, was even 
more notable than the winning of the 
German ruler’s $5,000 trophy. In ad- 
dition to establishing a new record— 
841 miles—for a day's run, she broke 
the world’s record for five days’ sail- 
ing. 

Wilson Marshall, the owner of the 
victorious yacht, is young in years, 
but a veteran of the sport. He has 
been a member of the New York Yacht 
club since 1880 and in this time has 
owned many vessels, the one preced- 
ing his present craft also bearing the 
name Atlantic. Born in New York not 
more than thirty-four or thirty-five 
years ago, he has from youth been fas- 
cinated with the pleasures and possi- 
bilities of yachting. As he grew older 
the size of his boats increased until he 
was induced through the gradual de- 
velopment of his love of the sport to 
order the schooner that has given all 
connected with it worldwide fame. Mr. 
Marshall lives on Long Island sound in 
the summer time at his palatial home, 
Marina, near Bridgeport, Conn., and 
off it in deep water his ocean racer and 
cruiser was anchored for days just be- 
fore the start of the international con- 
test. 

The elder Marshalls will be recalleé 
by New York’s oldest citizens, as they 
were identified with its stages and 
stage routes, giving to the people the 
transportation from point to point in 
Gotham now so much improved by the 
trolley and subway lines. 

The Atlantic was completed in the 
last days of 1903 and in the early win- 
ter made her malden cruise to the 
West Indies and the Caribbean sea. 
She was gone for months, and upon her 
return to New York her interior deco- 
rations were completed. She appeare@ 
on the cruise of the New York Yacht 
club squadron last summer, and her 
performance was watched with the 
keenest interest. She won several runs 
and the cups called for and also added 
to her silver collection of the prizes 
offered by the flag officers. 

Mr. Marshall challenged for the Bren- 
ton’s Reef and Cape May cups (offered 
by the N. Y. Y. C.) and won them both. 
In the fcrmer, 298 miles, the Atlantic 
required 40 hours 30 minutes and 25

seconds, beating the schooners Reso- 
lute and the Endymion as named. In 
the latter, 212 miles, she took 38 hours 
83 minutes 16 seconds, defeating the 
Endymion, while the other starter, the 
Vergemere, gave it up afier turning 
the Cupe May mark. 

The Atlantic has the complete pro- 
pelling machinery of a steam yacht 
and, her designer says, has made 
eleven knots an hour under steam. 
The propelling machinery consists of @ 
triple expansion engine of about 800 
horsepower, two boilers and a feather- 
ing screw, which fills completely her 
aperture when feathered for sailing. 

The sails are ordinarily raised with 
steam. The yacht is lighted with 
electricity and has one large dynamo 
and engine and capacious storage bat- 
teries. She has also an acetylene gas 
plant, a two ton refrigerating machine 
and tiled ice boxes, with a capacity of 
800 cubic feet. There are three sky- 
lights, three companion hatches and @ 
large skylight over the engine and 
boiler room. 

Steering is done from the raised 
quarter deck aft. The stack is tele- 
scopic. The accommodations consist 
of a large saloon, five staterooms, chart 
and gun room and three bathrooms, 
which are porcelain lined. The deck 
house is used as an observation room 
and is connected with stairs to a spa- 
cious lobby below. 

William Gardner, the Atlantic’s de- 
signer, has long been known to yachts- 
men and has their confidence. He is 
still on the bright side of life in the 
matter of years and has been a mem- 
ber of the New York Yacht club since 
1890. Like the Atlantic’s owner, he 
was born in New York state, his hail- 
ing place being Oswego. He was grad- 
uated from Cornell, whose students 
nowadays are astonishing the world 
by their athletic prowess, and follow- 
ing his graduation he passed five years 
in Great Britain in the practical and 
theoretical study of naval architecture. 

Mr. Gardner began the business of 
designing yachts in 1889.

SINGING FLAMES. 


Two Little Experiments That Are 
Curious and Interesting. 

Did you ever hear of “singing” 
flames? Here are two little expert- 
ments showing how sensitive a flame 
may be to sharp sounds and how it 
may be made to “sing.” 

Nall together two blocks of wood, A 
and D, as shown in the picture, and at 
the top of A fasten a piece of wire, B, 
with a ring about five inches in diame- 
ter at its other end. Over this ring 
place a piece of wire gauze, C. 

Get a piece of glass tubing about a 
quarter of an inch in its outside diame- 
ter and have a jet made at one end, as

shown in the cut. It can then be fas- 
tened to the block of wood, E, with a 
little wax so that Its tip is about two 
inches under the gauze. To the other 
end of the glass tubing fasten a piece 
of rubber tubing and connect it with a 
gas jet. 

Turn on the gas and light it above 
the wire gauze, and {it should burn 
there with a thin conical fame about 
four inches long. Let it burn a mo- 
ment steadily, and then if you suddenly 
make a-hissing sound the flame is so 
sensitive that it will shrink at once toa 
small blue flame, 

Again let it burn up quietly and then 
suddenly whistle or clap your hands or 
jingle some coins or make a rapping 
nolse,. Again the flame will shrink, 
and it will act in tlie same way ot any 
sudden loud noise. 

Now get a glass tube, T, if possible, 
twelve inches long and an inch and a 
quarter in diameter, but any size will 
do from seven inches to two feet in 
length and from three-quarters of an 
inch to an inch and a half in diameter. 

Rest the tube lightly on the gauze, 
covering the flame with it. If now yuu 
will lift the gauze and the tube from 
the ring and raise them very carefully 
the flame will shorten and then sudden- 
ly begin to “sing.” Now lower the 
gauze and tube to just the point where 
the flame ceases to sing, and it will be 
so sensitive that the lightest high, 
sharp sound will set it to singing, but 
it will cease the moment the sound 
stops. 

The flame responds very quickly, as 
you may prove by saying a word like 
“secede” or “sensitive.” The flame will 
sing twice in each case—in the first 
word for the hissing of the s and e¢, in 
the second for each s. 

Make these experiments. 
very curious and interesting.

Nevertheless the greatest credit is due 
to Jefferson for his masterpiece. From 
the fullness of his own mind, witbout 
consulting one single book, Jefferson 
drafted the declaration, submitting it 
separately to Franklin and to John 
Adams, accepting from each of them 
one or two verbal, unimportant correc- 
tions, and on Jane 28 reported it to 
congress. 

On Monday, July 1,the great question 
of independence came up for its first 
real consideration. The final test was 
at hand. 

The instructions which Maryland had 
given to its delegates to vote against 
independence were recalled and the del- 
egates were authorized and empowered 
to concur with the other colonies, ora 
majority of them, in declaring the 
united colonies free and independent 
states. The first step was tu pass the 
resolution that congress resolve itself 
into a committee of the whole, to take 
into consideration the resolution re- 
specting independence. 

At one time and another all the argu- 
ments for independence and against it 
bad been exhausted, and were become 
familiar. It was therefore expected 
that no more would be said in public, 
but that the question would be put and 
determined. 

Mg. Dickinson of Pennsylvania, how- 

ever, was determined to bear his _ testi- 
mony against it with more formality. 
He had prepared himself with great 
labor and ardent zeal, and in a speech 
of great length, and with all his elo- 
quence, he combined together all that 
had before been written in pamphlets 
and newspaper, and all that had from 
time to time been said in congress by 
himself and others, He conducted the 
debate with great ingenuity and elo- 
quence, with equal politeness and can- 
dor. 
’ For a few minute perfect silences pre- 
vailed ; every one felt the responsibility 
of acting finally on the most important 
question ever agitated in the assembly. 
In the absence of the mover of the 
resolution the eyes of everyone turned 
to its seconder, John Adams, 

He had made no preparation for that 
morning, but for many months inde- 
pendence had been the chief object of 
his thoughts and his discourse, and the 
strongest arguments ranged themselves 
before his mind in their ‘natural order. 
Of his sudden, impetuous, unpremedi- 
tated speech no minutes ever existed 
and no verbatim report was ever made. 

It is reported, however, that he be- 
gan by saying that it was the first time 
of bis life that he had ever wished for 
the talents and eloquence of the ancient 
orators of Greece and Rome, for he was 
sure that none of them ever had before 
him a question of more importance to 
his country and to the world. 

Then be set forth the justice, the 
necessity and the advantages of a sepa- 
ration from Great Britain; be dwelt on 
the neglect and insult with which their 
petitions had been treated by the king, 
and on that vindictive spirit, which 
showed itself in the employment of 
German troops, whose arrival was hour- 
ly expected, to compel the colonists to 
unconditional submission. He concluded 
by urging the present time as the most 
suitable for resolving on independence, 
inasmuch as it had become the first 
wish and the last instruction of the 
communities they represented. 

When the time for voting came the 
resolution for independence was sus- 
tained by nine colonies—two-thirds of 
the whole number. The committee 
rose and reported the resolution, but at 
the request of Edward Rutledge, on be- 
half of South Carolina, the determina- 
tion upon it was put off till the next 
day. 

On July 2, then, 12 colonies, New 
York alone dissenting, passed the reso- 
lutions. 

It remained now only to set forth the 
reason for the act, and the principles 
which the new people would own as 
their guides. 

During the remainder of that day and 
the two next, the language, the state- 
ments and the principles of the paper 
were closely scanned, and in the even- 
ing of July 4, New York still abstain- 
ing from the vote, 12 states, without 
one negative, agreed to the final draft 
of the declaration of independence as it 
has come down to us, 

From this it will be seen that the 
declaration was not signed by the mem- 
bers of congress on the day on which it 
was agreed to, but it was duly authenti- 
cated by the President and secretary, 
and published to the world. July 2 is 
really independence day. 

The nation, when it made the choice 
of a day for its great anniversary, how- 
ever, selected not the day of the resolu- 
tion of independence, which closed the 
past, but that of the declaration of the 
principles on which it openad its new 
career.—Reloboth Sunday Herald.

An addi- 
tion to the original trip willjbe from 
Mission Junction by rail to Vancouver, 
and a half day’s sail from that city to 
Seattle, where their private car will be 
in waiting. They will arrive at Port- 
land on Thursday morning, July 13. 

The party will start on the return trip 
on Saturday night, July 15, making two 
stops for the night on the homeward 
journey, one at Glacier, and one at 
Banff. They will reach Boston as orig- 
inally planned at 7.30 A, M. Monday, 
July 24. 

The thirty teachers composing the 
party will be the guests of the Herald 
at the Bellevue, Boston, on Wednesday 
afternoon, and will go from there to 
the North station by auto. Many friends 
of Miss Underwood will go to the sta- 
tion to see her off. 


Floating Hospital. 

The Boston floating hospital will 
make its initial trip for the season 
July 6, and trips down the harbor will 
be made daily, whether permitting, to 
a date in September, to be determined 
upon later. Up to 8 o’clock in the 
morning patients will be admitted to 
the hospital at the station, Pickett’s 
wharf, New street, East Boston, near 
North ferry. 

The daily trips will be made from 
City wharf, South ferry, Eastern 
avenue, the hospital leaving at 9.30 
A. M. and returning about 4 P. M.

The management assures the public 
that all contagious diseases will be ex- 
cluded from the hospital.

IN OR OUT OF TOWN 


Secretary Hay’s Body Journeys 
In an Express Wagon 


RAIN FELL IN TORRENTS 


Undertaker and Coachman Com- 
posed Procession on Way to 
Railway Station--Special Train 
Carries Remains to Cleveland 


Newbury, N. H., July 3.—A special 
train, bearing the body of Secretary of 
State Johm Hay, who died suddenly 
early Saturday morning at “The 
Fells,” his summer residence on the 
shore of Lake Sunapee, left Newbury 
yesterday for Cleveland, where the in- 
terment will occur. The funeral party 
consisted of the widow, Clarence Hay, 
the son; Dr. Scudder of Boston, who 
attended Secretary Hay during his last 
iilmess; Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Mather 
of Cleveland, the latter a sister of Mrs. 
Hay, and §. A. Raymond, also a rela- 
tive of Mrs. Hay. The casket was en- 
closed in a polished rosewood box, in 
which it will repose until the funeral 
next Wednesday afternoon. 

FParly in the day the skies became 
overcast and a drenching rain began to 
fall. The narrow, winding mountain 
road was turned into channels of mud 
and was in a fearful condition. At 
9:40 o’clock an express Wagon was 
driven to the front door of the house, 
and the casket was borne out and 
placed in the vehicle, Then the trip 
to the railroad station at Newbury 
began. 

The journey from “The Fells” to the 
station was 2% miles. The rosewood 
box, covered with a rubber blanket, 
was lashed to the wagon, the steepness 
of the hills making such a precaution 
necessary. The body was attended 
only by the undertaker and Walter 
Grout, Secretary Hay’s coachman, 
Both men walked, the coachman lead- 
ing the horse, while the undertaker 
followed behind. 

Not a person was met along the lone- 
ly moumtain road. The window shades 
of the few scattered farm houses 
along the route were drawn. The rain 
fell in torrents as the funeral party 
trudged through the muddy road. The 
trip to Newbury station occupied near- 
ly an hour. Nearly all the residents 
of the little hamlet were assembled at 
the station awaiting the arrival of the 
funeral party, and when the wagon 
with Mr. Hay’s body reared the sta- 
tion, the crowd on the platform stood 
with heads bared as a silent tribute of 
respect. 

The special train, consisting of a 
combination baggage car, a sleeping 
car and funeral car, was standing on 
the siding. The wagon was driven to 
the rear of the funeral car and sey- 
eral Newbury citizens assisted in 
transferring the casket. At the mo- 
ment when the casket was placed on 
board the train there was a rift in the 
clouds and for the first and only time 
during the day the lofty hills were 
bathed in sunshine, lLess than five 
minutes later the rain began to fali 
again, 

Shortly after 11 o'clock a closed bus, 
in which were Clarence Hay, Mr. and 
Mrs. Mather, Mrs. Hay, Dr. Scudder 
and Mr. Raymond, arrived at the sta- 
tion. Mrs. Hay walked unaided to the 
train. Entering the sleeping car she 
was shown into the stateroom, where 
she was quickly joined by her son. 
The other members of the party occu- 
pied a portion of the car. ‘The train 
left on its westward journey at 11:20 
o'clock. 

In response to an invitation from the 
officers of the Cleveland Chamber «7 
Commerce, the body of the secretary 
will repose in the Chamber of Com- 
merce building from the time it reaches 

leveland until the hour of the funeral 
on Wednesday. The body will not lie 
in state. 

The Hay residence at Cleveland has 
been rented, and Mrs, Hay ¢ scepted 
the invitation of the Chamber of Com- 
merce rather than have the body of her 
husband remain in a receiving tomb. 
President Roosevelt, it is expected, 
will joim the funeral party at some 
point between Buffalo and Cleveland, 

The funeral services will be held in 
the Wade Memorial chapel on Wed- 
nesday, although the exact hour has not 
been determined. The services will be 
conducted by Rey. Hiram C. Hayden, 
pastor of the Presbyterian church 
which Mr. Hay attended in Cleveland, 
and he will be assisted by Rey. Dr. 
Tennis Hamlin, pastor of the Church 
of the Covenant in Washington. 


The President's Proclamation 

Washington, July 8—President 
Rooseyelt’s proclamation announcing 
the death of John Hay was promul- 
gated today in Washington. Followin Zz 
is the full text of the announcement: 

“John Hay, secretary of state, died 
ou July 1. His death, a crushing sor- 
row to his friends, is to the people of 
this country a national bereavement, 
ard in addition it is a Serious loss to 
mankind, for to him it was given to 
stand as a leader in the effort to better 
world conditions by Striving to ad- 
vance the cause of international peace 
and justice. 

“He entered the public service as the 
trusted and intimate companion of 
Abraham Lincoln, and for well nigh 
40 years he served his country with 
loyal devotion and high ability in 
many positions of honor and trust: and 
finally he crowned his life work by 
serving as secretary of state with such 
far-sightedness of the future ard such 
loyalty to lofty ideas as to confdr last- 
ing benefits not only upon out own 


| 
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country but upon all the nations of the 
earth. 

“As a suitable expression of national 
mourning, I direct that the diplomatic H 
representatives of the United States in 
all foreign countries display the flags | 
over their embassies and legations at 
half-mast for 10 days; that for a like 
period the flag of the United States be 
displayed at half-mast at all forts and 
nilitary posts, and at all naval stations 
end on all vessels of the United States. 
I further order that on the day of the 
funeral the executive department {fn 
Washington be closed, and that op 
all public buildings throughout the 
United States the national flag be dis- 
piayed at half-mast. 

“Done at the city of Washington, 
this third day 6f July, A. D., 1905, and 
of the Independerwe of the United 
States of America the One Hundred 
and Twenty-Ninth.” 


Messages of Condclence 

Washington, July 3.—The high es- 
teem in which Secretary Hay was uni- 
versally held at home and abroad ls 
manifested by the messages which have 
been received by the government and 
by Mrs. Hay since his death. They 
have come from sovereigns, from for- 
eign offices, from officials in the diplo- 
matic service and from men in public 
and private life throughout this coun- 
try. 


Doesn’t Expect to Succeed Hay 

Omaha, July 3.—Secretary of War 
Taft and party, bound for the Philip- 
pine Islands, passed through here yes- 
terday. Secretary Taft said: “I do 
not expect to become secretary of state. 
I telegraphed the president for instrue- 
tions when we heard of Secretary Hay’s 
death and he ordered us to proceed. 
That does not look as if I am to be 
secretary of state.” 


Confidence In His Fairness 

Tokio, July 3.—News of the death of 
Secretary of State Hay was received 
in Japan with universal regret. Hun- 
dreds of expressions of sorrow frow 
prominent officers and others are 
reaching American Minister Griscom. 
Secretary Hay’s prominence in Ori- 
ental diplomacy in recent years had 
made his name familiar to those people 
who had the highest confidence in his 
fairness. 


Interest as to Hay’s Successor 

London, July 8—All the London 
newspapers print extended obituaries 
of Secretary Hay and editorials !a- 
menting his death, eulogizing his states- 
manlike qualities and expressing a 
sense of deep regret that so warm a 
friend to Great Britain has passed 
away. ‘There is exhibited a keen in- 
terest as to who will be his successor.

The proclamation attached to the 
dead body of the Kniaz Potemkine’s 
sailor, Omiltchuk, at Odessa, the text 
of which was received yesterday, cot 
firms the statement of the authorities 
that the revolt was engineered by So- 
cial revolutionists. The proclamation 
terminated with the slogan of the 
party: “One for all and aii for one.” 
This makes the situation more serious 
than would have been the matter of 
simple disaffection, and gives rise to 
the greater apprehension that the revo- 
lutionary organization may have con- 
ducted an equally successfu! propa 
ganda among the soldiers, the results 
of which will be suddenly manifested 
when the army is called upon in 
internal emergency.

THE FOURTH, 


‘How It Was Celebrated in 


Quincy 


Several Fire Alarms the 
Night Before. 


Strenuous Hours for the Police and 
Firemen. 


No attempt was made to keep the lid 
down the night. before in Quincy and as 
a result Young America had full sway. 
The boys were out early in the evening 
and there was an almost constant ex- 
plosion of fireworks all night. Crowds 
of young people both young men and 
women were on the streets until late at 
night. They were armed with tin 
horns, flags and firecrackers and they 
made Rome bowl. At the Council 
chamber where a meeting was in pro- 
gress it was next to impossible at times 
to hear what was being said. Every 
now and then some remark would be 
punctuated with a loud report from ex- 
ploding fireworks and at one time it 
became necessary for President Nichols 
to request the City Messenger to close 
the windows in order that he might 
hear what was being said. 

It was the most quite night before 
the Fourth in Wollaston for several 
years. During the day in many 
localities, with the exception of the oc- 
casional snapping of a cracker or the 
toot of a horn, a Sunday stillness pre- 
vailed. In the evening there were 
many fireworks although less than ino 
previous years. 

It was an unusually noisy Fourth at 
Quincy Point. People began to cele- 
brate early Monday evening and con- 
tinued until the last thing Tuesday 
night. A few tried to prevent the 
young people from having their good 
time; but did not succeed and were just 
reminded that it was the Fourth. 


Fire Protection. 


Chief Williams took extra precautions 
to cope with any fires that might occur 
the ‘‘night before’’ and all the call men 
as well as the permanant men were re- 
tained at the several fire stations. In 
addition to the regular apparatus he 
had several hose wagons in readiness 
to respond to still alarms and to put 
out bonfires. In all there were about 
35 men at the Central station, and the 
business men of City square saw to it 
that they had plenty in the way of re- 
freshments to help them pass the night. 

Some days ago C. C. Hearn_and D. 
E, Wadsworth made a canyass among 
tbe business men with the result that 
quite a sum was raised. Monday night 
in the vicinity of 11 o’clock Messrs. 
Hearn and Wadsworth put in an ap- 
pearance at the Central station and pre- 
pared a supper for the men, which they 
greatly appreciated upon their return 
from answering an alarm. These two 
gentlemen served the’ lunch and when 
they departed, a box of cigars was on 
the table for the firemen. On the after- 
noon of the Fourth they sent up several 
gallons of ice cream for the firemen. 
The men at the station desire the 
Ledger to express their thanks to the 
men for their thoughtfulness. During 
the night another lunch arrived that 
had been ordered by the city. A lunch 
was also sent by the city to the other 
stations of the city. 


Police Protection. 


Chief Burrell of the Police depart- 
ment had a large force of men on duty 
the night before. 
large number of men on the street he 
held quite a reserve force at the police 
station in case their services should be 
required to quell any unusual dis- 
turbance. In addition to this he had 
the regular patrol wagon and a three- 
seated automobile which be procured 
in Boston, and it was frequently used 
during the night to transport drunks 
and others to the police station. The 
station was filled up several times as 
many arrests were made, Many of 
these were for drunkenness but there 
were others who were arrested for 
assault and for setting fires in the 
street,

Many Fire Alarms. 

The firemen had an easy time this 
jyear compared with a year ago. The 
record at the Central station showed | 
nine calls for the night. The first 
alarm came at 10.17. This was a still 
alarm and was for a slight fire in 
Delorey’s barn on North street. 

The first bell alarm came from Box 49 
at 10.36, but was a false alarm. 

At 11,43 Box 121 was sounded which 
was also a false alarm. 

At 12.39 there was a still alarm for a 
bon fire. 

At 12.41 an alarm was sounded from 


Box 25. This was for a fierce fire in a| 
large barn on the Mt. Wollaston farm. 
The fire, which was undoubtedly of in- 
cendiary origin, destroyed the barn| 
causing a loss of about $5,000.

The barn was 110 feet by 45 feet and 
was built about 100 years ago. It con- 
tained 20 tons of salt hay, also hay 
wagons, tip-carts, pungs and tools.

The Atlantic fire department was 
called out on a still alarm about 10.15 
Tuesday evening. Boys had set a barn 
adjoining the large double house on 
Hancock street, corner of Old Colony 
street, and when the apparatus arrived 
it was burning briskly. They soon had 
it under control, The barn was badly 
burned and is almost an entire loss.

There was a lively runaway through 
City Square this noon.~-While no one 
was . -injured, two carriages were 
smashed. The runaway team was that 
of William H. Doble. It came down 
Granite street minus a driver and 
turned into Chestnut street. On the 
street were several carriages, among 
them that of Dr. Gordon. The runa- 
way cleared part of the carriages but 
locked wheels with that of the doctor, 
smashing one of the rear wheels. The 
horse then went across the street and 
the carriage, striking a lamp post, was 
overturned and badly smashed, 


Boat Swamped.

ONE DEAD. 


And Another Not Expected 
to Live 


Wollaston Fire Team 
in Collision. | 


Several Firemen Injured While Re- 
sponding to Alarm. 


It was a sad holiday for the tiremen 
at Wollaston and in fact of the whole 
city. As a result of an accident one of 
the firemen, Robert Fisher, lost his life 
and Albert Kingsley had his left leg’ 
amputated Tuesday afternoon at the 
City Hospital. Other members of the 
company and some volunteers are still 
at the Hospital with fractured limbs. 

The accident happened, while the ap- 
paratus was responding to an alarm 
from Box 62 at 1.37 A. M. Frank 
Genero was driving and riding on the 
apparatus were Robert Fisher, Albert 
Kingsley, Fred Neilson, Miles Creamer, 
Fred Bent, Richard Colbert, Parker 
Sheidon and George Baker, 

The apparatus crossed the railroad 
bridge and started down the long hill 
on Beale street. At the foot of the hill 
the driver turned out to pass an auto- 
bile and the apparatus struck a tree. 

Driver Genero’ was thrown a dis- 
tance of thirty feet, and was badly 
shaken up and bruised, and was uncon- 
scious for some time. 

Fisher was on the running board and 
received the full force of the shock, 
being caught between the apparatus and 
the tree. Both his legs were broken, 
one being crushed, and he was uncon- 
cious when picked up. 

Kingsley’s left leg was fractured in 
two places, both above and below the 
knee, and it was found necessary on 
Tuesday afternoon to amputate it. 

Nelsowhad his nose broken and his 
rigbt ankle fractured. 

The firemen riding on the truck had 
no warning of the accident and the fi eer ‘ 
thing they knew was the crash and ua 
flight through the ait.. The tres struck 
truck just inside the forward wheel. 
The forward truck was crumbled and 
the apparatus settled down at the 
head. - Fortunately it did not overtarn 
else the result would have been still 
more serious than it was. 

Several of the trees along the north 
side of the street bave marks where 
the wheels of the truck hit them, and 
the driver must have been nearer to the 
side than he thought. 

The street at this point is lined on 
both sides with large shade trees and 

| besides being very durk it is on a 
down grade. 

The wheels of the truck are rubber 
tired and runs very smoothly. The 
driver was well over to the north side 
of the street and the wheels may have 
slewed. 

As soon as the accident happened 
Lieut. McKay hastened to the scene 
and took <driver Genero in his auto 
to the police station, where he revived 
and was later taken to the Hospital. 

A crowd soon collected on the scene 
and the injared men were laid out in 
the side of the street, where they were 
attended by Dr. Record.

Bostcu, July 5.—During the pga | 
mony of firlng the national salute of 45 
gvrs at Fort Warren, located in Bos- 
ten harbor, the charge of the 16th 
round exploded prematurely, injuring 
twe of the soldiers, one probably fa- 
tally. 

Private J. J. Buckley, who was 
placing the blank shell in the breech of 
a six-pounder, was frightfully injured.

An investigation was immediately 
made to determine the cause of the ac- 
cident, but nothing in the appearance 
of the gun disclosed it. It is supposed 
that there was an accumulation of pow- 
der in the breech from the previous 
shots.

Bervices at Cemetery Chapel of 
Simplest Description 

Cleveland, July 5.—Guarded by me 
Giers around the bier, while the hais 
of the Chamber of Commerce were 
patrolled by police, the body of John 
Hay lay in state throughout the nm 
tional holiday, In accordance with the 
proclamation of Acting Mayor Lapp, 
the public in general remained away 
from the vicinity of the Chamber of 

merce, 

sere were but few visitors at the 
Chamber of Commerce during the day. 
The information had been widely 
spread that neither the casket nor the 
room in which it lay were to be viewed 
and the guardians of the building 
passed a quiet and uneventful day. 

Mrs. Hay spent the day quietly at 
the home of Mr. Mather at Glenville. 
Many visitors called, but to the ma- 
jority of them she denied herself, the 
strain of the last few days rendering 
rest imperative. 

President Roosevelt arrived at 9 
o'clock today and was met at the depot 
by the members of the citizens’ com- 
mittee. Escorted by a troop of the 
Ohio. National Guard, the president 
and members of his cabinet were driven 
cirectly to the Chamber of Commerce. 

The funeral cortege departed from 
the Chamber of Commerce at 10 o’clock 
for the drive to the cemetery, five 
miles away. The services in the chapel 
were of the simplest description. <A 
quartette first rendered the favorite 
hymn of Mr. Hay, Tennyson's *“Cross- 
ing the Bar,’ a_ selection from the 
scriptures was read by Rev. H. C. 
Haydn, who also offered prayer after 
the choir sung “For All the Saints Who 
From Their Labors Rest.” 

The body was then removed from 
the chapel and the funeral procession 
passed up the hill to the family lot, 
where the interment was made. At 
the grave the quartette sang “Still. 
Still With Thee,” and the services were 
concluded by a brief prayer and the 
benediction. 


Soldiers Mutilated by Explosion 

New York, July 5.—By the prema- 
ture explosion of a shell in the open 
breech of a five-inch gun, while a fourth 
of July salute of 45 guns was being 
fired at Castle Williams, on Governors 
island, Private Cornelius Harrington 
was so badly injured that he may not 
recover, One arm was torn off, his 
right eye blinded and he was terribly 
burned.

“As ‘China’s wet nurse,’ as the enemy 
of Russia and as the encourager of Jap- 
an, he was mainly responsible for the 
eLeck administered to Russia’s dream 
cf empire in the Orient.” 


Endeavorers In Convention 

Baltimore, July 5.—All the railway 
trains and coast steamers arriving here 
brought delegations to the 22d annual 
Christian Endeavor convention, which 
was formally opened in this city today, 
end it is estimated that 20,000 visitors 
fre here.

Jury Returns Verdict of Guilt 
In Mitchell Case 


MOTION FOR NEW TRIAL 


Aged Senator Receives the Bad 
News With 
Charge of Conspiracy to De- 
fraud Is Still Pending 


Fortitude--the 


Portland, Or., July 5.—The jury in 
the case of the United States against 
Senator John H. Mitchell of Oregon re- 
turned a verdict of guilty as charged, 
The charge was that Senator Mitchej!, 
while occupying his public position as 
senator, accepted a pecuniary compen- 
pation for practicing before the fed. 
eral departments at Washington, 
which, under the federal statutes, con- 
stitute a crime. 

A few minutes before 11 o'clock at 
night the bailiff, as Le bad been a num 
ber of times before, was summoned tu 
the jury room. A moment later he re. 
appeared and communicated to those 
in waiting the news that the jury had 
agreed. Judge De Haven, the at- 
torneys and the aged senator were sum- 
moned and quickly appeared. Judge 
De Haven ascended the bench withour 
rewoving his overcoat and the jury 
was brought in. 

Clerk of the Court Slayden received 
the verdict from the foremun and read 
it amid the crash and rattle of fire- 
works exploding in the streets on al! 
four sides of the courthouse. Slayden 
spoke low and because of the din with- 
out only two sentences of the verdlet 
were audible: “Guilty as charged,” 
and “recommended to the mercy of the 
court.” 

Senator Mitchell received the  yer- 
dict with fortitude. Severe and ey! 
dently unexpected as it was, he showed 
by no outward sign, save the ghast!y 
pallor of his face and the nervous strok- 
ing of his beard, that he felt the blow. 

Clerk Slayden polled the jury ani 
Judge De Haven declared that it be 
discharged. When these proceedings 
were completed Judge Bennett arose 
and, on the part of Mitchell, moved a 
new trial. Judge De Haven directed 
that the motion be continued until next 
Blonday and declared the court ad- 
journed. 

It is stated that the jury took six 
ballots before arriving at a_ verdict. 
Five ballots showed 11 jurors for con- 
viction: 

It is expected that the indictment 
pending against Mitchel, charging 
conspiracy with Puter and others to de- 
fraud the government of public lands, 
will be dropped. What penalty will be 
{imposed by Judge De Haven can only 
be conjectured. The statute provides 
for both imprisonment for not more 
than two years and for a fine of not to 
exceed $10,000. Since the trial began 
Mitchell has been at liberty on his 
own recognizance and this will be con- 
tinued until after sentence is pro- 
nounced, at least.

Sweden Intends It to Be an 
Object Lesson to Norway 


A TALK WITH KING OSCAR 


Insists That He Acted Within 
Norway’s Constitution In Veto- 
ing Consular Bill--Norwegian 
Cabinet Is at Fault 


Stockholm, July 5.—An order for the 
mobilization of the Swedish army has 
been issued and a proclamation to this 
€ffect will probably be issued within a 
week. 

The mobilization is intended as a 
means of giving added force to any pro- 
posal for settlement which the special 
committee appointed by the riksdag 
may make to the Norwegian storthiny. 

King Oscar yesterday afternoon 
granted a private audience to a press 
correspondent at the royal palace. In 
a lengthy conversation the king ex- 
pressed his views on the present situa- 
tion and said emphaticaHy that he 
would never allow any of his sons or 
grandsons to accept the Norwegiaa 
throne. 

In speaking of the attitude of Nor- 
way, the king displayed deep emotion 
and expressed his heartfelt sorrow xt 
Norway’s treatment of him after 32 
years of unceasing labor for its happi- 
ness and prosperity. 

In the course of the conversation 
King Oscar reiterated his official utter- 
ances regarding his position on the con- 
suiar bill passed by the storthing and 
the events which followed his veto of 
it, and said: 

“When the King of Norway con- 
siders that the welfare of the country 
demands that he shall veto a _ bill 
passed by the storthing his right to do 
so is unconditionally shown in Nor- 
way’s constitution and he would be 
false to his oath if he did not exercise 
this right in accordance with his con- 
science. 

“The constitution gives the storthing 
the power to pass a measure over my 
veto, prescribing, however, that this 
can only be done by the bill being 
passed by three consecutively elected 
storthings. The consular bill was only 
passed by one storthing. 

“As King of Norway it was of the 
utmost necessity that I should always 
keep before my eyes the first article of 
the Norwegian constitution, which 
reads: “The Kingdom of Norway is a 
free, independent, indivisable and in- 
alienable country united to Sweden 
under one king.’ Therefore, it was im- 
perative before approving a bill sep- 
arating the consular systems of Swe- 
den and Norway that I should consider 
the welfare and interests of both coun- 
tries, and I had a perfect right as King 
of Norway to refuse my sanction. 

“The refusal of the Norwegian cabi- 
net to countersign my veto was inex- 
cusable, as the constitution prescribes 
that the king may decide according to 
his Judgment and that all his orders 
must be countersigned by the cabinet. 

“Thus the Norwegian constitution, 
Iny own conscience and my considera- 
tion of the welfare of both kingdoms 
were the guide to my action in vetoing 
the consular bill.” 

The king had been advised not to 
talk for publication and every effort 
was made by his entourage to prevent 
access to him. The press correspond- 
ent, however, recelved a communica- 
tiou Monday evening summoning hin 
to a private audience yesterday. 


Of Scientific Importance 

Berlin, July 5.—Professor Robert 
Koch, who went to German East 
Africa for the further investigation of 
certain tropical diseases, has found the 
breeding ground of the tsetse fly and 
says that the fly can be rendered 
harmless through simple means. Pro- 
fessor Koch also discovered that try- 
panosomata microbes, which are pres- 
ent in sleeping dropsy, exist in the 
tsetse fly, and that the relapsing fever 
is transferred to men through a small 
sand tick.

New York, July 5.—William Liesen- 
den, the postmaster at Mariners’ Har- 
bor, S. L., was found unconscious iy- 
ing on the floor of the postoftice.

Condition of Other Firemen Is 
Still Serious. 


Albert D. Kingsley, another of the 
firemen injured Tuesday morning, 
while responding to an alarm from Box 
62 on the Wollaston truck, died at § 
o’clock this morning at the City Hos- 
pital. 

His injuries consisted of a fracture of 
the left leg in two places, both above 
and below the knee. They were of such 
a nature that the pbysicians found it 
necessary to amputate the leg. The 
operation was performed Tuesday night.

CAN YOU SOLVE THIS? 


A Problem That Seems Simple, but 
That Will Invite Discussion. 

How much greater than three-fourths 
$s four-fourths? 

At first sight ‘t seems an easy ques- 
tion, but put it to your arithmetical

Express Freightand Coal Train 
Met Near Fitchburg 


THREE TRAINMEN KILLED 


Both Locomotives Destroyed and 
Loa4ed Box Cars Piled on Top 
of Wreckage--Accident Due to 
Misunderstanding of Signals 


Fitchburg, Mass., July 6.—\Three 
railroad employes were killed and two 
injured and thousands of dollars’ worth 
of property destroyed by a head-on coi- 
lision late yesterday afternoon between 
an east-bound express freight train and 
a west-bound coal train near the Wa- 
ckusett station of the Fitchburg divi- 
gion of the Boston and Maine railroad. 
The wreck blocked all traffic on the 
main line the greater part of the night. 

The names of the killed are: S. M. 
Kendall, engineer of east-bound train, 
buried under engine; Head Brakeman 
Dehm of east-bound train, buried under 
wreckage and body cut to pieces; Clif- 
ford Smith, engineer of west-bousd 
train, instantly killed. Fireman Cox 
of the east-bound locomotive was se- 
verely injured and removed to a ho»- 
pital. 

A coal heaver, who is known to the 
railroad officials by number only, sus- 
tained a fractured leg by Jumping. He 
was not otherwise injured, Fireman 
Cox will recover. His left arm was/in- 
jured and he sustained severe ‘con- 
tusions in many parts of his body. 

The trainhands on both trains resided 
in Boston and Somerville. The acci- 
dent was due to some misunderstand- 
ing regarding the signalling of the east- 
bound freight. The coal train was dis- 
tributing several cars at sidings at Wa- 
chusett station, which is 2% miles west 
of Fitchburg. The engine and several 
cars were moving from a siding onto 
the main line, When the east-bound 
train, known a the Cheshire division 
and consisting of 
scores of he-avily loaded cars, suddeniy 
came in sight. 

The freight was running at a high 
rate fof speed, and before Engineer 
Kenéjall could materially reduce it the 
henderous locomotives came together 
with a terrific crash, which was heard 
a mile away. 

Engineer Smith of the coal train was 
pinned under his cab, but Fireman 
Flood, who was in the cab, jumped 
and escaped unhurt. Kendall stood by

He imported a lot of 
long tongued bumblebees. These bees 
flourished, and immediately Australlan 
clover, which had promised to be a 
failure, became one of the country’s 
richest and finest crops.” — Chicago

GOLDFISH IN JAPAN. 


The Demand For Them Appears to 
Be Almost Without Limit. 

Although the goldfish occurs in a 
wild state in Japan, it is probable that 
China some 400 years ago furnished 
the stock from which the wonderful 
varieties of Japanese goldfish have 
been bred. It is reported that in feudal 
Gays, even when famine was abroad in 
the land and many people were starv- 
9 the trade in goldfish was flourish- 


The demand at present appears to be 
without limit, and the output shows a 
substantial increase each year. Many 
thousand people make a living by grow- 
ing goldfish for market, and hundreds 
of peddlers carry the fish through the 
Streets and along the country roads in 
Wooden tubs suspended from a shoul- 
Ger bar. 

The leading goldfish center is Kori- 
yama, near the ancient capital of Nara. 
Here are 350 independent breeding es- 
tablisbments, whose yearly product 
runs far into the millions. One farm 
pebich I visited was started 140 years 
ago. At first it was conducted merely 
for the pleasure of the owner, but it 
eventually became a commercial enter- 
prise and is now very profitable.—Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine.

Both locomctives were destroyed and 
14 loaded box cars were thrown from 
the irons, half a dozen of them piling 
up on the wreckage of the locomotives 
and completely filling the deep, narrow 
cut through which the tracks run at 
that point. 

The body of Smith was the first to 
be taken from the ruins. It was not 
badly disfigured. Kendall's body was 
buried deep under the remains of his 
engine and a number of cars. It was 
several hours after the accident be- 
fore it was found. 

The main line tracks were blocked 
all night, but the wreckage was re- 
moved and the roadbed repaired by 
this morning. Wrecking trains from 
this city, Somerville and Greenfield 
brought 100 men and a large quantity 
of apparatus. 

The railroad authorities are not pre- 
pared to announce the exact cause of 
the collision until they have investi- 
gated thoroughly. The financial loss 
te the railroad will reach $40,000.

Fall River, Mass., July 6—The ex- 

ecutive committee of the Weavers’ 

union voted last night to postpone ac- 
tion for one week upon the reply of 
the manufacturers in refusing to grant 
an increase in wages. The committee 
announced after the meeting that the 
reason for the postponement was de- 
cause no reply to a similar request for 

an increase had been received from M. 

C. D. Borden of New York, the owner 

of the Iron Works mills. 

Upon being asked if the present high 
price of cotton would not prevent the 
weavers from pressing their request, 
the secretary of the committee stated 
that it lay entirely with the weavers 
what action should be taken. He ad- 
mitted, however, that the government 
crop report was not yery satisfactory to 
the weavers. 


Sixty-Five Hundred In Camp 

Westfield, Mass., July 6—The whole 
of the Massachusetts militia, with the 
exception of the naval brigade and the 
First regiment of heavy artillery, is en- 
camped on Hampton plains. More than 
6500 men are performing their tour of 
duty. Never before have so many 
Massachusetts militiamen been as- 
sembled at a state camp. Lieutenant 
General Miles, the military adviser of 
Governor Douglas, is in command, 
The camp is known as Camp Bartlett, 
in honor of Major General Bartlett, a 
native of western Massachusetts who 
won a-hero’s fame in the Civil war. 


Biuffed by Holy Ghosters 

Durham, Me., July 6.—No action on 
the question of the support of public 
schools in the colony of the Holy 
Ghost and Us society at Shiloh was 
taken at a town meeting called to con- 
sider the matter. The citizens of this 
town have objected to paying for the 
support of the schools at the Shiloh 
colony. A large delegation from the 
Holy Ghost society was present at the 
meeting. It was understood that they 
proposed to take an active part in the 
meeting, and accordingly the Durham 
voters carried a motion to adjourn. 


Skull Fractured by Hawser 

Provincetown, Mass., July 6.—While 
two launches of the north Atlantic 
squadron were trying to float a launch 
of the battleship Alabama, aground at 
the railroad dock, a hawser parted and 
Mail Messenger Brown of the Alabama 
was struck on the forehead and sus- 
tained what is believed to be fatal in- 
juries. The force of the blow crushed 
his skull and knocked him into the 
water. 


A Tropical Phenomenon 

Boston, July 6.—Officers on steamer 
San Jose, from Jamaican ports, state 
that on the morning of June 29 they 
witnessed a sight which none of them 
had ever seen before in the tropica, 
viz., the sun illuminating the eastern 
horizon, while to the westward the 
moon and stars were shining brightly.

“International Praise Festival’’ 


at Baltimore 


HAD A GRAND EFFECT 


Native Airs of Far-Off Coun- 
tries Introduced In Christian 
Endeavor Convention Chorus-- 
Message ‘of Love to “Father” 
Clark, Who Is Sick 


Baltimore, July 6—Without doubt 
most of the 20,000 people gathered in 
Armory halt will carry away with them 
the conviction that in the “interna- 
tional festival of praise,” rendered last 
night under the direction of Rey. Carey 
Bonner of London, has been brought 
forth the choicest flower that will 
biossom in the garden of the 22d inter- 
national Christian Endeavor conven- 
tion, which is already declared by those 
who have attended all of its predeces- 
sors to be the greatest in the history 
of the society. 

While almost entirely musical, it was 
in every sense a meeting for worship, 
and the bowing of the 20,000 heads iu 
prayer, preceded by momentary si- 
fence, Was wonderfully impressive. So, 
too. was the congregational singing, 
abd Mr. Bonner, by whom the festival 
wis arranged and partly composed, 
gave expression to intense admiration 
ot the manner in which the chorus 
havdled his creation, 

The regular convention chorus of 
2400 voices was reinforced by 400 of 
the junior chorus, making a grand total 
of 2800 voices. It is said that the larg- 
est chorus beard at any Christian En- 
deavor convention hitherto was com- 
posed of 1200 voices, 

Briefly described, the “international 
testival of praise,” which was rendered 
for the first time last night, illustrates 
the world-wide praise to God of the na- 
tions, and the music of the several 
parts is typical of times and nations, 
trom “The Lord Bless Thee and Keep 
hee,” sung to what is said to be one 
of the oldest Hebrew airs known, to th= 
incst modern evangelical music. Na- 
tive airs of China, India and other coun- 
tries are introduced with remarkable 
effect. 

Preceding the festival, by a unani- 
mous vote, the following telegram was 
ordered sent to Rey. Francis E. Clark, 
who is ill at Pine Point, Me: 

“Pifteen thousand Christian En- 
deavorers from many lands send sym- 
pathy and love and pray for your 
specdy recovery. We pledge anew 
loyalty to Christ, fidelity to his church, 
and fellowship with his people. The 
greatest meeting in the history of our 
conventions.” 

No announcement will be made here 
as to where the convention of 1907 will 
be held. At an adjourned meeting of 
the board the matter was referred back 
to the executive committee, with in- 
structions to secure further informa- 
tio. and report to a meeting of the full 
board, which will be held sometime 
during the winter. Not until after that 
meeting will the name of the chosen 
city be known. 

‘he formal opening of the conven- 
tion took place in Armory hall with 
about 8000 delegates present and near- 
Ir all of the 16,000 seats in the audi- 


torium occupied. In the absence of 
President Clark Rey. Howard B. 
Grose of New York presided and 


opened the proceedings with brief re- 
marks. 

A letter from President Roosevelt 
was read, expressing regret that it had 
been fourd impossible for him to ac- 
cept an invitation to address the con- 
yention 

After the singing of the doxology 
by the audience and a prayer by Dr. 
F.oyd Thompson of Philadelphia, there 
were devotional exercises, including a 
briet memorial service for the late 
Secretary of State Hay, and the Chris- 
tian Endeavor rally song was sung by 
the chorus as a welcome to the visi- 
tors. 

In the absence of Dr. Clark, Rey. Dr. 
Baker, pastor of the “Mother Society 
church,” Williston Congregational 
church of Portland, Me., responded to 
the addresses of welcome in behalf ot 
the delegates. This was followed by 
the anthem “The Heavens Are Telling,” 
rendered by the convention chorus with 
eplendid effect. The annual review of 
the Christian Endeavor field was then 
read by General Secretary Vogt. The 
convention then took a recess uutil 
7:30 p. m., when the festival of praise 
occevrred. 


Beef Concerns Furnish Bonds 

Chicago, July 6.—Bonds have been 
furnished by three of the packing com- 
panies and 13 of the individual pack- 
ers recently indicted by a federal grand 
jury. Four of the indicted packers are 
still absent from Chicago. The cor- 
porations furnishing bonds were Ar- 
mour & Co., Swift & Co. and the Fair- 
banks Canning company. 


Leanders Too Fast For Vespers 
Henley, Eng., July 6—The Leander 
crew defeated the Vesper Boat club 
erew in the second heat for the Grand 
Challenge cup in the Henley regatta 
on the Thames river.

Tornado Sweeps Over a Large 
Portion of Lone Star State 
Fort Worth, Tex., July 6.—A tornado 

which struck Texas in the upper edge 

of Montague county, coming from the 

Soribwest tnd swinging far to the 

southeast, cost, it is believed, over 40 

lives, injured a large number of peo- 

ple and did untold damage to growing 
crops and cattle. 

lortunately the tornado missed the 
smzil towns in the section through 
which it swept, but it zig-zagged in 
such a way as to take in the homes of 
many farmers and stock-raisers in the 
section. 

At Jacksboro the force of the wind 
was terrific. The Baptist church and 
20 other buildings were blown off their 
foundations and a number of buildings 
destroyed. 

At Montague no lives were lost in the 
town, but in the country great loss of 
life is reported. Owing to the fact that 
wires are down in all directions it is 
difficult to get particulars. Ten per- 
sons are known to be dead in that 
neighborhood and unconfirmed reports 
are to the effect that the list of dead 
will go as high as 40. Most of those 
killed lived on Salt creek, along whica 
the tornado swept with terrific force. 

From Nocona the tornado passed a 
few miles to the south and the latest 
reports give the dead at 14 and place 
the number of injured at 41. 

Many farmhouses were blown en- 
tirely away. The Long Branch school- 
house was destroyed and the Baptist 
and Methodist churches at Belchor 
were practically destroyed. 

A reliable man at Nocona who has 
been over the scene says that reports 
were being received of the dead when 
he left there. He places the loss of life 
at 60. 

Owing to the widely separated 
homes and the fact that in many in- 
stances whole families were wiped out, 
details and names are hard to get. 

The country through which the tor- 
nado passed is one of the richest farm- 
ing sections of Texas, lying along the 
northern border of the state.

Leader ot Mutineers Took Due 


Precautions 


ISSUANCE OF MANIFESTO 


Intended to Show That They Do 
Not Desire to Be Classed as 
Outlaws--Expected to Go to 
the Caucasus and Stir Up a 
General Rising 


St. Petersburg, July 6.—While no offi- 
cial confirmation is obtainable, it is 
stated by an authority usually reliable 
that the admiralty has received news 
that the Kniaz Potemkine, after ship- 
ping coal, provisions and medicines, ts 
again at large in the Black sea and that 
her destination is unknown. 

Whether the report of the sailing of 
tbe battleship be true or not, the crew 
took a remarkable step yesterday 
when, with all the solemnity of a pro- 
visional government, it issued a mani- 
festo addressed to the powers announc- 
ing that civil war had begun against 
the existing regimein Russia and pledg- 
ing the inviolability of foreign ship- 
ping and foreign ports. 

This action doubtless was taken to 
quiet the apprehension of foreign pow- 
evs and to leave no excuse for the send- 
ing of warships through the Darda- 
nelles to effect the capture of the bat- 
theship, which until now Russia’s Black 
sea fleet has not dared to attempt. It 
is considered a shrewd move on the 
part of the mutineers aud stamps the 
commander of the crew as a leader far 
above the class of the ordinary sailor 
aud strengthens the opinion that he is 
net a member of the original crew, but 
one of the revolutionaries who went on 
board at Odessa. 

The issuance of the manifesto lends 
a certain dignity to the mutiny and 
proves that the crew and their com- 
mander have no desire that the worid 
should believe them to be mere out- 
laws. 

According to a rumor printed in an 
afternoon paper. the ship’s strong box 
contained $375,000 and the mutineers 
would therefore be well supplied with 
money. 

In circles closely in touch with the 
revyolutionists it is regarded as a fore- 
g0Lre conclusion that the commander 
of the Kniaz Potemkine, knowing the 
situation in the Caucasus, will head for 
Poti or Batoum, where the revolution- 
ists are exceedingly strong, in the hope 
of producing a general rising. With 
the authorities in the Caucasus almost 
powerless to prevent it, such a con- 
tingency is by no means impossible. 

Dispatches from Tiflis say that re- 
po:ts of the rioting at Odessa and the 
action of the Kniaz Potemkine have 
aroused the mosf intense interest and 
the wildest joy among the revolution- 
ists. The receipt of the reports was 
followed immediately by a complete 
strike, even the lamp-lighters quitting 
work. The inhabitants generally are 
tleeing to the northward. 

The Emperor Nicholas II, the crew 
wf which is reported to have mutinied 
at Constantinople, is a Russian mer- 
chantman. 

Considerable anxiety is felt because 
the cruiser Chernomoretz, which was 
due at Sebastopol Monday, has not yet 
arrived. 

Order has not been restored at Bielo- 
stock. A censored telegram received 
last night reports that shooting has 
been heard, that crowds are fleeing and 
thet wild excitement prevails, 


Powers Consider Russia’s Feelings 

London, July 6—It is understood 
that the movements of the Kniaz Po- 
temkine are engaging the serious at- 
tention of the powers, who are ex- 
changing views on the possible neces- 
sity of taking joint measures to pro- 
tect neutral commerce in the Black sea. 
According to a press dispatch from 
Vienna, however, nothing will be done 
even in the shape of joint representa- 
tions to the Russian government ex- 
cert in the last extremity, it being de- 
sired to avoid wounding Russia’s sus- 
ceptibilities. 

Special dispatches from Constanti- 
nople give an unconfirmed report that 
the Kniaz Potemkine engaged two Brit- 
ish officers at Kustenji. 


Threatened Bombardment 

Theodosia, Crimea, July 6.—Sum- 
moned by the Kniaz Potemkine, repre- 
seutatives of the town council went on 
board the battleship and were received 
in: the admiral’s cabin by the commis- 
sion commanding her. 

The commission demanded the de- 
livery of 500 tons of coal and pro- 
visions of various kinds within 24 
hours and threatened in the event of 
non-compliance, after due warning to 
the inhabitants, the town would be 
bombarded. 

The commission a!iso proposed that 
the mayor should transmit to the popu- 
ination a proclamation demanding the 
termination of the war, a convocation 
of the zemstvos, etc. 

Learning of these demands many in- 
habitants fled the town. The workmen 
insisted that the demands be granted. 

A special meeting of the municipal 
council was called and the council con- 
sented to deliver the provisions, but re- 
fused to comply with the demand for 
coal for the reason that the town had 
none.

Fragrant Powders That Will Cleanse 
the Hair and Scalp. 

Dry shampoos are efficacious in 
cleaning both the scalp and hair, and 
the following powders for this pur- 
pose are fragrant and delicious. 

Take white cornmea! as fine as can 
be ground. Perfume with a little pow- 
dered orris root and rub a quantity of 
it dry into the hair near the scalp. 
Massage well and bring the powder 
through the long part. Then with a 
long fibered brush remove all the meal. 
This is not a difficult thing to do if 
the brush has long fibers. The strokes 
need not be hard, and, indeed, should 
not be, or the hair will bé pulled out. 
The best way of brushing is to hold 
the hair out in one hand and brush 
throngh each strand, beginning near 
the hand and working down close to 
the head. 

A powder that is delicious for the 
same purpose is made of one-fourth of 
a pound of powdered orris root, one 
and one-third drams of bergamot rind, 
the same of cassie flowers and one- 
quarter of a dram of coarsely ground 
cloves. Mingle and put through a fine 
sieve. The best way of using is to 
rub into the hair at night and let it 
remain until morning. ‘Then brush 
out. This will perfume the head de- 
liclously. A cheaper preparation made 
in the same way is composed of a half 
pound of cornstarch, the same of orris 
root powdered and five drops of oil 
of rhodium. These three are specially 
suited to oily hair, as the powders will 
absorb much of the moisture. 


A GRACEFUL CARRIAGE. 


Practice Correct Sitting and Rising 
Before a Mirror. 

To rise gracefully draw one foot back 
a little and rise with the chest and 
the crown of the head leading upward, 
not forward. Practice sitting and ris- 
ing before a mirror, using a straight 
backed chair, Do not run to extremes 
and sit bolt upright on the edge of the 
chair. Let the erect body be supple 
and ready to sway in any direction— 
led always by the chest. If you want 
to lean against the back of the chair 
there can be no harm in you doing so, 
provided that you sit in such a way as 
to allow the “small of the back” to 
rest against the back of the chair. 

Do not lean shoulder blades against 
the chair back and hollow the “small of 
the back” while sitting. Such a posi- 
tion is injurious to health and fatal to 
beauty. If persisted in it will result 
in prominent shoulder blades and will 
induce curvature of the spine. 

If you would avoid round shoulders 
and a forward stoop of the neck do not 
use a high pillow when lying down. It 
is better to sleep without a pillow. If 
custom has rendered a pillow neces- 
sary you can gradually decrease its 
size until it becomes a very small one. 
Then you will come to wonder how 
you ever slept comfortably in the awk- 
ward position necessitated by a high 
pillow, and you will be pleased to find 
that your prominent shoulder blades 
are retreating and that your back and 
neck are assuming symmetrical! lines. 


LAUNDRY LINES. 


Save your tired feet on ironing day 
by standing on a cushion. 

In hanging clothes to dry always 
hang the stockings by the toes, night- 
dresses from the shoulders and skirts 
from the hem. 

When hanging wet blankets or white 
spreads on the line to dry put a small 
square of cloth under each clothes- 
pin to make sure there will be no stain 
from a dusty pin. 

Carbonate of lime, better known as 
Spanish chalk, used in the proportion 
of two to one of starch, will render all 
light stuffs such as muslin incombusti- 
ble yet not hurt the material itself in 
any way. 

To give linen a gloss pour a pint of 
boiling water on two ounces of gum 
arabic, cover till next day, then strain 
tt carefully and put it in a clean bot- 
tle. Two teaspoonfuls of this stirred 
into a pint of ordinary starch will give 
collars and cuffs an appearance of 
newness. 


To Test Tea. 

To test tea put a pinch in a glass, 
pour upon it a little cold water and 
shake it well up. Pure tea will only 
slightly color the water, while a strong 
infusion is quickly got from the adul- 
terated leaf. Now boil both separate- 
ly and let them stand till cool, and the 
difference between them will be most 
marked. The false tea will become 
still more strong after long standing, 
but will remain transparent, whereas 
the pure tea will become muddy or 
milky. This last appearance arises 
| from the tannic acid, which is a nat- 
ural property in pure tea, but which 
in artificial tea is entirely absent,

Throwing a fresh stick on the fire, 
Dick Vance gazed approvingly about 
him.

Host of Friends at Bier 
of Joseph C. Morse. 


Clergy Pay High Tri 
utes of Esteem. 


Masonic Bodies as Escort to 
Church and Grave. 


Seldom has there been a larger at- 
tended funeral at the First church than 
that of Joseph C. Morse which was 
held Thursday afternoon, The pews on 
both sides of the church were filled 
with business and personal friends 
while in the centre aisle, aside from 
the mourners were DeMolay Command- 
ery, Knights Templar, Rural lodge A. 
F. and A. M., St. Stephen’s Chapter, 
foyal Arch Masons, and the Granite 
City Club. 

Previous to the services at the church 
prayers were said for the family at his 
late residence by Rev. E. C. Butler and 

Rey. D. M. Wilson, pastor and former 
pastor of the First church, 

De Molay Commandery arrived from 
Boston on the 2.19 train and yere met 
in City Square by Rural Lodge and St. 
Stephen’s Chapter. The Masonic bodies 
then marched to the bouse via Granite 
street and escorted the body to the 
church, via Dimmock street. 

The interior of the church especially 
about the pulpit was one huge array of 
flowers sent by the fraternal and social 
organizations of which the deceased 
was a member, as well as a large 
number of bouquets and other pieces 
from personal friends and the family. 
At each window was a bouquet of 
nasturtiums or sweet peas, which came 
from his flower garden at Fort Point, 
and which he had reared with his own 
hand. On few 17, that which he 
occupied, was a large wreath of laurel 
and sheath cf white roses. 

The ushers at the church were IHarry 
W. Kimball of De Molay Commandery, 
J. A. Ferguson of the Round Table, 
Edward B. Marsh and Charles H. John- 
son of Rural Lodge, Emery L. Crane 
and Ex-Mayor John O. Hall of St. 
Stephen’s Chapter, and Herman F. Mc- 
Intire, George P. Mead and Albert 
Bruff of the Granite City Club. 

The body reached the church a little 
after 3 o’clock and it was borne down 
the centre aisle preceded by Rev. Mr. 
Butler and Rev. Mr. Wilson, the former 
chanting ‘‘Iam the Resurrection and 
the Life.’’ Following the casket con- 
taining the remains were the bearers, 
all of whom were from De Molay Com- 
mandery and were as follows: R. H. 
Simms, James A. Towle, W. H. Which- 
er, O. A. Sheppard, George W. Wal- 
dron and John Chapman. 

The remains were encased in a black 
broadcloth casket. On this were wreaths 
of ivy and the sword and chapeau of 
the deceased and his photograph. It 
was placed in front of the pulpit, a Sir 
Knight standing guard at either end 
during the services. 

The services were opened by the Al- 
bion quartet who sang ‘‘ Lead Kindly 
Light.”

No more will 
thatsdear friend be with us on earth. 
We are amazed and overcome. In the 
days that are to come we must adjust 
ourselves to life without the assistance 
of our dear friend. He was a man who 
could be depended upon. A dear friend 
whose confidence was a blessing. Such

An opportunity was then afforded to 
take a long last look of him who in life 
had been a friend to all. 

The remains were escorted to Mount 
Wollaston cemetery by the Masonic 
bodies who marched to the muftied beat 
of the drum.

France Transfers It to Our 


Representatives 


CEREMONY IN A CHURCH 


Many Notables Were In Line, 
Escorted Remains to Railroad 
Station--Americans Applauded 


Paris, July 7.—In the presence of the 


CHARLES H. BURGESS, 


lomatic representatives of many foreign 


governments and civil and naval offi- 
cials of the United States, the body of 
Admiral Jones was formally delivered 
to the United States government. The 
ceremony was one combining impres- 
sive dignity with military and naval 
pomp, in which the soldiers and sailors 
of France and the sailors of America 
united in rendering honors to tke 
founder of the American navy. 

The occasion was unique and prob- 
ably without parallel, as the funeral 
was that of a revolutionary hero whose 
body had lain neglected in a foreign 
grave for over 100 years. 

Seldom has an event awakened such 
widespread interest in the French cap- 
ital. Dense throngs packed the prin- 
cipal thoroughfares to witness the im- 
posing cortege which, for the elaborate- 
ness of its military feature, equalled 
the martial display on the occasion of 
the visit of King Alfonso: 

The ceremony of delivering the body 
was held in the Afherican church at 
3:30 in the afternoon. The interior of 
this gothic edifice was beautifuily 
decorated with plants and flowers. At 
the foot of the chancel rested the 
easket, wound in an American flag and 
literally buried in masses of floral em- 
blems. The French government had 
taken charge of the arrangements and 
huissiers of the foreign office acted as 
ushers. 

After brief religious services Gen- 
eral Porter, wearing evening dress, ac- 
cording to the French custom, with the 
red sash of the Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honor across his breast, ad- 
vanced alongside the casket and for- 
mally delivered the body to Mr. Loomis, 
as the representative of the United 
States government, who accepted it in 
the name of the government and com-|}- 
missioned Admiral Sigsbee to transport 
it to the United States. 

As the surpliced choir took up “My 
Country, ’Lis of Thee,” the entire as- 
semblage rose and joined in the strains 
of the patriotic hymn: Eight sailors 
from the Brooklyn then stepped for- 
ward and, raising the casket on their 
shoulders, bore it slowly from the 
chureh to the waiting gun carriage 
This was draped with the national 
black 
horses. ‘The casket was covered with 
flags and flowers and took the place of 
the unlimbered gun. 

The cortege was now formed and pro- 
ceeded to the Esplanade Des Invalides. 
Republican guards lined each side ot 
the avenues, holding back the dense 
throngs, while all the converging

Heading the procession came a sqnad- 
ron of cuirassiers in glittering helmets 
and breast plates, stretching from curb 
to curb, with a divisiou of infantry. 
After them rumbled the gun caison, 
bearing the flower-laden coffin, with 
guards of American sailors on either 
side. Back of the coftin was a long line 
of distinguished officials, headed by 
Ambassador McCormick, Special Am- 
bassadors Porter and Loomis, Premier 
Rouvier and his cabinet, the foreigr 
ambassadors and French generals and 
admirals, all walking, according to the 
French custom. The appearance of the 
detachment of 500 American sailors and 
marines was the signal for expressions 
of enthusiasm all along the line. An- 
other French division composed of in- 
fantry, cavalry and artillery closed the 
cortege. 

Arriving at the Esplanade Des In- 
valides an imposing picture was pre- 
The French government had 
erected a large pavilion in which to de- 
posit the coffin. The pavilion was 
richly hung with crimson veivet, with 
martial emblems and battle axes, en- 
twined flags and a row of brass field 
pieces along the front. Nearby. rose 
the gilded dome of the tomb of Napo- 
leon. 

The casket was deposited in the 
centre of the pavilion while the cortege 
passed, rendering military | honors. 
Later it was born to the Invalides rail- 
road station and placed in a funeral 
car where, guarded by French and 
American sailors, it started for Cher- 
bourg at 10 o'clock last night.

Berlin, July 7.—Chancellor Von Bue- 
low’s telegram to Prince Radolin, the 
German ambassador at Paris, announc- 
ing that Jaures, the Socialist leader, 
would not be permitted to speak in Ber- 
lin next Sunday, is widely discussed ix 
the press, The Liberal organs assert 
that it shows weakness and pettiness 
on the part of the chancellor. ‘The 
Cologne Gazette regards it as a wis- 
taken step, and several organs express 
amazement that Von Buelow allowed 
himself to be informed in the matter of 
foreign policy by the boasting of the 
Socialist organ, Vorwuerts. Some of 
the papers surmise that the action was 
dictated by consideration for Russia, 
since the ferment in that country 
would necessarily have played a promi- 
nent part in Jaures’ speech, 

The chancellor's telegram to Prince 
Von Radolin was in part as follows: 

“The press has announced that Herr 
Jaures will appear before the Socialistie 
meeting here July 9. Against the per- 
sonality of Jaures I have nothing to 
ay. I respect his views on foreign 
policy and not infrequently agree with 
them. The personal value of Jaures ix 
not considered, but the political role 
placed upon him. ‘The leading organ 
of the Sccial Domocracy in Germany, 
The Vorwaerts, has announced that the 
assemblage planned is the beginning of 
the immediate influence of the Social 
Democracy on foreign policy and that 
a war of the classes will be promoted 
upon an international foundation. 
Still more clearly is the aggressive in- 
tention of the promoters of this méet- 
ing expressed in the organ of the so- 
called Scientific Socialism, the new so- 
ciety, which says: 

“*The revolution has dynamited the 
Russian-French alliance. Now it be- 
comes the historical task of the Ger- 
man Social Democracy to do for the 
French republic what the holders of 
power in Russia are no longer able to 
do—to protect them from exaggerated 
claims by the use of force as the result 
of imperialistic Germany’s policy,’ 

“This is the out-spoken direction in 
which this demonstration leads. The 
German Socialists would use the pres- 
ence of Jaures in Berlin to cover by his 
person their hostile endeavors against 
the state and national interests. The 
imperial government cannot refrain 
from using the means at its disposal to 
prevent the party from seeking to de- 
stroy the existing and constitutionally 
established order.” 


Paris, July 7—Deputy Jaures, leader 
of the French Socialists, has been pro- 
hibited by the German government 
from speaking at Berlin next Sunday. 
Jaures’ secretary says that Jaures 
knows nothing of the interdiction, but 
that if the report proves true he wiil 
zo all the same and find a way of de- 
livering a speech. 


Rockefeller Made Investments 

Boston, July 7.—H. H. Rogers was 
again a witness in the hearing before 
Causten Browne, as master, in the sult 
of Receiver Pepper of the Bay State 
Gas company against Rogers for $3,- 
000,000 and interest alleged to have 
been illegally secured from the now de- 
funct company. In the course of his 
testiniony Rogers said that all the in 
vestments of the company were made 
by William Rockefeller. 


Unwilling to Submit Books 

Milwaukee, July 7.—Judge Seamar, 
upon petition of counsel for the Gen- 
erul Paper company, has granted a re 
quest to appeal from the decision re- 
quiring the submission of books of the 
General Paper company as evidence in 
the hearing instituted by the federai 
government. The appeal will be de- 
cided by the supreme court of the 
United States. 


Lawyer Gets Eighteen Years 

New York, July 7.—James S. Alder- 
dice, a lawyer, convicted of forgery, 
was sentenced to 18 years’ imprison- 
ment in Sing Sing by Recorder Goff. 
The forgeries were committed in efforts 
to obtain possession of the estate of 
Mary J. Oliver, who Hved the life of a 
recluse. Alderdice was Mrs. Oliver's 
attorney. 


Sleeping Aimost a Week 

Peoria, Ills. July 7.—Miss Nellie 
Koobs, a nurse at the Bartonville 
asylum, a state institution, has been iy- 
ing in a profound slumber since Mon- 
day, from which apparently she can- 
not be aroused. She has sunk into a 
comi-like state and is lying as one dead. 


Change of Cilmate For Jackies 

Washington, July 7.—Rear Admira) 
Train, commanding the Asiatic station, 
has been authorized by the navy de- 
partment by cable to’proceed with ves- 
sels of his fleet to Chefoo. Train asked 
permission to go north so that the men 
might have a change of climate. 


Caught by Elevator 

Boston, July 7.—Thomas Conroy, 55 
years old, was crushed to death last 
night by a freight elevator in the Sud- 
bury building. He attempted to leave 
the moving elevator, but was caught 
between its floor and the wall of the 
elevator well,

To Dispense With Conning Tower 
. New York, July 7.—It is reported at 
the New York navy yam that the con- 
ning tower as is at present in use on 
United States warships wil be discon- 
tinued or so modified as to cease to be 
central controlling station of the ship’s 
movemezuts In the recent naval battles 
the Japanese concentrated a heavy fire 
on the conning towers, the communica- 
tion system was dislocated and some 
of the Russian ships rendered unman- 
ageable. One of the alternative propo- 
sitions is to reserve an armor protective 
space lower in the ship’s structure thar 
the conning tower, from which the ofti- 
cer in charge might direct the ship's 
movements. 


Men Entombed In Submarine 

Paris, July 7.—The French subma- 
rine boat Farfadet went down at the 
entrance to the port of Sidi Abdallah, 
Tunis. Commandant Rattler, at the mo- 
ment of plunging, noticed that one of 
the doors was not closed properly and 
rushed to try to adjust it hermetically. 
He was too late, the water rushing in 
with force and throwing out the com- 
mandant and two men, the boat sink- 
ing and lying in the mud at the bottom. 
Twelve men are encased in the boat 
and powerful tugs are working in an at- 
tempt to bring up the boat. The en- 
tombed men are attempting to com- 
municate with the divers. 


Killed by New Automobile 
Trinidad, Col., July 7.—Franklin D. 
Strong of Easthampton, Conn., was 
killed by plunging over a 12-foot en:- 
bankment in an automobile which he 
had just bought and was using for the 
first time. 

Easthampton, Conn., July 7.—Frank- 
lin D. Strong was formerly a member 
of the Connecticut legislature, and was 
for several years a selectman of the 
town. He was a contracting mason by 
trade, He was 70 years old. 


Too Hot For Russian 

Worcester, Mass., July 7.—Kostanta 
Glodas, who came to this city from 
Russia two weeks ago, was sunstruck 
in the yard of the American Steel and 
Wire company yesterday afternoun 
and died last night. While at the hos- 
pital the man’s temperature stood at 
110 and could not be reduced.

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A MYSTERY 


Mate of Yacht Romance 
Probably Drowned. 


Last Seen in South 
Terminal Station. 


But His Bundle Was Found 
Small Boat. 


Search with grappling irons is being 
made today by the policc to recover the 
body of Douglas Mitchell, second mate 
of the yacht Romance, Capt. Frank 
Burgess, who is supposed to have been 
drowned off the Wollaston Yacht club 
house Wednesday night. 

The facts of the case as related by 
Capt. Burgess are that Wednesday 
Mitchell went ashore from the yacht 
Romance which was moored off the 
club house. Mitchell first visited 
friends at Gloucester and then at Lynn 
and started from the latter place for 
the yacht in the evening. 

He was seen in the Sovth Terminal 
just before taking the 10.28 train. At 
that time he was perfectly sober. In 
fact he was not a drinking man. He 
had a small bundle with him in whié¢h 
was a light overcoat. 

He evidently reached Quincy all right 
and the supposition is that he started 
out from the Wollaston clubhouse in 
the neighborbood of 11 o’clock, in a 
small tender for the yacht. Fastened 
to the stern of the yacht was a large 
tender and to this Mitchell made fast. 

In trying to pass from one tender to 
avother it is supposed that he lost his 
balance and fell overboard. He was 
unable to swim and being too far out 
to get hold of the boat he was drowned. 

‘The first mate was asleep on the 
yacht at the time, but heard nothing. 
In the morning, however, he saw that 
the small tender was there and in ita 
bundle which proved to be Mitchell’s 
coat. 

Efforts were made on Thursday to re- 
cover the body with grappling irons 
and by firing acannon over the water 
but were unsuccessful. 

This morning Chief of Police Burrell 
and Inspector Bradley went to work 
with grappling irons, but up to noon 
had been unsuccessful. 

Capt. Burgess says that Mitchell was 
23 years of age, unmarried, and that 
his home was in Nova Scotia. 

He was a sober, industrious man but 
unfortunately could not swim.

DID JOHN HAY WRITE 
“BREADWINNERS? 


Authorship of Anonymous Novel 
Attributed to the Statesman. 


WHY HIS NAME WAS WITHHELD, 


Late Secretary of State, It Is Said, 
Could Not Have Admitted Author- 
ship When Alive, as the Work 
Was Directed Against Labor Un- 
ions—Epigrams Which Reflect Au- 
thor’s Views on Life, Politics, La- 
bor Unions and Society. 


Semlofficial announcement was made 
recently that the late Secretary of State 
John Hay was the author of “The 
Breadwinners,” the mysterious and 
much discussed novel which twenty- 
three years ago was the reigning lit- 
erary sensation, says the New York 
Herald, Its authorship has been a puz- 
zle to the world of letters ever since 
its publication, and every few months 
the question has been raised anew. 
Those who were in touch with the pub- 
lishers of the work, both as a serial 
and in book form, have never denied 
that Mr, Hay was the author. 
Remarks of Henry M. Alden, the vet- 
eran editor of Harper’s Magazine and 
one of the foremost authorities on 
American literature, leaves no question 
as to the authorship. Mr. Alden has 
for many years been connected with 
the firm of Harper & Brothers, the 
publishers of “The Breadwinners.” 

“T have not,” said Mr. Alden the oth- 
er day, “the absolute evidence at hand 
to show that Mr. Hay wrote ‘The 
Breadwinners,’ but I think that the 
Herald can make no mistake in say- 
ing that he did. For several years I 
have understood so, and I think there 
can be no question of it.” 

Colonel ‘George B. M. Harvey, the 
head of the corporation of Harper & 
Brothers, is in Europe. Frederick A. 
Duneke, the manager of the house, was 
out of the city, and it was impossible 
to communicate with him. 

Intimations were given a few months 
ago that an edition of the book which 
Mr. Hay would father and revise was 
to be published. There was a story to 
the effect that his literary executors 
might direct the publication under his 
name. 

From the nature of its theme it was 
hardly to be expected that Mr. Hay, 
while in political Hfe, would consent 
to be identified with “The Breadwin- 
ners,” which sharply criticises the 
methods of the labor unions. The work 
appeared in the latter part of 1883 in 
serial form in the Century Magazine, 
and the editor at that time, Mr. Rich- 
ard Watson Gilder, is on record as 
saying that the name of the author 
was withheld from him. “The Bread- 
~winners” was published early in Jan- 
uary, 1884, in book form, and the Har- 
pers paid the royalties to an attorney 
whose name and address have also 
been kept secret. 

Especial timeliness was given to the 
book because it appeared shortly after 
a series of strikes and labor troubles. 
The city in which the action is laid in 
Buffland and the characters portrayed 
in such a lifelike manner have been 
identified as living in Cleveland and 
Buffalo. In view of the fact that Mr. 
Hay knew Cleveland thoroughly and 
married a daughter of Amasa Stone, 
a wealthy resident of that place, it is 
likely that the Forest City was the 
original of Buffland. 

The chief merit of the book is in its 
epigrams, which afford, in the opinion 
of many persons, indisputable evidence 
that John Hay was the author. 

A reading of the much discussed 
novel shows scores of those ripples 
and flashes which give such an epi- 
grainmatical quality to the authorized 
writings of John Hay. Here are some 
of the things taken from “The Bread- 
winners” which have his hall mark: 
“I do not care how they look,” he 
would say. “They probably look as 
they talk, ‘without form and void.’” 
“She carries herself like a duchess,” 
I was going to say, “but the only duch- 
ess I ever knew was at Schwalbach, 
and she was carried in a wicker hand- 
cart.” 

“The leader of the opposing forces 
was a butcher, one Jacob Metzger, 
who had managed the politics of the 
ward for years. He sold meat on 
business principles, so as to get the 
most of a carcass, and he conducted 
his political operations in the same 
way.” 

“She felt as though she had found 
her mission, her true trade, which was 
to walk in gardens and smell hothouse 
roses.” 

Here is the way the writer of “The 
Breadwinners” refers’to Mr. Samuel 
Sleeny: 

“Sam was such a nullity that she en- 
joyed his company almost as well as 
being alone.” 

“Sam smoked his cigar with the air 
of polite fatigue with which one listens 
to abstract statements of moral obli- 
gations.” 

“Sleeny, although a breadwinner (a 
member of a Socialistic organization 
of the name), was not sufficiently im- 
pressed with the wrongs of labor to 
throw down his hammer and saw.” 

Here is a sample of the authors 
opinions of labor leaders: 

“There were fewer shops closed in 
the back streets; there were not so 
many parties of prowling apostles of 
plunder going about to warn laborers 
away from their work. Besides the 
agitators of the town, several had 
come in from the neighboring places, 
and they were preaching with fervor 
and perspiration from street corners 
and from barrel heads in the béér 
houses the dignity of manhood and 
the overthrow of tyrants.”

A COUNTERCLAIM. 


Uncle Sam Asked by Ex-Confederate 
to Practice Golden Rule. 

The postal authorities recently found 
a southern postmaster short in his ac- 
counts in the sum of $3,040, says a 
Washington dispatch to the New York 
Tribune. They brought suit against 
his sureties and after a bitter contest 
obtained judgment for the full amount. 
As a general proposition bondsmen ob- 
ject seriously to settling up for the 
loose financial transactions of officials 
for which they are responsible, and a 
former Confederate soldier, who may 
be called Johnson because that is not 
his name, is no exception to the rule. 

The department informed Mr. John- 
son that a judgment for $3,940 had 
been obtained against him and sug- 
gested an immediate settlement. In 
reply he set up a counterclaim for 
$15,390, asking that the judgment be 
deducted and the balance sent on to 
him. He explained that he is now 
seventy-six years old and that he had 
been waiting ever since the close of 
the civil war for the government to 
Square up the account. The duty of 
Uncle Sam, according to Mr. Johnson, 
is that he should do as he would be 
done by, but he expresses the fear, in 
somewhat vigorous language, that the 
practice of the Golden Rule is a lost 
art among government officials.

Professor Wettenboffer, who was 
sent by the German government to 
Silesia to study the genesis of cerebro 
spinal meningitis and the best method 
of treating it, has issued his official re- 
port, says the Berlin correspondent of 
the London Telegraph.

The death of Mr. Joseph C. Morse At Which New Stock May 


Be Purchased. 


Hearing Given Electric 
Light Company. 


The Improvement Proposed and 
the Cost of Same. 


The Quincy Electric Light and Power 
Company was unopposed at its hearing 
before the State Board of Gas and 
Electric Light Commissioners at the 
State House in Boston yesterday on its 
petition for authority to increase its 
capital stock from $100,000 to $150,000. 
The company was represented by its 
president William G. A. Pattee, and its 
treasurer Henry M. Faxon. 

They explained to the commissioners 
that the company was about to increase 
its plant as the present facilities were 
about required for the daily output, and 
leftno reserve capacity for contingencies 
or for future growth. 

The work of increase had progressed 
so far that it was safe to say that it 
would cost $50,000 to complete it. 
Accordingly the directors, and the 
stockholders in formal meeting had 
voted to ask the commissioners to 
authorize the company to raise the total 
of the capital stock to $150,000. 

Contracts had already been let for a 
new engine of 1,000 horse power which 
would cost about $16,650; a generator 
to cost $12,000, and a new battery of 
boilers to cost something over $7,000. 

The engineer employed by the com- 
pany had estimated that a new con- 
denser and air pump would cost about 
$2,275; that the foundations for the 
new machinery would mean an outlay 
of $3,500, that the engineer’s services 
would be about $1,900, and that the 
incidental expenses would cost practi- 
cally $1,500. 

All the machinery already contracted 
for is to be delivered by September 15. 

Besides allowing the new issue of 
stock the commissioners must fix upon 
the price at which the present stock- 
holders may purchase it. This is the 
new provision of the anti-stock water- 
ing laws of the state. Before a pros- 
perous company could increase its stock 
and the old stockholders had the privi- 
lege of buying at par when it might be 
selling in the open market at a much 
higher figure. In many cases where 
the stockholders did not care to purchase 
more stock their *‘ right’’ bad a mar- 
ket value and were sold like the stock 
itself. 

Now the commissioners fix the price 
and if the present stockholders do not 
care to purchase provide that it shall 
be sold to the highest bidder. With 
this object in view they asked as to 
what price the stock had been recently 
selling. 

Both Mr. Pattee and Mr. Faxon said 
they knew of no actual sales within 
three years. Of course inthe settle- 
ments of estates there had been trans- 
fers of the stock but no actual sale in 
the open market. Some three years ago 
the company had some five shares re- 
maining of stock that had been issued 
before the anti-stock watering law went 
into effect and by instruction of the 
gas and electric light commissioners it 
was sold in open market. These shares 
were bid up to $105.50 each. 

As stated above no one appeared in 
the opposition and the commissioners 
closed the hearing. Their decision on 
the matter will be announced later. 


Near the Top. 

The Boston & Northern and Old Col- 
ony Street Railway companies have cre- 
ated the position of assistant general 
manager, and Henry E. Reynolds 
formerly of Quincy bas been promoted 
to that position. Mr. Reynolds is 37 
years of age, and has been connected 
with the Brockton Street Railway Com- 
pany, and latter the Old Colony and 
Boston & Northern Street Railway 
companies for 21 years. Philip M. 
Reynolds has been appointed purchasing 
agent of both companies, succeeding 
Henry E. Reynolds. 


Large Sum for Seals. 

Seals tails were plentiful at City Hall 
yesterday. George W. Arnold was the 
first caller; he left one tail and received 
$3 from City treasurer. In the after- 
noon Joe Socbasin and Frank J. Francis 
appeared at the City Clerks office and 
left 75 tails, which they certified they 
took from seals killed in Quincy waters. 
They then walked into the City Treas- 
urer’s office and a few minutes later 
walked out with $225 stored away in 
their inside pockets.

PRAISES HIS SUCCESSOR 


Examples of Men Willing to 
Serve Their Country at Great 
Pecuniary Sacrifice--Typical of 

j Class of Men In Public Life 


Asbury Park, N. J., July 8.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt paid an appropriate and 
eloguent tribute to the late Secretary 
of State Hay in his address before the 
National Educational association ant 
Ocean Grove. He followed this tribute 
with an estimate of the personal! sacri- 
fice Eiihu Root had made in becoming 
Secretary Hay’s successor in office. 
The president said: 

“Within a week this country has ‘ost 
@ great statesman, who was also a 
great man of letters, a man who ocen- 
pied a peculiar and unique position in 
our country, a man of whose existence 
we could each of us be proud, for the 
United States as a whole was better be- 
cause John May lived. John Hay er- 
tered the public service as a youns 
man just become of age, as the private 
secretary of President Lincoln. He 
served in the war aud was a member 
of the Loyal Legion. He was trusted 
by and was Tutimate with Lincolu us 
hardly any other man was. 

“He then went on rendering service 
after service to the country unti!, as 
the climax of his career, the service ss 
secretary of state under two successive 
administrations, and by which he did 
and by what he was, contributed in no 
small degree to achieving for this re- 
public the respect of the nations of 
mankind. Such service as that couid 
not have been rendered save by a man 
who had before him ideals as far apurt 
as the poles from those ideals whiecn 
have in them any taint of what is base 
or sordid. 

“Now, I wished to secure as John 
Hay's successor the man whom IJ re- 
garded as of all the men in the coun- 
try that one best fitted to be such suc- 
cessor. In asking him to accept the 
position of secretary of state, I was 
asking him to submit to a very great 
pecuniary sacrifice, and I neyer even 
thought of that aspect of the question, 
for I knew he wou!d not, either. I 

new that whatever other considera- 
tions he had to weigh for and against 
taking the position, the consideration 
of how it would affect his personal for- 
tune would not be taken into account 
by Elihu Root, and he has accepted. 

“Iam not thinking of Hay and Root 
as solitary exceptions. On the ccn- 
trary, Iam speaking of them as typical 
of a large class of men in public life. 

“Even when we hear so much critt- 
cism of certain aspects of our public 
life and of certain of our public ser- 
vants, criticism which, I regret to 
state, ie in many cases deserved, it is 
wel] for us to remember that here in 
America we now have and always have 
had at the command of the nation in 
any crisiz, in any emergency, the very 
best ability to be found within the na- 
tion, and that ability has been given 
with the utmost freedom, given lavish- 
ly and generously, although at great 
pecuniary loss to the man giving it. 

“There is not in my cabinet a man to 
whom it is not a financial disadvantage 
to stay in the cabinet. There is not 
in my cabinet one man who does uot 
have to give up something substantial, 
often very much that is substantia’, 
sometimes what is a very real hard- 
ship for him to give up, in order that 
he may continue in the service of the 
nation and have the only reward for 
which he looks or for which he cares 
—the consciousness of having done ser- 
vice that was worth rendering. 

“I hope more and more throughout 
this nation to see the spirit grow 
which makes such service possible. 1 
hope more and more to see the sent!- 
ment of the country as a whole be- 
come such that each man shall fee! 
borne in on him, whether he is in pub- 
lic life or in private life, and mind you, 
some of the greatest public services 
can be rendered by those who are not ir 
public life, that the chance to do good 
work is the greatest chance that can 
come to any man or any woman in our 
generation or In any other generation, 
and to feel that if such work can be 
well done it is in itself the amplest re- 
ward and the amplest prize.”

Patriotic soticties admitted free, although con- 
tributions’are welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping house open and in repair.

Birthplace of Sohn Quincy Adams, the sixth 
President of the United States, junction of 
Franklin sureet, Presidents road and Indepen- 
Gence evanuc. Built 1716, restored 1896 by 
the Quincy Historical Society. Open to public 
afternoons from 2 to 5. Admission charged. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
eock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the Gigy of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patciog John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantam heights, erected in 189 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Rlymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30,1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tam. 


ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, aected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her son, 
Sohn Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of did sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponstt river.

John Hancock, father of the Patriot, who died

PRESIDENTS ADAMS MANSION. 

Adams street, corner Newport ayenue, 
Quincy. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occupied by 
descendants. Not open to public. 

PRESIDENTS LANE. 

Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street, 
near Mansion. Opened by John, Adams to 
drive his cows to pasture. 

SQUAW ROCK.

CAUGHT AT BOSTON 


President of Bank Charged 
With Illegal Loans 

Boston, July 8.—Charged with mis- 
epplying over $50,000 of the funds of 
the Big Bend National bank of Daven- 
port, Wash., now in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, Charles C. May, president of the 

| bank, was arrested in his office in the 
Old South building by Deputy Marshal 
Ruhl. 

‘The warrant for his arrest was is- 
sued under an indictment of the federal 
grand jury of Washington, dated June 
9, containing eight counts, chiefly for 
loans made in excess of the amounts a!- 
lowed by the national banking laws. 

The indictment also alleges that 
President May loaned his partner, Mrs. 
Kearns, $10,896.44 to promote the 
several gold mining corporations. 
Two counts are for false entries, aud 
the last is for taking out g note for 
$5000 and substituting his personal 
note for $3000. 

President May is a tall, big-framed 
westerner, carefully dressed, clean-cut, 
and a typical banker in appearance. 
He is 60 years old and unmarried. 


Governor Reviews His Troops 

Westfield, Mass., July 8—Governor 
Douglas witnessed a spectacle that has 
not been witnessed by a governor of 
Massachusetts since 1870—practica@y 
the entire military strength of the com- 
monwealth on parade at a state camp 
ground. From a spectacular point of 
view the review was a great success. 
Seated in an automobile, the governor 
reviewed the troops, while General 
Miles, who is in command at Camp 
Bartlett, and his staff reviewed the sol- 
diers on horseback. Following the re- 
view the troops were required to work 
out practical military problems. 


Drowned Himeelf Standing Up 

Lynn, Mass., July 8 —George E. 
Lane, formerly a well known and suc- 
cessful book merchant of Exeter, N. 
H., was found drowned in Birch pond, 
part of the Lynn water supply. An in- 
vestigation disclosed that Lane had 
drowned himself standing up. The 
water at that point was so shallow 
that he was abliged to bend his head 
forward in order to carry out his plan 
of self-destruction. Lane was 68 years 
old. His wife says that her husband 
had been despondent over recent busl- 
ness reverses. 


Costly Fire in Lumber Yard 

Boston, July 8.—Fire which started 
last night in the lumber yard district 
of the South End heavily damaged the 
yards and wharfage property of sey- 
eral firms. A high southwest wind 
carried brands to nearby wooden build- 
ings and lumber piles. The loss will 
reach $210,000. How the flames orig- 
inated in Lamb & Co.’s yards is not 
known.

Washington, July 8—Baron Rosen, 
who will succeed Count Cassini as am- 
bassador of Russia to the United States 
and who comes to this country in the 
dual role of diplomatic representative 
and one of the Russian plenipoten- 
tiaries to the peace conference, has 
reached Washington. He will remain 
here for not more than two or three

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PLAN TO SAVE GREAT ELMS. 


Connecticut Will Have a Tree Ward~- 
en In Every Town In the State. 

The death of hundreds of fine elm 
trees in the cities of Connecticut dur- 
ing the last five or ten years through 
neglect or unskillful care led to the 
creation of a new office by this year’s 
legislature, says a Hartford dispatch 
to the New York Press, It is that of 
tree warden. Each town in the state 
will have one, and he will be elected 
this fall for the first time. A previous 
act made it optional with the select- 
men of the towns to appoint such an 
official, but the new law makes his 
election compulsory, The tree warden 
may appoint as many deputies as he 
sees fit and may remove them at his 
pleasure. 

The famous New Haven green was 
the example of lack of care of the 
elms that induced the legislature to 
pass the bill. That once magnificent 
breathing spot which gave New Haven 
its famous sobriquet of the City of 
Elms is now only half shaded. Tree 
after tree has fallen down, cracked 
branches have been allowed to hang 
until the trunk was rotted into, bugs 
and tree troubles of all kinds have in- 
fected them undisturbed until the 
place is almost as unsightly as it once 
was beautiful. Dilatory in work that 
should have been done years ago, the 
people of New Haven are just now 
awakening to a realization of the ter- 
rible loss that the city has suffered. 

The same thing is true of a dozen 
cities and towns throughout Connecti- 
cut. With rare foresight the fore- 
fathers laid out greens and parks in 
every village and planted them with 
elms and maples, intending that they 
should be beauty spots for all time. 
And the aged elms stood so long and 
strongly that later generations came 
to believe that they were imperishable. 

The new lawsays that the tree ward- 
en shall have the care and control of 
all public shade trees in the town, ex- 
cept those in publie parks or open 
places under the jurisdiction of park 
commissioners, and of these he shall 
take control if requested by the park 
commissioners, He shall expend all 
funds appropriated for the setting out 
and maintenance of trees, and may 
prescribe such regulations for the care 
and preservation of such trees, en- 
forced by fines not exceeding $20 in 
any one case, as he sees fit, and such 
rules and regulations, when approved 
by the selectmen, shall have the force 
and effect of town laws. He shall 
enforce all laws for the preservation 
of trees, provided that such laws do 
not interfere with city or borough ordi- 
nances. 


A USE FOR OVERFLOW LAND 


Opportunity For Valuable Hardwood 
Forests Along the Mississippt. 

One of the investigations with which 
the bureau of forestry has been en- 
gaged recently is a study of the tree 
growth along the Mississippi river 
from Cairo, Ll, to New Orleans, says 
a Washington dispateh to the Kansas 
City Star. Bordering the river is a 
strip of land about fifteen miles wide 
on either side, which is subject to re- 
peated overflows; consequently a large 
proportion of the area is. unavailable 
for agriculture. 

Following the channel at a distance 
from one-eighth of a mile to two miles 
from low water line levees have been 
erected to control the stream. Between 
the levees and the river there can be 
no question of cultivation because of 
the certainty of overflow. The oppor- 
tunity which the bureau finds is this: 

On the narrow strip inside the levees 
cottonwood can be grown with almost 
no care and: harvested when the trees 
are from thirty-five to forty years old. 
Behind the levees much of the land 
will undoubtedly be reclaimed for ag- 
riculture, but until that shall be done 
the opportunity to maintain a forest 
of valuable trees is too good to be lost. 
In this forest white ash is the most 
important species both because it 
grows more rapidly than oak and some 
other woods and because it is in con- 
stant demand and can be used in small 
sizes. 


Were Boys Together. 

It is not generally known that Dr. 
Gladden and John D. Rockefeller were 
country boys together in Tioga county, 
N. Y., attended adjoining district 
schools and frequently met in the rival 
spelling “bees” of the time, says the 
Columbus (O.) Dispatch. Another boy 
there was Benjamin F.-Tracy. Out of 
that little valley came at the same 
time three boys destined to make dis- 
tinct impressions in the world — Dr. 
Gladden in sociology, Rockefeller in 
business and Tracy in law and politics. 


Marriages In Iowa. 

One hundred and fifty-three couples 
in Des Moines, Ia., have fallen victims 
to the darts of Dan Cupid during the 
month of June just passed, says the 
Des Moines Register and Leader. 
These figures, taken from the license 
records at the office of the district 
clerk, show that the month passed has 
been more prolific of marriages not 
only of any month in the year, but of 
many years past.

NAVIGATING THE AIR. 


Roy Knabenshue’s Experience In 
Sailing Airships. 


Young Aeronaut at Toledo, 0., Who 
Recently Made a Most Remarkabie 
Flight, Says Submarine Boats and | 
Airships Have Same Conditions to | 
Contend With—Anxious to Meet 
Santor-Duamont In a Race, 


HOW HE WORKED OUT THE PROBLEM 


A. Roy Knabenshue, the young aero- 
naut at Toledo, O., who receutiy sailed 
through the air a distance of three 
miles, landed on the roof of a ten story 
office building at Toledo and then re- 
turned directly to the exact spot from 
which he started, states his views on 
the future of aerial navigation as fol- 
lows, says the New York World: 

“To begin with, this subject has oc- 
cupied the winds of scientists for the 
past 200 years, and every conceivable 
method of navigating the air has been 
invented and tried repeatedly, with 
practically no results. Santos-Dumont 
pointed out the way by taking the 
engine from his automobile and at- 
taching it to his balloon. He is the 
first man to successfully navigate the 
air and should receive all the credit 
due him. He has had many followers, 
but they seem to have made failures 
of their attempts. 

“My visit to the world’s fair was for 
the purpose of studying this subject 
and to meet Santos-Dumont as well as 
any other competitors for the $100,000 
prize offered for the successful airship. 
It was while there that I met Captain 
Thomas S. Baldwin, which meeting re- 
sulted in my riding the air in the Cali- 
fornia Arrow. 

“IT made five trips at the fair and 
five at Los Angeles, Cal., last winter. 
Each trip taught me more of nature’s 
laws and what should be done to over- 
come the many obstacles connected 
with the successful navigation of the 
air, and now I have concluded the 
problem resolves itself thus: 

“First.—The air itself has weight,and 
to ascend into it one must have a body 
much lighter than the air. 

“Taking the theory that air has 
weight, then a complete vacuum would 
be buoyant, But as it is almost im- 
possible to secure a complete vacuum 
Wwe must then use other means. Air 
at the sea level weighs approximately 
seventy-two pounds per 1,000 cubic 
feet. Hydrogen, the lightest known 
gas, weighs approximately seven 
pounds per 1,000 cubic feet, leaving us 
a buoyancy of the difference, sixty-five 
pounds per 1,000 cubic feet. An en- 
velope constructed of silk and thickly 
coated with a preparation of linseed 
oil will successfully hold this gas, and 
with a netting to hold this euvelope we 
have the means of getting into the air. 

“Second.—After securing the means 
of ascending into the air, we must then 
find a means of propelling and direct- 
ing the course of the air vessel. 

“The screw propeller at once appeals 
to us, and we then attach a perpendic- 
ular rudder for steering. So there is 
no secret connected with navigating an 
airship. One must first thoroughly un- | 
derstand the conditions under which | 
he is working, and to my mind the rest 
is easy. 

“A submarine boat and an airship 
have the same conditions to contend 
with. A submarine traveling : 


a swift current is capable of making 
as many knots per hour as is the differ- 
ence between the speed of the boat 
and the velocity of the water. 

“The same is true with an airship. 
For instance, if we have a wind blow- 
ing at the rate of fifteen miles per 
hour and the speed of the airship is 
twenty miles per hour in a calm, we 
would have when traveling against the 
wind the difference of five miles per 
hour. I speak of this merely to show 
the disadvantages of going against the 
wind, while with it the airship would 
make a speed of nearly thirty-five 
miles per hour. 

“As we have the buoyancy, the pro- 
pelling powers and the ability to steer, 
we then have aerial navigation, but 
we are limited as to speed and the 
amount of weight we can carry. We 
can increase our carrying power by 
adding more gas, but in doing this we 
add resistance to the air on account of 
bulk, and to overcome this difficulty 
we must add power. 

“The problem then becomes a ques- 
tion of three things—weight, power 
and resistance, 

“In my present airship I have built 
everything as light as possible con- 
sistent with strength and can handle 
it with perfect ease, going and coming 
at will. 

“As to what will come from the air- 
ship in the future, it is hard to say. I 
have turned my entire attention to the 
Bubject and will continue to experi- 
ment as long as I can procure the 
means. I have associated myself with 
Mr. Charles J. Strobel of Toledo, who 
will manage the business end, and we 
will tour the country, giving exhibi- 
tions. I expect that the many ascents 
will teach us more and more about 
this all absorbing question. 

“It is my one ambition to meet San- 
tos-Dumont and try a race with him 
on our airships. This would no doubt 
bring out many points of interest and 
Would possibly be the means of dis- 
fovering new methods of propulsion.”

She will be equipped with two boilers

When finished and furnished, the 
new boat, which has not yet been 
named, although it has been suggested 
that she be called the South Shore, will 
be the finest, stanchest and largest ex- 
cursion boat engaged in the harbor 
service. Her carrying capacity will 
probably be 2300 passengers. 

The additiun of the new boat to the 
fleet will give the company four big 
boats with a passenger capavity of 875v, 
in additiou to the two smaller boats.

ESCAPE OF REBELS 


‘Pursuit of the Potemkine Not 


Successful 


COALED FROM BRITISHER | 


Has Crew ot 750 Men Under) 


Good Discipline and All oink 
Guns Are Loaded--Tension a 


Increasing In the Caucasus | 
St. Petersburg, July 9.—According 19 | 
latest reports, the Kniaz Botan 
kine has escaped her pursuers and is 
still at large in the Black sea, with the 
torpedo boat destroyer Smetilvy and 
the Black sea fleet hot on her trail. 
There is little doubt that she is head- 
ing for Poti or Batoum, but 
patches from either place had been re-

The Kniaz Potemkine escaped from 
Theodosia before the Black sea feet 
arrived there from Sebastopol, and the 
fleet did not put into Theodosia, thus 
relieving Admiral Chouknin of having 
to test the perhaps doubtful! loyalty of 
his new crews. 


Advices received by the admiralty 
are meagre and most conflicting. It 
is considered possible that “Ensign 


and Quartermaster” Alexieff, who com:- 
mands the Kuiaz Potemkine, was ad- 


vised of the fleet’s coming and iett 
Theodosia for that reason. At any 
rate it is clear that the Potemkine 


coaled from a British ship, which she 
subsequently released, and then sailed 
away. The reports as to the direction 
taken by the Kniaz Potemkine do not 
agree. 

A correspondent who visited the 
Kniaz Potemkine in company with tbe 
mayor found the battleship commanded 
by an elected committee of seven, 
headed by “Ensign and Quartermaster” 
Alexieff, a quasi-commissioned rank in 
the Russian navy. Everything was in 
order and good discipline prevailed. 
All the guns were loaded, and it was 
said that the mutineers had a full com- 
plement of ammunition. The crew con- 
sisted of 750 men, and there were 15 
more in torpedo boat No. 256. No offi- 
cers were seen, but it was rumored 
that there were several ensigns ainong 
the crew held prisoners and costumed 
as sailors. 

Press advices indicate that the ten- 
sion is increasing in the Caucasus, 
where the turbulent elements are ex- 
cited over reports regarding the cou- 
dition of the fleet, increasing the fear 
that the arrival of the Kniaz Potem- 
kine at a Caucasian port will have the 
effect of pouring oil on the smouldering 
flame. A bomb was thrown at Tiflis 
yesterday. 


Black Sea Fieet’s Whereabouts 

Novorossiysk, July 8—The Black sea 
fleet arrived here last night and will 
sail southward. The authorities have 
placarded the town, recommending the 
people not to go upon the streets shonld 
the Kniaz Potemkine appear.

St. Petersburg, July 8—The Officia! 
Messenger prints a detailed account of 
the disturbances at Lodz, and edi- 
torially declares that they were f- 
mented by revolutionary, socialist and 
Jewish agitators. The account says 
that on June 28 160of the rioters were 
killed and 152 wounded. One officer 
and three soldiers were wounded aud 
two police agents were killed and many 
wounded, while $50,000 worth of prop- 
erty was destroyed. According to tLe 
account, 20,000 Jews left the town with- 
in two days. 


Sedition In Russian Army 

London, July 8—The Tokio corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph de- 
clares that General Linevitch has sen- 
tenced several Russian officers to death 
for circulating seditious circulars, and 
asserts that all Poles and Jews in 
Linevitch’s army are mutinous and are 
constantly surrendering, so as to en- 
joy a pleasant captivity as prisoners 
of the Japanese. 


Must Keep Away From Bosphorus 

Constantinople, Jugy 8.—The council 
of ministers has resolved to begin 
preparation for the dispatch of ali 
available warships to the entrance of 
the Bosphorus and for the mounting 
of heavy guns at the forts in Kavak. 
These guns were purchased for this 
purpose some years ago, but were not 
mounted, owing to objections made py 
the Russian government. The chief of 
ataff of the navy has gone to Heracicea 
with orders to prevent at all costs the 
Kniaz Potemkine approaching the en- 
trance to the Bosphorus. He is in- 
structed to supply the battleship with 
coal, and even with money, is needed.

Feeding the Baby. 

This is a question of vital importance 
and much concern to every mother. 
The time comes when something be- 
sides a purely milk diet is desirable, 
but what, that the little stomach can 
digest, will furnish proper nourish- 
ment? It is often necessary to change 
from an entire milk diet when, dur- 
ing the teething period, baby refuses 
food or does not seem to relish what is 
taken as formerly. 

The old fashioned oat flake, properly 
cooked, is one of the first things to be 
given with safety, and the little ones 
enjoy this. In lieu of a double boiler, 
if yours is too large, get a small han- 
died basin that will fit in the top of 
your teakettle, using the cover of the 
latter for the dish. To a cup of boil- 
ing water add a pinch of salt and one 
tablespoonful of oat flake. Cook over 
your boiling kettle one hour or more 
(a thorough cooking is very essential). 
You will have a jelly with very little 
solid matter. Add milk, and it is ready 
for baby. A little sugar may be used, 
but do not make the common mistake 
of thinking everything for baby must 
be sweetened and later wonder why 
when he is hungry plain bread and 
butter without a sugar dressing is not 
neceptable. Gradually increase the 
amount of oats used until you have 
accustomed the little stomach to taking 
it as ordinarily prepared for breakfast. 

Bread and milk is readily assimilated 
and easy to prepare. Use the entire 
wheat bread if you can get it. Place a 
slice in a saucer and pour over it the 
warmed milk. Crushing between the 
tines of a fork does away with chunks 
and will not make the bread sticky, as 
crumbling between the fingers is apt 
to do. 


Saving Irons. 

Many housekeepers are annoyed by 
their fiatirons becoming rusty from 
dampness in the cupboard. This may 
be easiiy prevented. Before putting 
the irons away after the ironing is fin- 
ished rub them with a little warm 
grease on a piece of soft paper and 
wrap them in thick brown paper.

For the Nerves. 

Mere stroking, used in varying de- 
grees of swiftness and pressure, is very 
soothing to an excited nervous system. 
The gentler and slower the stroke the 
more marked is its sedative action. In 
some way not quite clear it promotes 
mental peace and nerve rest. Soft fin- 
gers, ungloved, are the best imple- 
ments, and no adjunct of any kind is 
needed. The stroking may be confined 
to the forehead, the head or may en- 
gage the entire body. A sympathetic 
mind will communicate itself to the 
touch. Try this for nervous headache 
and hysteria, 


Bonbon Baskets. 

Baskets of drawn sugar make an ex- 
ceedingly dainty ornament, with flaring 
edges and a long handle. They are 
woven from strands of variegated col- 
or or they are entirely of satiny white 
strands, with perhaps a ribbon of pink 
or blue sugar fastened at the top. 
These baskets are employed to hold 
bonbons or petit fours, no other recep- 
tacles appearing on the table. A host- 
ess tells the caterer the color scheme 
for her dining room, and he furnishes 
the sugar decorations in accordance. 


Scratched Furniture. 

It is asserted that light scratches or 
marks on polished tables or chairs can 
be effaced by rubbing the meat of the 
common black walnut over them. After 
the oil of the nut has been rubbed in it 
is hardly possible to find the scratch. 
If the furniture is black walnut this 
would seem on the homeopathic princi- 
ple of “similia similibus curantur.” 


HeHotrope Sachet. 

Heliotrope sachet is one of the best 
that is made, and it imparts a delicious 
fragrance to clothing. Make it thus: 
Mix well together and pass through a 
coarse sieve half a pound of orris root. 
a@ quarter of a pound of ground rose 
leaves, two ounces of powdered ton- 
quin beans, half a grain of musk and 
two drops of essence of almonds. 


Carpet Sweeping. 

In sweeping a carpet make long, even 
strokes with the broom, not little jerky 
dabs, which are hard on the carpet and 
the wielder of the broom as well. Don’t 
sweep from one side to another, but 
from the edges toward the middle. And 
don’t forget to raise the windows so 
that the dust will blow out if it can be 
managed. 


To Save Stockings. 

To save the wear of stockings, take a 
new piece of wash leather and gum it 
inside the heels of shoes. This will, by 
preventing friction, save the heels of 
stockings immensely. Mothers of boys 
and girls should take advantage of this 
hint, for it will spare them many 
stitches. 


Toilet combs should seldom be wash- 
ed, for it inakes them brittle, but they 
are frequently cleaned with borax pow- 
der. This should be rubbed on dry, 
and the comb should be well polished 
with tissue paper.

BRAVE BATTLES WAGED AGAINST 
THE AGONY OF DISEASE. 


Literature, as Well as Art and Sel- 
ewee and History, Is Indebted to 
Pain and Worry and Suffering For 

' Some of Its Choicest Gems. 


There are heroes of the pen as well 
as of the sword, and the victories of the 
study are quite as affecting and mem- 
orable as those of the battlefield. 

If a complete list of the fine exam- 
ples of heroism of authors were com- 
piled it would reach well out {nto the 
thousands and include a large number 
of illustrious names. In fact, it is said 
that few authors have done really great 
work except under adverse circum- 
stances. Literature, as well as science, 
art and history, is indebted to pain and 
worry and suffering for some of its 
choicest gems. 

There are few finer examples of the 
heroism of the study than that present- 

ied by Professor Finsen, the discoverer 

of the light cure for lupus. For the 
last twenty years of his too short life 
he suffered from painful diseases of 
the heart and liver, to which dropsy 
was superadded, and it was only by 
daily self denial and the strictest diet- 
ing that he was able to live at all. 

Yet for all these years, lived in the 
very shadow of death and in constant 
suffering, he stuck bravely to his great 
life work, even studying his own dls- 
eases with the keenest attention and 
writing articles on them for medical 
journals. The last two or three years 
of his life were spent lying on his back, 
unable eren to be carried to his be- 
loved institute a few yards away, and 
yet the lion hearted scientist never re- 
laxed for a single day his gallant fight 
for his fellow men against disease. 

The heroism of the Danish profese- 

or suggests a similar brave battle 
swaged by an English professor, J. R. 
Green, the historian, against disease 
and pain. It was in. 1869, when the 
diseaso which had assailed him for 
many years finally prostrated him and 
when the doctors gave him no hope of 
Hving more than six months, that 
Green set to work to write hts famous 
“Short History of the English Peo- 
ple.” Day after day he toiled at his 
‘task, holding desperately on to life 
and in 8 state of ceaseless pain and ex- 
haustion, and so brave was the man’s 
‘spirit that he actually prolonged his 
fe for five years. Even he was bound 
to confese, “I wonder how fn those 
years of physical pain and despond- 
ency I could ever have written tlle 
book ai all.” 
« Genera] Grant’s memoirs, which 
‘brought his widow the enormous sum 
of $500,000, were written under even 
more trying conditions than Green's 
history. In 1884, the year before his 
Meath, the ex-president found himself 
‘bankrupt through the failure of the 
Marine bank and face to face with the 
prospect of dying penniless and leay- 
Ang his wife destitute. It was at this 
terrible crisis that he began to write 
the story of his stirring career. But 
the cup of his misfortune was not yet 
full. A cancer formed at the root of 
his tongue, and the gallant soldier was 
compelled to write day after day, suf- 
fering constant and severe agony. 

Mrs. Browning, too, wrote most of 
her beautiful poems confined to a 
darkened chamber, to which only her 
own family and a few devoted friends 
could be admitted, in great weakness 
and almost unintermittent suffering, 
with her favorite spaniel as her ¢om- 
panion. 

The German poet Heine was another 
martyr and hero of the study. The 
last seven years of his life were spent 
on his “mattress grave,” racked with 
such excruciating pain that he had to 
take doses of opium large enough to 
have killed several men in order to 
give him a few blessed hours of free- 
dom from ft. Through all these years 
of torture he not only bore himself 
with a noble resignation and cheerful- 
ness, but produced many of his finest 
and most finished works, including his 
“Last Poems and Thoughts” and his 
“Confessions.” 

Sir Walter Scott's heroic struggle 
with misfortune and failing health dur- 
ing the closing years of his life is per- 
baps too well known to call for more 
than mention. After the commercial 
crash came which left him crushed 
with debt and with shattered health he 
set to work “with wearied eyes and 
worn brain” and tolled for years, often 
as much as fourteen hours a day, until 
the end came and with it the lifting of 
all burdens, including that of his debts, 
every penny of which his monumental 
toil had paid. 

In the Ist are also Frank Smedley, 
who wrote his book on “a bed of an- 
guish;” Edna Lyall, who kept death at 
bay by her brave spirit and busy pen, 
and Clark Russell, who set a magnif- 
icent example of patience by his in- 
dustry when racked with rheumatism. 
It is also said that much of Sir Arthur 
Sullivan's sweetest music was distilled 
from pain.—New York Herald.

PUBLIC DIETETIC BUREAU. 


Physician's Proposition to Publish 
Wise Formulae of Diet. 

A publie dietetic bureau which shall 
publish in the daily papers wise for- 
mulae of diet and physical manage- 
ment of the human body was suggest- 
ed at the American Institute of Ho- 
meopathy in Chicago recently by Dr. 
M. O. Terry, former surgeon general 
of New York, says the Chicago Trib- 
tne. He held that such an educative 
measure would result in the palliation 
or permanent eradication of appendi- 
citis and other diseases which afflict 
the public. 

He proposed not that the physicians 
should receive a salary, but that they 
should unite in a magnanimous enter- 
prise to donate to the genera! welfare 
the latest infurmation upon the sub- 
ject of dietetics and preventive treat- 
ment which, while it might lessen the 
necessity for the profession of medi- 
cine, would rid the world of much pain 
and suffering. 

“Just in proportion as the people-are 
educated to give time and attention 
to themselves so that the machinery 
of the body will perform its duties 
without the assistance of the various 
medicines so generally in use, just so 
sure will appendical difficulties de- 
crease in number until] they will be 
brought to the attention of the physi- 
cians and the surgeon as only an oc- 
casional malady. The medical profes- 
sion is too humane and too advanced 
in higher education to encourage ig- 
norance, but must take the position of 
instructors, which, we admit, might 
be unwise from a mercenary stand- 
point, yet a pbysician’s duty to him- 
self and to the public and the respon- 
sibilities of his calling would seem to 
demand a personal sacrifice for the 
philanthropic end in view. 

“Finally, how best can this educa- 
tion be carried on? By unity of effort 
on the part of the profeseion—a bureau 
elected for that purpose composed of 
men especially gifted in dietetics who 
should formulate a system of diet and 
management of our bodily structures, 
This could be given to the press as 
coming from this organization and as 
representing the most recent thought 
on the subject.” 

Dr. Terry also paid attention to the 
“appendicitis craze,” declaring that in 
many cases where operations were per- 
formed a short vacation or a series of 
morning walke would bave prevented 
the serious turn taken by tbe disease. 
He said that appendectomy was 
wrongly becoming & synonym for sur- 
gery, and quoted Dr. Osler’s statement, 
“Pain in the stomach nowadays fs al- 
Ways appendicitis and is recognized 
by the physician's wife over the tele- 
phone.”

Applications From All Over 
World at Carnegie Institution. 

No fewer than 7,200 applications for 
enrollment as scholars have already 
been received by the trustees of the 
new Carnegie Technical school at 
Pittsburg, which will not be opened 
for three months, says a special dis- 
patch from Pittsburg to the New York 
Times. 

Every country in the civilized world 
is represented. There are applications 
from all parts of Europe, all the South 
American countries and from Asia. 

France and Germany, however, head 
the Het, more than half of the appli- 
cants being from those countries. Ja- 
pan and Ruesia are also well repre- 
sented. The Filipinos appear to be 
particularly anxious to enter the school, 
a large number of the letters being 
from inhaditants of the islands. In 
addition to the letters from individu- 
als, application has been made by WiL 
Iam Sutherland, representing the com- 
mission which proposes to bring Fili- 
pino children to the United States for 
education, for admission of twenty 
pupils. 

The trustees of the institution have 
decided to care first for applicants 
from Pittsburg and western Penusyl- 
vania, then from other states in the 
United States, next from the Philip- 
pines, Cuba and Porto Rico, and after- 
ward from the foreign countries. 

Most of the letters received are from 
persons between the ages of twenty- 
one and twenty-six years, who desire 
to go to Pittsburg and complete their 
education.

Eight Men Working on Rail- 


road Blown to Pieces 


A PREMATURE EXPLOSION 


Particles of Flesh and Bone Are 
Found Far From the Scene of 
Disaster, Some Being Fastened 
to Teaecgraph Wires 


@arrisburg, July 10.—Eight men 
were blown to pieces and two others in- 
jured by the premature explosion of a 
blast of powder on the Pennsylvania 
railroad improvements near New Cum- 
berland. All the victims of the disus- 
ter were employes of H. S. Kerbaugh 
& Co., contractors, who are building 
double tracks for the Pennsylvania 
railroad. he bodies of the men were 
terribly mangled and particles of flesh 
and bone were scattered for a distance 
of 200 yards from the scene of the ex- 
plosion, 

Not a trace of two of the men kiilel 
can be found and it is supposed their 
bodies were blown into the river, whick 
is being dragged. 

An inquest was held and the jury 
rendered a verdict of premature explo- 
sion from an unknown cause and no 
blame attached to the contractors. 

All the killed and injured were ia- 
borers, aside from James Wiseman, 
whose body was terribly mangled. 
What could be found of it was idecti- 
fied by the fact that he dyed his hair. 
His scalp and a portion of his bead 
was found on a bill 200 yards from the 
blast. Wiseman had been with the 
Kerbaugh company for tive years and 
had gone to the scene of the explosion 
to personally superintend the prepara- 
tious for what is called a “big shot.” 

A “’big shot” consists of a series of 
blasts, the holes having been drilled fu 
a row and the charges being set off 
simultaneously by an electric spark. 
Five of the hoies had been filled with 
powder and the men were at work on 
the sixth when the explosion occurred. 
It is supposed that a small stone had 
gotten into the hole and the iron bar 
with which the men were “tamping” 
down the charge caused a spark by 
scraping on the stone and that this 
ignited the powder. 

One laborer escaped because a fel- 
low-workman playfully snatched his 
hat and ran with it. The owner ran 
after the man with the hatand had 
just got out of the range of the explc- 
sion when it occurred. 

A water boy was hurled 50 feet. 
Every stitch of clothing was torn from} 
his body. A leather belt containing} 
$312 in paper money, supposed to be-| 
long to one of the men, was picked up 
near the scene of the explosion. Pieces , 
of flesh and bone were found fastered 
fu the telegraph wires over the ruil- 
road tracks. 

The force of the explosion was felt! 
for miles and broke many windows in| 
Harrisburg and towns across the river.

Caledonia, Ont., July 10.—Betsey 
Jacobs, a crippled squaw, was found 
dead on the floor of her home with her 
face beaten to a pulp and marks of 
strangulation on her throat. Joseph 
Bennett, an Indian, was seen driving 
away from the cabin in a buggy and 
Was pursued by a posse. He aban- 
doned his horse after a long chase and 
took to the woods. The bush has been 
surrounded. 


A Wanderer Found 

Springfield, Mass., July 10.—Waker 
H. Graham, the missing Providence 
man, was located in Lee. He was 
walking on the street in a dazed con- 
dition, but bore no evidence of suffer- 
ing from his wanderings, and had 4 
large amount of money. He was taken 
in charge by his brother. Graham isa 
member of a firm of jewelers in Provi- 
dence.

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A LEVER FOR JAPAN 


Her Flag on Russian Territory 
For the First Time 


EFFECT ON PEACE TERMS 


Lessens Russia’s Chances of Get- 
ling Out of Paying Monetary 
Indemnity--Rebel Battleship 
Capitulates to Roumania and 
Is Turned Over to Russia by 
Order of King Charles 


St. Petersburg, July 10—With the 
Japanese fiag hoisted for the first time 
on Russian soil after 18 months of war, 
the importance of the landing on the 
Island of Sakhalin is generally admit- 


ted both in newspaper comment and 
in government circles. Complete occu- 
pation of the island is regarded as a 
foregone conclusion. 

The Novoe Vremya voices the gen- 
eral sentiment in holding that controi 
of Sakhalin puts a powerful lever iu 
the possession of Japanese diplomacy, 
which finally has something tangible in 
its hands to throw upon the scales with 
the sword in the coming conference. 

There is a divergency of opinion with 
regard to the effect it will have upon 
the negotiations at Washington, some 
of the irreconcilables declaring that it 
makes peace at the present juncture 
more impossible tham before, as Japzn 
will be able to demand the cession of 
the island and a heavy indemnity as 
well, at which terms of peace will de 
too costly, but the more prevalent view 
is that Japan has now in her hands 
enough trumps to take the game. 

The attack on the island certainly 
dissipates one of the hopes of the peace 
advocates, who have been suggesting 
that its voluntary cession might be off- 
set, with Port Arthur and the Chinese 
railroad, against the payment of a large 
part or all of a monetary indemnity. 

No further report of the landing op- 
erations has been received. 

M. Muravieff, the Russian ambassa- 
dor at Rome and one of the peace pleni- 
potentiaries, has arrived at St. Peters- 
burg. His sailing arrangements are de- 
pendent upon the date of his audience 
with the czar, which will probably 
take place tomorrow. His suite has 
been completed by the selection of two 
secretaries from the foreign office. 

The Novoe Vremya joins in the press 
chorus against Muravieff, saying it is 
hard to tell how good a diplomat he 
will prove, as he certainly was not a 
success at The Hague, The paper says 
that Baron Rosen, the other plenipoten- 
tiary, on the contrary, is a skilful diplo- 
inatist and has been socially successful. 


The Island of Sakhalin (Japanese 
Karafuto) is a narrow island in the 
north Pacific separated from the Si- 
berian mainland by the Strait of Tar- 
tar. 

It was taken possession of by the 
Russians in 1854-67. Sakhalin is 600 
miles from north to south and is from 
20 to 90 miles wide. 

It has the sea of Okhotsk on the east 
and is separated from Japan by La 
Perouse strait. The interior of the isl- 
and is filled with forest-clothed moun- 
tains 8000 to 4000 feet high, separated 
by marshy valleys, of which only the 
valley of the two Eyms, flowing north, 
east and south, is fit for cultivation. 

Severely cold weather is experienced 
in the island even in summer in conss- 
quence of the large amount of ice com- 
tug from the sea of Okhotsk and packed 
along the east coast along which the 
colé Kuro-Shiwo sea current flows. 

The chief settlements of Sakhalin are 
at Due, a seaport of difficult access on 
the west coast, where Russian convict 
prisons are situated; Kusa-Nai, also on 
the west coast, in the southern part of 
the island; Port Muravieff, in Aniva 
bay, and a few small villages in the 
Tym valley, east of Due. ‘The popula- 
tion of the island is about 20,000, and 
the area about 30,000 square miles. 


IN KRUGER’S HANDS 


Russia Gets Rebel Ship Through 
bl King of Roumania 

Kustenji, Roumania, July 10.—Ad- 
miral Kruger yesterday afternoon 
boarded and took possession of the Rus- 
sian battleship Kniaz Potemkine, King 
Charles of Roumania haying sent in- 
structions to the commander of the 
Roumanian squadron that the vessel be 
delivered to the Russian authorities 
without raising difficulties. 

The torpedo boat which accon- 
panied the Kniaz Potemkine, however, 
left for Odessa without surrendering, 
declaring that she had not mutinied, 
but that the Kniaz Potemkine Lad 
forced her to follow. 

Admiral Kruger arrived with his 
squadron yesterday morning and after 
exchanging the customary salutes in- 
timated that he had come to arranze 
for the transfer of the Kniaz Potem- 
kine. Admiral Koslinsky, commander 
of the Roumanian squadron, boarded 
the Russian battleship Tchesme and In- 
formed Kruger that King Charles had 
ordered him to turn the vessel over to 
the Russian admiral. The formalities 
of the transfer were completed in the 
afternoon, an@ Kruger boarded the 
Kniaz Potemkine. 

A press representative inspected the 
Kniaz Potemkine after the with- 
drawal of the Roumanian guard. De- 
spite the efforts of the Roumanians to 
get things in shipshape everything 
aboard the battleship was still in a 
state of wild disorder. ‘The officers’

opening of the ports of Colon and Pana- 
ma to all steamship lines on equal 
terms, and in certain contingencies the 
establishment by the railroad of steam- 
ship lines between Colon and gulf ports

FALL OF SAKHALIN 


Japs Hold Island Which They 
Once Relinquished 


REPORT OF OPERATIONS 


No Resistance to Landing of 
Marines, Who Were Relieved 
by the Army--Russians In No 
Position to Contest Occupation 


Tokio, July 11.—The announcement 
of a landing of a Japanese force at 
Sakhalin island and the occupation of 
Korsakovsk, followed by the northern 
flight of the garrison, has been re- 
ceived with great satisfaction by the 


Japanese. 
The landing of the army at Sakhalin 


marks the first entry of the Japancse 
upon Russian territory proper. ‘Ihe 
Japanese have expressed themselves 
pleased to be again in possession uf 
the island, declaring that they have 
long felt that the bargain under which 
they relinquished the place 40 years ago 
was unsatisfactory. 

The Japanese express the belief that 
they will speedily control the entire 
island, as they regard the garrison 
there as being incapable of serious re- 
sistance, and are confident that it will 
certainly be captured. 

Admiral Kataoka reports under date 
of July 7 as follows: “My squadrop 
went north and, acting in confornuty 
with a prearranged plan, landed wma- 
rines on July 7 at a point previously 
chosen. There was no resistance and 
a portion of our army had already 
been landed.” 

Under date of July 8, Kataoka re- 
ports: “One of our tropedo destroyers 
reports on the afternoon of July 7 that 
Korsakovsk was burning. ‘The forts 
previously shelled by the destroyers 
were then silent. Our army arrived 
at Yenguma on the afternoon of the 
7th.” 

Under date of July 9, Kataoka says: 
“The squadron conyoyed the trans- 
ports through dense fogs on July 5. 
The fleet preserved good order and 
reached the point chosen for concentry- 
tion on the evening of July 7. ‘he 
fleet anchored and the work of swecp- 
ing the sea of dangerous obstacles was 
completed. The transports were ‘ed 
in gradually. The warships lowered 
launches and assisted in landing troops, 
guardships protecting the operation. 

“Admiral Dewa reported that his di- 
vision had reached the landing place 
at 6 in the morning and a landing was 
effected. A reconnaissance was cor- 
ducted, but no defenses were fourd. 
Only three guards were discovered. 
The flotilla engaged in sweeping the 
sea for dangerous obstacles encount- 
ered heavy currents, but speedily 
pressed the work. A portion of the 
squadron and the transports were led 
through the cleared space and marines 
were landed from the combined division. 
Later the army relieved the marines. 
Our sweeping division was suddenly 
shelled from the hills south of Kosa- 
kovsk. The cruiser Akagi was also ex- 
posed to the fire, but the sweeping 
was concluded without damage. 

“The army reported by wireless on 
July 8 that Korsakovsk had been taken. 
Our flags are visible at severa! points. 
We were apprehensive on account of 
the weather, but the work of the neet 
was successfully accomplished. Ad- 
miral Nakao reconnoitred in the vicin- 
ity of the islands, but nothing unusual 
was discovered. 

“Early on Saturday three warships 
and two destroyers were dispatched to 
Yensuma cape. Later a destroyer en- 
tered Relisei and was vigorously shelled 
by a field piece. We returned the fre 
and silenced the enemy’s guns.” 


Russian Troops Will Ciear Out 

St. Petersburg, July 11.—Although 
10 days have elapsed since Russia in- 
formed President Roosevelt of her 
willingness to conclude an armistice 
pending the result of the Washington 
conference, Japan, so far as known to 
the Russian government, has uot 
deigned to reply to the president’s com- 
munication, 

When the question of an armistice 
was first broached by the president it 
is understood that Japan indicated that 
she would decline to agree to a suspen- 
sion of hostilities until the plenipoten- 
tiaries met. Russia agreed in principic 
to this as the basis for negotiation. 
Since then the Russian government 
feels it has given ample proof of its 
desire to conclude peace and it is pos- 
sible it may go a step further. 

But the impression here is that, now 
that the Japanese have made a descent 
on the Island of Sakhalin, they are de- 
termined to get the island firmly In 
their grasp before the negotiations be- 
gin. ‘This is an easy task, as the small 
Russian force on the island is in no po- 
sition to contest its occupation. In 
addition to marines and infantry the 
Japanese landed artillery and cavalry. 
The latter are moving rapidly north, 
The presumption here is that the Rus- 
sian troops will clear out without 
fighting, crossing to Aiexandrovsk on 
the mainland. 


Firing Squad Killed Officers 

London, July 11.—The Morning Post, 
from private sources, gives an account 
of the recent outbreak at Libau, ac- 
cording to which the first naval mutiry 
led to 28 men being condemned to 
death. The attempt to carry out the 
sentences of death provoked still more 
serious signs of mutiny, whereupon the 
port commander ordered the executions 
to be stopped and applied to St. Peters- 
burg for inetructiens. The govern- 
ment replied that all the _mutinescs 


/ 


must be shct and a shooting party was 
formed, but when the order to fire was 
given the firing squad turned and 
fired on the officers instead, and a dozen 
officers fell dead. Other troops, in- 
cluding Cossacks, the account says, 
were summoned, and a serious con.ict 
developed in which between 20 aud 30 
Cossacks were killed before the mutiny 
was quelled. 


. Proclamations In Shells 

Sipinghai, Manchuria, July 11—The 
news of the mutiny in the Black sta 
reached the Russian army through the 
Japanese, who fired night shelis 
charged with proclamations conveying 
the information into the Russian ad- 
vanced posts, scattering the proclama- 
tions broadcast. Rain is falling in tor- 
rents and all activity at the front has 
ceased. 


Odessa Fire Cost $20,000,000 

Odessa, July 11.—The question of in- 
surance on property lost by fire in the 
harbor during the recent disturbances 
is occasioning serious disputes between 
the Russian and the foreign insurance 
companies, The foreign corporations 
declare that they will make claims 
against the Russian government. The 
total losses are estimated at $20,000,000. 


Treated as Mutineers 
Sebastopol, July 11—The Russian 
torpedo boat No. 267, which declined to 
surrender to the Roumanian govern- 
ment with the Kniaz Potemkine, de 
claring that she had not mutinied, but 
had been forced to fo!low the mutinous 
battleship, has arrived here. The mem- 

bers of her crew were arrested. 


Place For Peace Negotiations 

Washington, July 11—Japan and 
Russia, without any prompting by this 
government, have agreed upon the 
Portsmouth, N. H., navy yard as the 
place for holding the peace negotia- 
tions. The conference will take place 
in a new government building, just 
completed, on the island which lies in 
the Piscataqua river, between Ports- 
mouth and the navy fard, 


Civilians and Soldiers in Conflict * 

Havana, July 11.—A fight here at 9 
o'clock last night between soldiers and 
civilians was broken up by the police, 
Who ctrrested several from both sides. 
A con pany of soldiers was sent at J1 
o'clock for the purpose of restoring or- 
der, but on seeing a wounded comrade 
in the hands of the police the soldiers 
mutinied, firing on a police sergeant 
and knocking down a policeman with 
the butt end of a rifle. Other poilce- 
men appeared and the soldiers began 
deliberately to fire with Mausers. One 
person was killed, two mortally 
wounded and a_ score of persons 
slightly wounded. 


Cuban Bandits’ Bold Work 

Santiago, Cuba, July 11.—Julian 
Cendoya, a wealthy American banker 
and agert of the Ward line, while din- 
ing with his family at his home across 
the bay, was attacked by eight bandits, 
who presented a written demand for 
$30,000 and seized Cendoya as a 
hostage until the amount should be 
paid. Cendoya agreed to pay $2000 
and the bandits withdrew. Cendoya 
later came to the city and secured the 
money, which he turned over to the 
bandits at a rendezvous in the bay. 


Lord Roberts’ Plain Talk 

London, July 11—Field Marsnal 
Lord Roberts created a sensation in 
the house of lords last evening, when 
he deliberately expressed his opinion 
that the military force of Great Britain 
was inadequate, imperfectly trained 
and totally unfit to uphold Great Brit- 
ain as a first-class power. Lord Rob- 
erts did not blame the government, but 
he scathingly attacked the people of 
England who, he said, showed no na- 
tional feeling toward the military uvtii 
danger arose. 


An Official Congratulation 

Stockholm, July 11.—An elaborate 
eourt of congratulation for Prince Gus- 
tavus Adolphus, son of the crown 
prince, and his bride followed a Icvee 
held at the palace. Afterwards the 
royal party drove in state through tbe 
city. This was King Oscar’s first 
state appearance in public since the dis- 
ruption of the union of Sweden and 
Norway, and he was given a great ova- 
tion. 


Fire Creeps Toward Observatory 

San Jose, Cal., July 11.—Mountain 
forest fires are threatening Lick ob- 
servatory on Mount Hamilton. ‘The 
professors at the observatory have 
asked that the governor call out che 
militia to fight the flames. ‘The fire is 
now within eight miles of the observa- 
tory and the flames are making rapid 
progress toward the summit of te 
mountain. 


Duel Spectator Killed 

New York, July 11.—During a pistol 
duel over a game of pool in a saioon 
in Johnson street, Brooklyn, between 
John Thomas and John Shepard, Frank 
Scofield, an innocent bystander, was 
shot through the head and iustant!y 
killed. Having emptied their pistois, 
the two combatants fled. 


Danish Prince Offered Throne 

London, July 11.—The Standard’s 
Christiania correspondent says the Nor- 
wegian throne has been offered to 
Prince Charles of Denmark, second son 
of Crown Prince Frederick. Prince 
Charles is the husband of Princess 
Maud Alexandra of Great Britair,

cause it is certain that some of his 
name and kin were interested in the 
company. It may have been upon their 
recommendation that he was first ap- 
pointed to the command of a ship in 
the company’s service in 1607. Of his 
early training and previous voyages 
nothing is known. The beginning of his 
history is as mysterious as its end. He 
was born no ene knows where, and he 
died no one knows how. He comes into 
our knowledge on the quarter deck of a 
ship bound for the pole; he goes out of 
it in a crazy boat mianned by eight sick 
men, and so fades away into the dim 
haze that hangs about the desolate ice 
floes, , 

The four voyages of Hudson of which 
we have record were not directed to 
absolutely unknown waters, but the 
observations made by his precursors 
were 50 untrustworthy that they were 
of little service except to mislead him. 
The object of his first voyage in the 
service of the Muscovy company was 
“to discover the pole and to sail across 
it to the islands of Spicery or Cathay,” 
and on April 19, 1607, be, with John 
Hudson, his son, sixteen years old, and 
the ten men who made up the crew of 
the Hopeful, took the sacrament to- 
gether at St. Ethelburga’s, in Bishops- 
gate, “purposing to go to sea four 
days after.” In the following year 
Hudson sailed again, still in the sery- 
ice of the company. They reached the 
Lofoden isles in a month and rounded 
the North cape on June 1. A fortnight 
later they encountered one of those 
wonders of the deep which the seamen 
of that time were so often privileged 
to witness and describe on June 15. 

“One of our company, looking over- 
board, saw a mermaid. Calling up 
some of the company to see her, one 
more came up, and by that time she 
was close to the ship's side, looking 
earnestly on the men. A little after 
@ sea came up and overturned her. 
From the navel upward her back and 
breasts were like a woman (as they 
say that saw her); her body was as big 
as one of us; her skin very white, and 
long hair hanging down behind, of 
color, black. In her going down they 
saw her tail, which was like the tail 
of a porpoise and speckled like a mack- 
erel. Their names that saw her were 
Thomas Hilles and Robert Rayner.” 

The only really incredible part of the 
story is that no more than two men 
thought it worth while to go on deck 
to look at her.—W. J. Fletcher in Mac- 
millan’s Magazine. 


Forced Liberality. 

It is not often miserliness gets such 
a straightforward rebuke as in the 
case quoted by the Montclair Times. 
In the early days of primitive Method- 
ism there traveled in England an ec- 
centric minister named Neale, who was 
famous for his plain talking. On one 
occasion he was preaching missionary 
sermons at a village so noted for its 
small collections that he determined 
to pass the plate himself. 

On his round he came to a farmer 
who was, as Mr. Neale well knew, the 
richest man in the place. This individ- 
ual placed a penny on the plate. Mr. 
Neale stopped immediately and said in 
a loud voice: 

“Take your penny out, man, take it 
out! Don’t you see you've covered up 
your laborer’s sixpence?” 

The rebuke was effectual, and a 
much more yaluable coin was placed 
on the plate. 


Cloves. 

From Java, Sumatra, Mauritius, Zan- 
zibar and Guiana come the little brown 
flower buds of the clove tree. When 
gathered the buds are red and are 
dried by exposure to the smoke of 
wood fires and afterward by the rays 
of the sun. In a very short time they 
become of a deep brown color. To se- 
cure a monopoly and thus keep up the 
price the Dutch in the seventeenth cen- 
tury destroyed all their clove trees ex- 
cept those in the island of Amboyna. 
The chief value of cloves lies in their 
essential oll, which forms about one- 
sixth of their whole weight. 


Good Stage Elocation. 

It was one of Joseph Jefferson’s dis- 
tinctions that he was not only an advo- 
eate, but an example, of good stage el- 
ocution. He was, however, an excep- 
tion that proved the rule. The first 
step toward a better state of affairs is 
to convince managers and actors that 
it is desirable. With the memory of 
many a bad quarter hour of strained 
effort to hear what should be appre- 
hended with ease, we respectfully sub- 
mit this word of suggestion.—Century. 


Its Exact Shade. 

The elder Dumas once was wearing 
the ribbon of a certain order, having 
recently been made a commandant, 
and an envious friend remarked upon 
it. “My dear fellow,” he said, “that 
cordon is a wretched color! One would 
think it was your woolen vest that was 
showing.” “Oh, no, my dear D’E—,” 
replied Dumas, with a smile, “you're 
mistaken.

The Japanese, with their natural, 
unsophisticated view of life, have ever 
sought in their art to mirror what a 
great painter and critic has termed 
“men’s primordial predilections.” Art, 
however, that seeks to embody pleas- 
ures founded on the unchanging prop- 
erties of human nature must have a 
past as well as a future, must be able 
to look backward as weil as forward. 
Not one’s life labor, but that of many 
generations, is required. No people 
have better understood this than the 
Japanese. They have also clearly per- 
ceived that no art that is not true to 
the changeless element in man can en- 
dure, while, on the other hand, any 
subject, however trivial, can be made 
eternally attractive if only treated in 
accordance with aesthetic law. 
Japanese painting delights us by its

The Quincy President “the Scholar 
in Politics.” 
[July 11, 1767—Feb. 23, 1818] 

The Boston Transcript compares 
President Adams and President Roose- 
velt as follows: 

Certain of President Roosevelt's quali- 
fications for his high office were dupli- 
cated most closely by John Quincy 
Adams of all his predecessors, Adams 
from youth prepared for a civic career; 
he had an affluent and cultured environ- 
ment; he knew history and literature; 
and he had the academic stamp of 
Harvard University, and for a time was 
a professor there. To a degree not 
equalled in the earlier history of the 
country and not duplicated until the 
present Administration, he was ‘* the 
scholar in politics.”’ 

In diplomatic experience prior to 
assuming the duties of Secretary of 
State, which he filled with consummate 
ability, he was preeminent among all 
who have filled that post, not even Mr. 
Hay having had ‘any such training as 
Adams had at the courts of the Nether- 
lands, Prussia, Russia and Eogland. 

With the new definitions of the 
Monroe Doctrine and the increase of 
our power and responsibility in the 
States of Central and South America, 
which the last decade has brought, 
Adams’s paternity of what has usually 
been credited to Monroe has been made 
clearer, and his foresight and courage 
as a statesman has been recognized 
more adequately, though there yet is 
chance for a very much wider and truer 
apprehension of his merits by his 
countrymen.

Assassin of Official, Who Was 
Cap‘ured, Was Recently Ar- 
rested as a Political Suspect, 
but Escaped From the Police 


Moscow, July 12.—Major General 
Count Shuvaloff, prefect of police here 
and formerly attached to the ministry 
of the interior, was assassinated while 
receiving petitions. One of the peti- 
tioners drew a reyolver and fired tive 
times at the prefect, who fell dead. 
The assassin was errested. 

One bullet wounded the count in the 
pericardium, another pierced his ub- 
domen, a third hit him in the arm and 
the fourth in the shoulder, while the 
fifth bullet fired by the assassin struck 
the leg of an oflicial who was stand- 
ing near. 

According to the physicians, the oul- 
lets were poisoned. The victim speed- 
ily lost consciousness and never spoke 
afterwards. 

The assassin, who was dressed as a 
peasant, has not been identified. He 
was recently arrested as a politicai sus- 
pect, but escaped from the police sta- 
tion before his examination, 

The assassin waited in the ante- 
room of the prefecture till the other 
petitioners had been received, and 
then, entering the audience room, ke 
advanced toward Count Shuvaleff, 
firing five shots at close range. 

A great crowd gathered in front of 
the house of Count Shuvaloff and made 
demonstrations to show its indigna- 
tion and sorrow at the assassination of 
tif prefect, who was very popular 
There is much horror over the deed. 

Count Shuvaloff owes his death to 
his custom of freely granting audi- 
ences to and receiying petitions from 
all classes. 


Jap Loan Quickly Gobbied 

Berlin, July 12.—Subscription books 
for the new Japanese loan of $150,000,- 
000 were opened yesterday in the prin- 
cipal German cities, but were ciosed 
in the course of the afternoon, the 
amount of the loan having been sub- 
scribed several times. The period for 
the taking of subscriptions had been 
set for three days.

Cannot Trust Russian Sailors

sels put to sea. The fact that 55 ssil- 
ors from the Kniaz Potemkine who sur- 
rendered have been imprisoned on 
board the different vessels of the squad- 
ron awaiting trial for rebellion bys 
caused intense indignation among the 
crews, and as a consequence there are 
fears of another mutiny. 


Russia Wants to Get Mutineers 

St. Petersburg, July 12—The goy- 
ernment will commence regular pro- 
ceedings for the extradition of the 
crew of the Kniaz Potemkine as or- 
dinary criminals. Roumania’s promise 
to give the mutineers an asylum was 
made before Roumania had been ap- 
prised of other crimes committed by tie 
Russian saflors, 


Bombs Found at Tiflis 
Tiflis, July 12.—Several persons have 
been arrested, in whose lodgings whole- 
sale quantities of bombs were found. 
Bombs have also been found in the 
quarters of an employe at the arseual 
here. 


Sultan to Arrange Program 

Paris, July 12.—The acceptance by 
France of the invitation to take part 
in the international conference on Mo- 
rocco has been dispatched by special 
messenger to the sultan. The mes- 
senger is expected to arrive at Fez July 
19. Similar instructions will be com- 
municated to the French and German 
representatives in Morocco relative to 
the sultan’s preparation of a program 
for the conference. 


Musicians’ Order Turned Down 

Chicago, July 12.—Judge Tuley has 
issued an injunction restraining the 
Chicago Federation of Musicians from 
enforcing an order that all members 
of the Musicians’ union shall be clothed 
alike in a uniform of dark blue with- 
out ornamentation. The judge held 
that the enforcement of the order 
would mean financial loss to the vari- 
ous military and naval bands of the 
city.

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LOSS OF 120 LIVES 


Fire Damp Causes Awful Calam- 


i:y In a Welsh Mine 

Cardiff, Wales, July 12—An explo- 
sion of fire damp in No. 2 pit of the 
United National Colliery company at 
Wattstown is believed to have resulted 
f& the loss of at least 120 lives. A loud 
report was immediately followed by 
the belching of clouds of smoke 2nd 
dust from the pit shaft, in which 150 
men were working. 

The force of the explosion wrecked 
the machinery at the mouth of the it, 
cutting off communication with the 
@oomed men in this direction. No.1 
shaft, adjoining, ordinarily affords com- 
munication with No. 2. The 800 men 
in No. 1 and the few who escaped from 
No. 2 were drawn up. 

A rescue party descended, but Its 
work was seriously impeded by the foul 
air and the falling masses of earth dis- 
lodged by the explosion. 

The news of the explosion spread 
rapidly and thousands of men, women 
and children thronged about the head 
of the pit, seeking information con- 
cerning relatives and friends. ‘The 
mountain roadways are crowded ané 
there are streams of people in the neigh- 
borhood of the mine, all contributing to 
the usual pitiful scenes. 

Efforts at rescue are still in progress 
and currents of fresh air are being 
driven through the shaft, but the res- 
cuers are without hope of reducing the 
list of fatalities. 


Ruined Financier a Suicide 

Darlington, S. C. July 12—R. K. 
Dargan, formerly president of the In- 
dependent Cotton Oil company and the 
Dargan Trust company, committed sui- 
cide last night by drinking carbciic 
acid. He left a note mentioning the 
financial troubles and stating that ie 
intended to kill himself. The oil com- 
pany was capitalized at $1,000,000 and 
it is rumored that the deficiencies may 
reach $700,000. The properties are in 
the hands of receivers and sensational 
developments are anticipated. Dar- 
gan was 40 years old. 


Negro Wielded Big Knives 

Norfolk, July 12.—A panic was cre- 
ated on the steamship Pennsylvania 
just before it left Cape Charles for 
Norfolk by James Monroe, a large in- 
sane negro, who came aboard, drew two 
long knives from his coat and ran 
amuck among the passengers, who ted 
about the boat in efforts to escape. 
The negro threatened to kill all who 
approached him and finally an officer of 
the Cape Charles police shot the negro 
in the neck. He probably will not re- 
cover. ° 


Dowie Out of Bankruptcy 

Chicago, July 12.—All bankruptcy 
proceedings against John A. Dowie 
have been dismissed by Judge Bethea. 
As none of the petitioning creditors 
have complied with the court's order to 
amend, all petitions have been de- 
clared to be no longer in force. Ac- 
cording to Dowie’s attorneys all of the 
claims mentioned in the original peti- 
tion, amounting something like $400,- 
000, have been substantially paid off 
with interest. 


Alleged Boodling In Wisconsin 

Milwaukee, July 12.—Sixty-seven ir- 
dictments against 25 individuals, most 
of whom are former county officiats, 
were handed down by the grand jury 
last evening. This makes a total of 105 
true bills thus far, with the expectation 
that further probing will result in many 
more indictments being brought ‘[n. 
Nearly all of the indictments charge 
bribery in connection with the award- 
ing of county contracts. 


Two Killed In Havana Riot 

Havana, July 12.—Two deaths have 
resuited from the conflicts here be- 
tween artillerymen and civilians. Cap- 
tain Portuendos of the artillery, who 
was wounded in the intestines, died 
last night. Amparo Hernandez, 2 po- 
liceman, died of wounds inflicted by 
artillerymen’s bullets. Of the score of 
persons reported injured most of them 
sustained slight contusions inflicted by 
the policemen’s clubs. 


Battie With Moonshiners 

Mayking, Ky., July 12.—On a lonely 
mountain path in the Elkhorn ‘lis- 
trict, moonshiners, under the leader- 
ship of Calvin Conters, opened fire ou 
federal officers.

Cotton Leak Investigation Be- 
gins In Earnest 


WILL PUNISH CULPRITS 


{f Criminal Prosecution Is Not 
Possible, Some Other Way to 
Reach Them Will Be Sought-- 
The Tobacco Figures May Have 
Been Manipulated 


Washington, July 12.—Acting At- 
torney General Hoyt has received from 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson the 
papers in the cotton report investiga- 
tion. Subsequently the papers were 
placed in the hands of United States 
District Attorney Beach, who will 
probe into the whole subject and make 
a thorough inquiry, embracing every 
detail connected with the compilation 
of the statistics involved. 

Mr. Beach declined to say anything 
on the subject when asked, but it is 
understood that the investigation whick 
he will conduct will be begun in 
earnest today and will cover both the 
legal and administrative features of 
the incident. Mr. Beach has already 
examined the report and will now take 
active direction of the next proceed- 
ings looking to prosecutions of the 
guilty parties. . 

Mr. Hoyt states that he has been 
urged by Secretary Wilson to probe 
the matter to the bottom and to use 
any means at bis command to get at the 
true condition and to bring all guilty 
persons to trial. Messrs. Hoyt and 
Beach have already been in communi- 
eation, and it will be determined 
whether there is any statute under 
which a criminal prosecution may be 
directed against Edwin S. Holmes, the 
former associate statistician of the 4e- 
partment of agriculture, who was dis- 
missed, it is alleged, because he “jng- 
gled” figures in the government crop 
estimates and furnished advance in- 
formation to New York brokers, and 
against any others that may be found 
implicated. In case criminal prose- 
cution is not possible, some other way 
to reach the guilty parties is to be 
sought, 

The investigation conducted by 
Beach will be pushed with vigor and 
without regard to persons who may te 
affected by it. Mr. Beach remained at 
his office until midnight last night, go- 
ing over the papers in the case. Ihe 
whole investigation will be elmed at 
bringing about the indictment of ary 
persons found to have violated the 
criminal statutes, if any such are found, 
and to cause the infliction of adminis- 
trative punishment, such as dismissal 
on any person found guilty of wrong- 
doing not cognizable in the criminal 
courts. ‘The inquiries will be prose- 
cuted along other lines than the in- 
vestigation work already done. Mr. 
Beach already bas mapped out his pro- 
gram. He will order the investigation 
to be mede as searching as it is possible 
to make it. 

Should it be found advisable to seek 
indictments, there will be no delay, a8 
the grand jury, although excused until 
September, is subject to the call of the 
district attorney at any time. As to 
how long the investigation will iast it 
{is Impossible to predict, but the im- 
pression is corroborated by the action 
of the district attorney that he is un- 
der “hurry orders” to complete the task 
assigned him within the briefest pos- 
sible time consistent with thorough- 
ness, and the task may be effected 
within a fortnight. 

Unless there are new developments 
in connection with the cotton leak in- 
vestigation, Secretary Wilson says that 
he proposes to stand on the report of 
the secret service officers. He expects, 
however, that the investigation will 
give rise to various rumors and stories 
of irregularities in connection with the 
department’s reports on other products, 
but that where there is the slightest 
tangible evidence to work upon he dz- 
clares he will go to the bottom of every 
complaint and publish the results of 
his investigations. Already, he sayy, 
the allegation bas been made that the 
tobacto figures have been manipu- 
lated and the matter will be looked into,

back, have made a partial report. ‘The

Money to Ald Irishmen 

Boston, July 12.—A draft for $2000 
has been sent from this city by the offi- 
cials of the United Irish League of 
America to John Redmond to be of im- 
mediate assistance in the fight to be 
made against the proposed reduction of 
Irish seats in the British parliament. 
This remittance completed $40,000 of 
the $50,000 pledged from this country 
last fall.

“Ten miles from any city, with the 
;members of his cabinet and the silent 
trees of the forest as the only wit- 
nesses, Wednesday afternoon (July 5) 
Wheodore Roosevelt, president of the 
| United States, on his bended knees 
| prayed for the spiritual welfare of 
| John Hay, the late secretary of state, 
who was buried at Cleveland. 

“The president's train left Cleveland 
shortly after noon Wednesday (July 5), 
and owing to the great hurry the party 
did not have time to eat anything at 
midday. At Wheelock’s switch, ten 
miles south of Cleveland, the train had 
to lay over some minutes, and Pres!- 
dent Roosevelt asked for luncheon on 
the grass. Part of the forest had been 
eleared, and there the cloth was laid. 
Then the members of the party, sitting 
on the grass, grouped themselves about 
the cloth. 

“President Roosevelt then arose to a 
kneeling position and asked the Al- 
mighty for his blessing on the repast. 
He spoke simply of the great friend- 
ship that existed between himself and 
John Hay, and finally he asked God's 
mercy for John Hay, as men were all 
sinners, although John Hay was among 
the least of these. 

“The food was then eaten, and the 
trip to Pittsburg continued.”

CAT A BIRD’S CHIEF ENEMY. 


Professor Hodge of Clark University 
Urges Feline Extermination. 

Professor Clifton F. Hodge, biologist 
at Clark university in Worcester, 
Mass., has come out urging the exter- 
mination of all cats by municipalities, 
declaring they are the worst existing 
enemy of bird life, says a Worcester 
dispatch to the New York Tribune. 

“This has become a matter of na- 
tional consequence,” says Professor 
Hodge, “and demands the attention of 
cities as well as of people in the coun- 
try. I have given much attention to 
this subject, and I am firmly convinced 
the cat is the worst enemy the bird 
has. Not excepting the severities of 
winter, scourges of disease that might 
prevail in bird families and all other 
enemies of bird life combined, the cat 
is the arch fiend of them all and stands 
at the head of the list as a destroyer 
of bird life. We need the German 
method of cat traps like those that In 
one year killed 30,000 cats in Ham- 
burg.” . 


The World's Finest Hospital. 

In Mexico City a new hospital has 
recently been completed which 
no rival in the world today, says the 
Metropolitan Magazine. It is built on 
the French detached plan and consists 
of thirty-five buildings, each fifty feet 
apart, built on the most modern and 
approved sanitary lines, with a mag- 
nificent operating theater and a com- 
plete system of isolated wards for all 
infectious diseases.

Will Not Be Let Down So Far 
as Chinese Are Concerned 


—_—— 


PRESIDENTS ASSURANCE 


Labor Men Who Had Doubt of 
Enforcement of Exclusion Law 
In Conference With Chief Ex- 
ecutive--Eight-Hour Day Is 
Also Discussed 


Oyster Bay, N. ¥., July 13.—Immli.- 
gration to the United States and its re- 
lation to the labor problem formed ihe 


subject of a conference between the 
president and two leaders of organized 
labor, President Gompers and Vice 
President Duncan of the American 
Federation of Labor. The confereuce 
was devoted particularly to a consid- 
eration of the order recently issued by 
the president regarding the enforce- 
ment of fhe Chinese exclusion law. 

Mr. Gompers urged upon the presi- 
dent the desirability for an intelligent, 
practical and humane consideration of 
the general question of immigration by 
the people and by congress. The peo- 
ple of the whole civilized world are en- 
titled, he maintained, to such a con- 
sideration of the problem. 

“We directed the president's atten- 
tion,” said Gompers, after the confer- 
ence, “to the interpretation placed by 
some on his recent order, issued at the 
instance of the American Asiatic asso- 
ciation, concerning the admission to the 
United States of Chinese. By many of 
our own people and by many Chiuese 
that order was looked upon as a !et- 
ting down of the immigration bars so 
far as the Chinese are concerned. 

“The president assured us that no 
proper reading of the order would war- 
rant such an interpretation, and that 
nothing was further from his inten- 
tion than that such an impression 
should be gotten from the order. His 
determination is that both skilled and 
unskilled Chinese laborers shall be ex- 
cluded from the United States, and be 
says the law will be rigidly enforced. 
His order related only to the so-called 
exempt classes, merchants, students, 
travellers and the like, who heretofore 
have bad difficulty in gaining adnis- 
sion to this country because of the 
many fraudulent certificates issued to 
them and to coolies who are not en- 
titled to certificates in any event. 

“We went over the entire matter 
thoroughly, the conference being per- 
fectly satisfactory to us. The presi- 
dent suggested that in the course of five 
or six months we again bring the mat- 
ter ta his attention in the sight of the 
experience of that length of time in 
working under the order. He said he 
was determined that the diplomatic 
and consular representatives of the 
United States in China should per- 
form their duties thoroughly and im- 
partially, and that the law as to the 
issuance of certificates to members of 
the exempt Chinese classes should be 
complied with absolutely. He added 
that any officer of the United States 
who issued a false certificate would 
lose his official head the instant his 
misconduct was discovered. 

“We aiso considered with the presi- 
dent the eight-hour law and the diffi- 
culties which we had encountered in 
securing its enforcement op govern- 
ment work. We instanced violations 
of the law and requested him to con- 
sider them. He asked us to present the 
facts in a formal document, he refus- 
ing to take up the subject at once. 
Meantime he expressed himself as be- 
ing in entire sympathy with the law 
and insisted that it must be observed. 
We pointed out to him that officers of 
the war department, under whose direc- 
tion much government work is done, 
were not inclined to insist upon an obh- 
servance of the law, and many of them 
had declined to regard it as their duty 
to bring suit to compel its enforce- 
ment. The president agreed with us 
that the government officers ought to 
see to it that the eight-hour law was 
obeyed, 

“Our talk with the president was 
most satisfactory. We discussed gen- 
erally the condition and interests of la- 
bor, considered the subject of more 
rigid regulations for the exclusion 
from this country of vicious and il- 
literate immigrants and talked of 
some legislation along these lines 
which we regard as desirable.” 

Gompers and Duncan had expected 
to be accompanied to Oyster Bay by 
President Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers of America, but the latter 
was unable to meet the engagement. 


Square Deal For Chinese 

Portland, Or., July 18.—In response 
to President Roosevelt's invitation to 
the commercial bodies of the Pacific 
coast to express their views regarding 
the problem of Chinese exclusion or the 
restriction of the immigration of Chi- 
nese, President Wheelwright of the 
Portland Chamber of Commerce has 
forwarded a letter to the president in 
which he appeals for more liberal treat- 
ment of the Chinese. He says the Pa- 
cific coast no longer fears the Orientals, 
that they are needed in some parts of 
the country, and that there is no dan- 
ger of lowering the standard of wages.

CONTRACT SIGNED. 


Fore River Company to Build 
Turbine Steamer. 


The contract was closed on Wednes- 
day by E. H. Harriman of the Southern 
Pacitic railway for tbe construction of 
a 6000-ton turbine freight and passenger 
steamer by the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company of Quincy. 

This craft will operate on the Morgan 
line between New York and New 
Orleans, and will be, when completed, 
by far the largest turbine propeller 
ship built in America. President 
Bowles has been an earnest advocate of 
the turbine propulsion and last year 
made proposal to build for the govern- 
ment the most powerful class of war- 
ships with turbine machinery. His 
contract with Mr. Harriman marks the 
first important venture into the field of 
turbine navigation for commercial pur- 
poses in the United States. The new 
ship will be equipped with turbines of 
the Curtiss type, and will have a speed 
of 16 knots an hour.

TROT OR GALLOP? 


What Do Fish Do, and the Seals and 
Insects and Wormst 
Here is a problem for people with 
sharp eyes: As we all know, a horse 
when walking or trotting advances 
only one leg of each pair at a time, but 
when galloping lifts both fore feet to- 
gether and then both hind feet. Now, 
the question {s how other animals man- 
age this matter. The birds, of course, 
flap both wings together, but which 
birds run and which hop? We human 
beings “trot” when we walk and “gal- 
lop” when we swim—that Is, if we are 
using the plain breast stroke. The dog, 
however, “trots” for both. Now, do 
amphibious animals—the seals, ot- 


ters and the rest—swim like men or 
like other four footed creatures? 

Then there are the fish. One would 
rather expect that, as they move their 
tails from side to side, they would flap 
alternately with the fins, which are 
their hands and feet. Who can tell 
whether they do or not and whether all 
fish at all times follow one rule? By 
the way, how does a frog use Its 
“hands?” 

The great anatomist E. Ray Lanke- 
ster has pointed out that, while the 
“thousand legs,” such as our common 
gally worm, advance two feet of a pair 
together, the centipeds, which are much 
like them, do exactly the opposite, and 
the swimming worms also alternate the 
stroke of each pair of paddles. I doubt 
if many people can tell on which sys- 
tem the caterpillar manages its dozen 
or so legs or whether the adult insect 
walks, trots, paces or gallops on Its six. 
How does the spider use eight? 

Altogether this is a large field for ob- 
servation, a field, too, where any one 
may discover new facts as yet unre- 
corded, and thus add to the store of 
knowledge.—St. Nicholas,

It may he 
regarded as practically certain that he 
will be replaced by M. Witte, president 
of the committee of ministers, wko all 
along has been considered the Russian 
statesman pre-eminently qualified to 
undertake the difficult task of negotiat- 
ing peace with Japan. 

However, though the czar, who on 
two previous occasions flatly declined 
to accept Witte, has now indicated his 
readiness to make the appointment, 
the commission will not be actually 
signed until Foreign Minister Lams- 
dorff, who throughout has been Witte’s 
warm supporter, has had an audience 
of the ezar. ‘To that extent only the 
matter may be regarded as unsettled, 
nothing being certain in Russia, as a 
prominent diplomat remarked last 
night, until the czar’s signature has 
been affixed. 

M. Witte’s selection will undoubt- 
edly be hailed as a practical assurance 
of peace. While it would be a mistake 
to denominate him as a peace-at-any- 
price man, Witte earnestly believes 
that the struggle should be ended and 
should be succeeded by an understand- 
ing between Russia and Japan which 
would ensure peace in the far east for 
half a century. Indeed, be is per- 
sonally believed to be in favor of 4% 
Russo-Japanese alliance. fo

Statement Concerning Royal Ar- 
canum’s Emergency Fund 

Boston, July 13—W. O. Robson of 
this city, supreme secretary of the 
Royal Arcanum, last night issued a 
statement touching upon the present 
condition of the emergency fund of the 
order, which has been the subject of 
discussion. Secretary Robson says: 

“In April, 1905, the executive com- 
mittee directed the withdrawal from 
the emergency fund of $300,000 at such 
time and in such amounts as required 
by the supreme treasurer to meet 
mortuary liabilities, Of this amount‘, 
$95,000 was paid by the supreme trus- 
tee, from the receipts from interest on 
investments, to the supreme treasurer 
on April 30. To provide for the balance 
of the amount it was necessary to 
withdraw from the treasurer of Mes- 
sachusetts $153,000 (face value) of 
government 4 percent 1925 bonds. 
These were sold on June 30 for $202,- 
246.87, which amount was placed in the 
current widows and orphans’ benefit 
fund account. The remaining $2,753,138, 
to make up $300,000, will be paid to 
the supreme treasurer by the supreme 
trustees before the end of the month 
from interest accumulated in their 
hands. 

“The $253,000 of government bonds 
withdrawn from the treasurer of Mas- 
sachusetts in May, 1904, were returned 
to him in November, 1904, the receipts 
during the summer months being suf- 
ficient to meet payments, which made 
it unnecessary to sell the bonds. Ihe 
total amount of the fund on June 30 
was $1,804,139.38.”

TORRID WAVE RETURNS 


Two Deaths and Many Prostra- 


tions Reported at Boston 

Boston, Juiy 13.—The 
which was checked Tuesday in this 
city by a refreshing breeze from the 
ocean swept in again yesterday, bring- 
ing much suffering aud causing two 
deaths. The victims were John Sulli- 
van and Joseph Morjinski, both of this 
city. Several cases of prostrations 
were treated at the different hospitais 
in the city, while one man in Wake- 
field was so affected by the sun's rays 
that he had to be taken to an insane 
asylum. 

For a few hours in the forenoon the 
east wind had sufficient force to keep 
the hot wave back from the busiuess 
section of Boston, but at 2 o'clock it 
subsided and then there came a biast 
of intensely heated air from out of the 
southwest that sent the thermometer 
up from 78 to 91 in less than an hour’s 
time. With the atmosphere well sat- 
urated with moisture, the balance of 
the afternoon proved most trying aud 
hurry calls for medical aid became fr2- 
quent. 

The customary thunder showers put 
in as appearance in several parts of 
New England, but none of them 
proved particularly destructive. A 
couple at Newport woke the echoes of 
Narragansett bay, and lightning struck 
in many places, but caused very little 
damage. At Northfield, Mass., a barn 
was struck and burned. 

The weather bureau holds out no 
prospects for any cessation of the heat 
for the next day or two at least, al- 
though showers may bring some retief. 


Lost “Beauty” and Cash 

New York, July 138.—On complaint of 
Mrs. Josephine E. Ware, said to be 
prominent socially in Denver, Dr. Nek- 
den, who conducts a beauty renewing 
establishment in this city, has been ar- 
rested, charged with the larceny of 
$200. Mrs. Ware, who gives her age 
as 45, alleges that she paid the doctor 
that amount in advance, with the un- 
derstanding that by the remova! of 
wrinkles he would make her look “like 
a girl of 25” and that for a sojourn of 
four weeks in his sanitarium she pald 
him nearly $1000. She says her face 
is seared from a carbolic “wash” ap- 
plied by the doctor. 


Ready to Salil Toward Pole 

New York, July 13.—Robert E. 
Peary announces that he will sail this 
week for the north. His new Arctic 
ship, the Roosevelt, has been idly wait- 
ing several days for supplies, which 
could not be bought on account of a 
lack of funds.

New York, July 13.—Three lives were 
lost by the sinking of the steamer 
yacht Normandie, which was run down 
in the Hudson river off Dobbs Ferry 
by the Steamer Volund, Those who 
perished were Miss Gladys Dodge of 
New York, a guest aboard the yacht; 
Captain Storm, and Engineer Gracie. 
Coroner Russell has issued warrants 
for the arrest of Joseph Hannigan, a 
deckhand of the Normandie, and John 
H. Rudd, who had chartered the yacht. 


Great Suffering at New York 
New York, July 13.—Undiminisned 
heat and humidity marked the fifth 
day of the torrid wave that has gf- 
flicted New York, and there is no im- 
mediate prospect of relief. Ten deaths 
and nearly three score cases of pros- 
tration was the record of the day. 
Some of the victims of the heat were 

rendered insane by their suffering. 


To Get Practical Experience

COTTON GROP LEAK 


It Was Suspected as Far Back 
as 1900 


A COMPLAINT TO WILSON 


Secret Service Officers Thought 
It an Attempt to Bunco New 
York Brokerage Firm After 
Making an Investigation 


Washington, July 13.—A new and Ip- 
teresting phase of the cotton leak in- 
vestigation has developed through the 
publication of the letter of Walter C. 
Hubbard, president of the New York 
Cotton exchange, addressed to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in which the writer de- 
clared that the members of the ex- 
change had been “greutly shocked by 
the recent disclosures of venality in the 
department of agriculture,” and re- 
questing a full investigation of the 
methods which led to the corruption, 
with a view of preventing the poss!- 
bility of recurrence. 

That letter is believed here to be the 
outcome of recent correspondence be- 
tween Scretary Wilson and Hubbard, 
in which the latter called upon the sec- 
retary to make him a public apology 
because he had some years ago cated 
the secretary's attention to alleged 
leaks and that no notice had been given 
the suggestion. 

The secretary wrote a tart reply, in 
which he informed Hubbard that he 
owed no ove an apology in the light 
of having done his duty to the best of 
his ability, and that when he got any- 
thing that looked like facts he prompt- 
ly sent it to the secret service-off- 
cers to hunt down. 

The case to which Hubbard referred 
in his recent letter to the secretary oc- 
curred in 1900. On Dec. 20 of that 
year Hubbard sent the secretary cer- 
tain papers showing that a Mr. Stein- 
berger wanted to sell information to a 
New York cotton brokerage firm, 
claiming that he could get it in ad- 
vance from the department. Secretary 
Wilson immediately turned the matter 
over to the secret service officers, but 
in about a week Chief Wilkie reported 
that “it looks like an attempt of Stein- 
berger to bunco the New York firm.” 

After allowing two months to elapse 
and not hearing anything further, the 
secretary, on March 26, 1901, called up- 
on the secret service for information 
as to whether they had made any dis- 
coveries. On the following day Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Gage replied as 
follows: 

“The action of this man who wanted 
to sell information was done with the 
hope of being able to sell information, 
but as a matter of fact his efforts to 
obtain the advance information falled, 
as he received no assistance from the 
person !n Washington upon whom he 
depended for information.” 

This report of Gage was transmitted 
to Hubbami by Secretary Wilson the 
next day and the matter was allowed 
to drop. But in January, 1902, Hub- 
bard complained of having been ad- 
vised that southern ginners were send- 
ing to the department returns of tbeir 
ginning operations bearing date of 
Dec. 22 or 23, “and,” said Hubbard, “I 
am unable to understand why addi- 
tional returns from .ginners should be 
obtained, since the result is to be pub- 
lished.” 

It seems, however, that the depart- 
ment of agriculture had not called for 
any ginners’ statistics at that time, but 
that the circulars had been issued 
from the census bureau. In the same 
month Hubbard wrote the department 
ef agriculture asking for certain infor- 
mation on cotton, but the secretary, in 
the course of a sharp Ketter denying the 
request, written under date of Jan. 11, 
102, said: “We take the ground here 
that nothing goes out unless it goes 
to the whole people. We have no 
favorites.” 

Secretary Wilson yesterday permit- 
ted the examiration of the correspond- 
ence in order to show that as far back 
as five years ago he had taken prompt 
action to discover any leaks in his 
office.

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 13.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt delivered an address be- 
fore tlie Associated Physicians of Long 
Island, discussing the relations physi- 
cians sustain with the people of the 
communities in which they reside and 
the work to be done by the medical 
experts in connection with the con- 
struction of the Panama canal.

Baking Watches. 

“I will be with you In a moment. I 
must finish the baking of this batch 
of watches first.”

Chronometers must be regulat- 
ed more carefully than watches. They 
are often kept for weeks In tempera- 
tures that are now zero and now 120 
degrees.”—Philadelphia Bulletin.

Curiosities About Wood, 

The strongest wood which grows 
within the limits of the United States 
is that known as nutmeg hickory, 
which flourishes on the lower Arkansas: 
river. The most elastic ts tamarack, 
the black or shellbark standing not far 
below. The wood with the least elas- 
ticity and lowest specific gravity is the 
Fiscus aurea. The wood of the high- 
est specific gravity is the blue wood of 
Texas and Mexico. The heaviest of the 
foreign woods are the pomegranate 
and the lignum vitae, and the lightest 
is cork. Four hundred and thirteen 
different species of trees grow in the 
various sections of the country, and 
of this number sixteen, when perfectly 
seasoned, will sink in water. These 
woods of high specific gravity grow 
mostly in the arid regions of New Mex- 
feo, Arizona and Nevada.

LAWSON’S  REMEDY| 


He Says It Will Cause Great 
Financial Revolution 


TUESDAY, July 18th, |T9 WRECK THE “SYSTEM” 


Advises Unloading of Stocks and 
Bonds at Present High Prices 
--Has Something to Say About 
Insurance Companies 


St. Paul, July 14.—Thomas W. Luw- 
son of Boston gave a talk to a Jarge 
audience at the People’s church last 
night. He declared that should his so- 
called remedy, which he did not make 
public, be put into effect. there would 
be a great financial revolution; there 
would be no more stock inflatiou; the 
money stolen from the people by the 
“system” would be returned to the peo- 
ple and, because railroads and indus- 
trial corporations would have on.y to 
earn a fair percentage on the true value 
of their investments, the cost of living 
would be reduced and wage earners 
would be able to anjoy greater luxuries 
and to lay by a greater portion of their 
savings. 

As to when he would ,propound this 
remedy, he said that it would be foclish 
to make it known until the people were 
ready for it; otherwise the “system” 
would find means to render it non-ef- 
fective. The people must first get rid 
of their stocks and bonds, sell them to 
the “system” at the present inflated 
prices, and then when the “systein” is 
forced to let them go, the people siould 
buy them back cheaply and forever 
keep the control in their own hands. 
When this had been accomplished Lis 
remedy, which he declared to be a 
simple business proposition, could be 
put into force, and there would never 
again be inflation of capital stocks. 

Asked as to whether his plan was a 
dangerous oné, he replied that it was; 
that it is dangerous “for the other fci- 
low.” A panic might ensue; in fact he 
hoped and believed a panic would en- 
sue, but not until the people had sold 
their stocks to the “system.” 

“My friends,” said Lawson, “Wall 
street is nothing but a trick machine. 
Every year Rockefeller, Rogers, Mor- 
gan and others of their class run the 
American people through that machine 
from one end to the other and as they 
pass through the money in their 
pockets falls into the system’s bucket. 
What I propose to you is simply to re- 
verse the operation; run the system 
through the other way, and in that 
manner separate them from their iii- 
gotten gains and return their stolen 
millions to the rightful owners-—the 
American people. 

“I tested the people in December. I 
put in some advertisements, and stocks 

{dropped $400,000,000. I didn’t do it; 
{ the people did it when I got the kernel 
of truth that I gave them. 

“I told the people that the three big 
insurance companies were rotten, They 
spent $8,250,000 to answer me, They 
declared I was a fakir. I gave theu 
four months to be out in the middle of 
the street fighting and gouging. ‘They 
were doing it in three, 

“I wouldn't have dared to tell you 
what the insuranca commissioner of 
New York has told you. If I wanted 
to steal I would take a dark lantern 
and go out robbing banks, taking my 
chances. I wouldn't take the pennies 
and dollars of poor people, and sperd 
100,000 of them for a dinner. 

“They are now proving that cvery 
dollar that goes in is shrugk and 
tapped, and the stealings have ac- 
counted for $150,000,000 in 80 years. I 
offered Hyde $50,000,000 for his stock, 
so I could recover the stealings for the 
people. He refused, and sold lately for 
$2,500,000.” 


Lawson Taike at Minneapolis 

Minneapolis, July 14—Thomas W. 
Lawson of Boston was the guest of tLe 
Minneapolis Commercial club. Ino an 
address he said: “I have several wil- 
lions myself and I wronged the Ancr 
ican people in getting them. But I 
did not know itatthe time. When the 
time comes I will give that money 
back to them. John D. Rockefeller is 
worth $600,000,000 and every dollar 
that he has he got dishonestly. If i 
live I'm going to make the American 
people sell every dollar's worth of 
stock they have and by that time thcy'li 
know better than to buy back.” 


Monarchs Plan an Alliance 
Stockholm, July 14.—It is stated on 
good suthority that a German-Swedish 
alliance is seriously contemplated. The 
question was discussed at a conference 
between Emperor William and Kis 
Oscar on board the imperial yacht 
Hohenzoaliern at Gefle yesterday. The 

conference lasted over two hours. 


Paper Trust to Be Probed 

Milwaukee, July 14—A __ special 
United States grand jury will be sum- 
moned in September to meet in Milwau- 
kee. It is said it will devote itself intu 
an inquiry into the affairs of the Gen- 
eral Paper company, the so-calkd 
“paper trust.”

MURDER IN WOODS 


Almost Decapitated Body of a 


.Woman Is Found 


18 NOT YET IDENTIFIED 


Appearances Indicate That She 
Had a Severe Struggle Witha 
Man--Body Dragged to Place 
Where It Was Found: 


Belmont, Mass., Jur, 14.—The Mas- 
sachusetts district poliee and the police 
of Belmont are investigating the mur- 
der of a woman whose body was 
found yesterday afternoon near the 
links of the Arlington Golf club, over 
the Belmont town line. The ghroat 
had been cut, a deep, jagged Wound 
having almost severed the head from 
the body. The identity of the victim 
has not been learned. 

The body was found behind a stone 
wall and from the general appearance 
of the spot and the ground in the vicin- 
ity it was judged that the body Lad 
been dragged to the place where it 
was found some time Wednesday night. 

The Arlington Golf club links, i: the 
rear of which the body was fouud, is 
situated on a road leading directly from 
Arlington to Belmont Center. ‘The 
woods to the rear of the golf club are 
not extensive, but are fairly dense and 
seldom traversed. It is about a mile 
from the woods to the Belmont police 
station at Belmont Center, and a tittle 
more than a mile to Arlington Center. 

The description of the body as fur- 
nished by the medical examiner is as 
fellows: Age, between 30 and 40 
years; height, 5 feet 2 inches; weight, 
180 pounds; hair, dark brown; eyes, 
blue. There were no _ identifying 
marks found on the body. 

Dr. Swan held an autopsy last night 
and his conclusions were that the wo- 
man had been murdered. Death, he 
found, was due to multiple cuts and 
bruises on the head, face and neck. 
The skull had been fractured in the 
front part of the head. The head it- 
self had been practically severed from 
the body by a sharp knife or sim‘‘ar 
instrument. 

The crime was discovered by a farin 
hand named Peter Igo, whose atter- 
tion was first attracted by a woman's 
hat. He looked at the hat a second or 
two, and then observed marks along 
the ground and among the shrubbery, 
which indicated that some heavy ob- 
ject had been dragged for severai feet. 
There were further marks as if a 
struggle had occurred. The murderer 
had evidently attempted to get the 
body of the woman over a barbed-wire 
fence which skirts a small pond. Faii- 
ing to get the body over the fence, it 
is thought the murderer retraced his 
steps, as he evidently dragged the 
body dack a number of feet, and then 
took it to a shaded depression alous- 
side of the stone wall, about 75 feet 
distant. The body was then thrown 
over the wall and into a gully on the 
property of the golf club. 

In addition to a black picture hat,a 
parasol with blood stains was found 
nearby the marks on the ground. The 
hat, when first seen by Igo, rested near 
the barbed-wire fence. Later a puir 
of cuffs, belonging toa man’s bLive- 
striped shirt, were picked up near the 
pond. There were also blood stains on 
the cuffs. In the vicinity a woman's 
pocketbook and a bottle containing 
whiskey were found. 

Later the police stated that a por- 
tion of a man’s gold watch chain had 
been found hanging to one of the barbs 
of the wire fence, and a woman's 
beaded necklace bad been picked up 
near the body. In the pocketbook was 
a slip of paper on which was writen 
two names, a man’s and a woman's, 
but the police refused to give tur 
names. The purse also contained a 
Chinese laundry check and 58 cents in 
money. The police also stated thar the 
clothes on the body of the woman 
were very badly torn, indicating that 
there had beeu a struggle. 

Dr. Swan found no traces of alcohol 
on the body and he is certain that the 
Woman bad not been drinking. ‘The 
woman had not been criminally as- 
saulted. Two stones, weighing about 
15 pounds each and bearing blood 
stains, were found on the scene of the 
murder ,and it is thought that the 
wounds on the head were made vy 
them. After almost decapitating the 
woman, the murderer made a deep cut 
over the left breast, evidently wit! a 
knife, the same weapon he had ised 
on the throat. 

From the clothing and the appea:- 
ance of the hands the authorities have 
decided that the woman belonged to the 
working class. Her waist and skirts 
were made of inexpensive materia’. 

Late last night Detectives Whitney 
and Rhoades hastily left the town and 
went to Boston. It is supposed that 
they are investigating a possible clue 
furnished by the slip of paper found 
in the pocketbook picked up at the 
scene of the murder.

QUINCY DAILY 
MET WITH FAILURE 


Jerome Made a Move to Probe 
Equitable Affairs 


DOCUMENT IS REFUSED 


Order of Governor For Copy of 
the Detailed Evidence Before 
the Insurance Commissioner Is 
Ignored--Paper Printed It 


New York, July 14.—District At- 
torney Jerome has made an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to secure from the office of 
First Deputy Superintendent of Instur- 
ance Hunter in this city a copy of the 
detailed evidence on the affairs of the 
Equitable Life Assurance society, 
taken before Superintendent of Insur- 
auce Hendricks. ‘This is the report 
which already has been printed, and of 
which Jerome said it was “funny” that 
be could not obtain a copy wheu a 
newspaper secured and printed it. 

After failure to get the report, Jerome 
sent Hunter a letter in which he said 
that he had Governor Higgins’ order 
fer a copy of the report and requested 
that it be delivered to one of his assist- 
ants. Mr. Hunter declined to comply 
with, the request unless Jerome could 
prove that the copy in Hunter’s hauds 
was the property of Hendricks und 
would agree to return it within a rea- 
sonuble time, when requested to do so. 
Mr. Jerome then sent another letter to 
Hunter in which he detailed al! the cor- 
respondence which had passed between 
himself aud the governor on the sub- 
ject, as weli as copies of the letters ex- 
changed by the district attorney and 
Hendricks. Concluding, the letter says: 

“This morning I sent my assistant 
Mr. Turnbull, to you, in view of your 
letter to me, to ask that I be given a 
copy as promised by the governor in 
his letter of June 28. Mr. Turnbuil in- 
forms me in substance that you said 
you would deliver a copy to me if I 
would give you something over my sig- 
nature to show that the copy was tle 
property of the superintendent of in- 
surance, and would, in addition, state 
that I would return it within a reason- 
abie time and when called for. 

“It is alwaye the babit of this office 
to receipt for papers and always the 
custom of thia office to return pupers 
to the custody where they belong, but 
it ts not the custom of this office, nor 
will the district attorney agree to re- 
turn upon demand to a subordinate, a 
copy of evidence directed to be fur- 
nished by the governor of the state of 
New York. 

“I regret that there should be any 
misunderstanding about this wmatter 
and ask that you deliver to we, with- 
out qualification or conditions, a copy 
ef the testimony taken by the superix- 
tendent of insurance pursuant to the 
promise made by the superintendent of 
insurance to the gevernor. Upon the 
delivery of this I will receipt for it, 
and will answer to your superiors for 
its safe custody and return at the 
proper time.” 

Mr. Jerome said last night: “Over 
and beyond what is shown by the cor- 
respondence I want to say I believe 
Governor Higgins has done everything 
in bia power to aid me in getting pos- 
session of the testimony tuken by Su- 
perintendent Hendricks.” 


Hendricks Silent as to Leak 

Syracuse, N. Y, July 14.—Insurance 
Superintendent Hendricks declines to 
discuss the leak by which the testi- 
mony taken in the Equitable investiga- 
tion became public. Asked as to why 
reference to the Depew Improvement 
company and its exorbitant loan rrom 
the Equitable was not contained In the 
preliatinary report, Hendricks said: 
“That was ancient history. ¢ had 
gone into that before. We told them 
to call the loan. We marked the vaius- 
‘thon of the property down to $130,000. 
They kicked on that, and we told them 
that if we made any change it would 
be less) They then foreclosed the 
mortgage on the property, bid it in for 
$50,000 and they have it yet.” 


Classed as Public Document 

Albany, July 14—Bearing in wind 
Governor Higgins’ statement that the 
testimony taken by the state insurance 
department in its investigation of ihe 
Equitsble Life Assurance society was 
& public document, Attorney General 
Mayer gave access to the typewritten 
copy which he received a week ago. 
The main portions of the testimory 
have already been published and dis- 
cussed, The remainder adds little or 
nothing to what is already known of 
the company’s affairs. 


‘Alexander In Bad Plight 

New York, July 14—James W. Alex- 
ander, former president of the Equit- 
able Life Assurance society, continues 
very Il]. He is undergoing treatment in 
a secluded place in Long Island. Ac- 
cording to statements made, Alexander 
does not even know that Paul Morton 
is at the head of the Equitable. Neither 
has he been informed of the Ryan pur- 
chase and the installation of the three 
trustees, The fact of the accepance 
of his own resignation and that of 
Hyde, it is declared, has not been made 
keadwn to him, and neither has irfor- 
mation been conveyed to him of the re 
turn of syndicate money, nor the pur- 
port of the report of Superintendent 
Hendricks.

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PLEASES PEACE PARTY

Cear Signs Appointment of Witte 
as Chief Peace Envoy 

St. Petersburg, July 14—Emperor 
Nicholas bees signed the appointment 
ef M. Witte, president of the commit- 
tee of ministers, to be chief plenipo- 
tentiary representing the Russian zor- 
ernment in the peace negotiations to 
be conducted next month in the United 
States. The appointment clothes Witte 
with plenary powers. 

Official notification of the desigua- 
tion of Witte to head the mission was 
forwarded to Washington. M. Witte 
will take passage on the steamer Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse, which sails frum 
Cherbourg July 26. 

The peace party is overjoyed at the 
fact that the negotiations have been 
placed in Witte’s hands, It is the 
firm belief that thia not only secures a 
successful termination of the negotia- 
tions, but that Witte will secure the 
best possible terms for his country. 

Some of the grand dukes and cour- 
tiers of the emperor’s entourage, how- 
ever, are reported to be furious at 
Witte’s selection,

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A Remarkable Dwarf. 

Perhaps the most remarkable dwarf 
on record was Sir Jeffrey Hudson, the 
little fellow whom Scott introduces in 
“Peverill of the Peak.” He was born 
in Rutlandshire, England, in 1619. 

When eight years of age he was pre- 
sented by the Duke of Buckingham to 
Queen Henrietta in a cold pie. He aft- 
erward became attached to the court of 
Charles I. At one of the court masks 
the king’s porter, a man of gigantic 
size, who used to torment the little 
dwarf, pulled from one pocket a loaf 
of bread and from the other Jeffrey, 
much to the surprise and amusement 
of the compahy present. Jeffrey was 
at this time only eighteen inches in 
height. 

He remained at this stature until he 
was thirty years of age, after which 
a curious exception to the laws of 
growth took place, since Jeffrey rapid- 
ly grew to be three feet nine inches in 
height, whereas most men do not grow 
a quarter of an inch after the age of 
thirty. This dwarf bad an enormous 
head and very large hands and feet; 
otherwise his proportions were sym- 
metrical, and his face was considered 
handsome.—Youth’s Companion, 


The Useful Donkey. 

In Syria, says a traveler, I saw a 
donkey put to an extraordinary use. 
One evening just before the dinner 
hour in our tent the Arab cook rushed 
hurriedly out of the door of the kitchen 
tent with a glass carafe in his hand. 
He went up to the row of donkeys, 
horses and packages tethered close by. 
Seizing the tall of the smallest of the 
donkeys, he hastily thrust it into the 
carafe, gave it two or three vigorous 
turns tnside the bottle and then as 
quickly removed the unconcerned tail. 
Thus he had cleansed the water bottle 
for our dinner. It is in Syria also that 
the strange fashion exists of shaving 
the donkeys’ coats in different ways, 
much as a lady of fashion shaves her 
French poodle. A choice breed of don- 
keys, known as “Bagdad mules,” is 
much cherished in the neighborhood of 
Damascus. Thejr long, hairy coat, 
usually of pure white or pale gray, ad- 
mits of fantastic clipping. 


Money Hotel Cashiers Dislike. 

“It is a curious habit the great Amer- 
{ean public has of wanting the kind of 
money that hotel cashiers dislike and 
have the least of,” sald one of those 
useful functionaries. “Many are the 
times each day that I am called upon, 
by ladies especially, for fifty cent 
pleces. Quarters won't answer. They 
want half dollars, though why that 
particular coin I've never been able to 
understand.

At no time for years have men been 
so hard to get to work in the wheat- 
fields of central Kansas as this year. 
College boys have tried it, and most 
of them have stuck to the task, but 
there are few of them to be had, and 
the farmers have been obliged to get 
along with what hands they could pick 
up.

behind those bright eastern girls. 

“Well, I am going to offer a prize for 
the best workers, and it’s a prize that 
no man has won yet, kisses and hugs 
for the best men here. To the man 
who stacks the most wheat today I 
will give three kisses and a hug—real 
old fashioned Kansas girl's hug. To 
the man who is second I will give two 
kisses, and the third man shall have a 
real hard hug. So please save daddy’s 
wheat.”

Every man worked, not as if 
the crop were his own, but as if it be- 
longed to Mabel and her college career 
depended on it, as it really did.

Charges Against Officers of a | 
Failed Boston Bank 


RECEIVER BRINGS ACTION 


Says Directors Wilfully Falsified 
Reports of Condition of Bank 
to Comptroller of Currency-- 
Over $300,000 In Poor Paper 


Boston, July 15.—Civil action has 
been brought in the United States cir- 
cuit court by Frank D. Allen, receiver, 
against the entire board of directors of 
the Central National bank, which 
failed Nov. 13, 1902, with liabilities of 


over $3,000,000. Mr. Allen asks the 
court that an account be taken, under 
direction of the court, of all the losses 
sustained by the bank, its stockho:d- 
ers and creditors, by reason of incom- 
petent management, and that the offi- 
eers of the bank, or such of them as 
may be found liable for the losses, be 
decreed to restore to the bank the 
money thus lost. 

The documents submitted by Allen 
in support of his case are voluminous, 
and in them he severely arraigns the 
bank officials. The suits are for the 
purpose of securing for the stockhold- 
ers and creditors an amount esti- 
mated at between $300,000 and $3500,- 
000, which represents the sum Allen 
was unable to collect on pocr negotiable 
paper. 

One of the most serious charges made 
against the directors is that they wil- 
fully falsified their reports of the con- 
dition of the bank to the comptro'ler 
of the currency, procured J. A. Brown, 
the cashier of the bank, to bid up the 
stock of the bank at a public sale, and 
to buy it in with the funds of the bank 
if it did not go high enough, in order 
that no reflection should be cast on the 
credit or solvency of the institution in 
the minds of the public. 

‘The directors were from time to time 
severely criticised by the comptroller 
of the currency, according to Allen, for 
certain loans they had made, and in a 
letter to which he refers they promised 
the comptroller that they would make 
amends, while as a matter of fact they 
were constantly adding to these objec- 
tionable loans, and told him that a cer- 
tain loan was paid when the books 
showed that at the time of the failure 
there were several thousands still due 
upon it. 

Otis H. Luke, president of the bank, 
is accused by Allen of accepting per- 
sonal bonuses from firms accommo- 
dated at the bank, either by extension 
of time or by continuing loans or over- 
drafts. The receiver says that over 
$5000 was pald to the bank president in 
tl 6 manner. 

Neglecting their duties, Allen al- 
leges, the directors permitted Luke 
largely to control and manage the af- 
fairs of the bank, to loan its funds, 
without security, to himself and to 
other members of his family, to friends 
and to clerks of the bank, for his bene- 
fit, and also to other persons known 
to Luke and to the directors to be per- 
sons of little or no financial responsi- 
bility, which loans were approved by 
the directors without further inquiry 
or examination; that the directors per- 
mitted funds of the bank to be loaned 
by Luke to Howard L. Porter, with 
whom he was engaged in business, the 
said loan being made without any se- 
curity. 

Mr. Allen further alleges that by rea- 
son of the conduct of Luke, suffered 
and permitted by the directors, through 
neglect of their duty and their fai!ure 
to correct known abuses in the man- 
agement of the bank, and in the con- 
duct of its affairs by the president, 
losses were sustained by the bank, and 
for these losses he seeks to hold the di- 
rectors liable.

Command of Baill Is First 
Essential --- The Jump 
Ball --- When to Vary 
Delivery---High and 
Low Balls --- Throwing 
to Bases. 


By CY YOUNG, 

Veteran pitcher of Boston Americans. 

Command of the ball is the first es- 
sential to success in pitching. A good, 
fast, overhand ball, kept high, is the 
one I depend on mostly when anxious 
to get an out. 

I take the ball with two forefingers 
and thumb for al! styles of work, as it 
gives me the best control. 

Straight balls over the corners will

widest curves. This style is of little 

use, however, unless the umpire is a 

good judge of corner work. 

When in good shape I use a jump 
ball considerably. It comes with ex- 
tra speed, and if worked well into the 
batsman is perhaps the most difficult 
ball to hit safe. 

The ball should be kept high when 
the batsman Is out for a saerifice, and 
a clever slow ball with a change of 
pace is very effective when you want 
to see the batsman send up a weak 
fly. The underhand bal! with a raise 
I use but very little, as it has a tend- 
ency to lame the arm and must be 
curved as well as raised. 

Many pitchers are effective until men 
get on bases, when they must shorten 
their swing; therefore a pitcher should 
have two distinct movements. In his 
preliminary swing, holding men close 
to tbe bases is one of the important 
features of the game. 

A pitcher should throw seldom to the 
bases unless with a fair chance of get- 
ting the man. Too much throwing will 
affect his command over the ball and 
lose the lines he has on the man at the 
bat. 

There is a vast difference in pitching 
to right and left handed batsmen, and

J think the left hander the more annoy- 
{ng for a right hand pitcher. I work a 
left hand man with close curves about 
waist high, with a curve on the out 
corner of the plate. As most of the 
left handers are “choppers,” they are 
speed and bothered 
more with curves ard a change of pace. 

The preliminary swing is ever; 
toa pitcher. By putting your shouk 
and back muscles into your delivery 
you will save the arm.

Death of an Old Resident.

Another of the aged residents of 
Braintree has passed away. Mr. George 
A. Sproul died at his residence on 
Crescent avenue, South Braintree, at 6 
o'clock on Tuesday evening, the 11th 
inst.

for Children. 


Charles Warren Guy of Butler road, 
Quincy, has added a bock of wide 
interest to his works. Of interest to the 
children because it is written for them 
largely; of interest locally because of 
comments of historic value.

Then he defends the 
mothers of ovr boys and girls and 
claims that men would be better and 
politics cleaner if women could help. 

The quaint stories will not tire the 
reader. There are halftone cuts, in- 
cluding historical landmarks—the house 
of John Quincy Adams, the Dorothy Q. 
Home, Quincy, Mass., ‘‘Old Fairbanks 
Place,’? Dedham, and ~Roselawn,’’ 
Quincy, the home of the author. Mr. 
Guy thinks charities could be profitably 
spent and that money and time would 
be better devoted to support homes for 
old people, orphan asylums and such 
institutions in our own country than in 
foreign lands, where every dollar seems 
to bring its full value. He commends 
the Home for Aged People in Wren- 
tham, which is in care of the King’s 
Daughters, floating hospitals, and fresh

EXPLOSIVES. 


New Rules for Their Transporta- 
tion, Storage, Etc. 


When Deputy Chief George C. Neal 
of Lynn of the State police gets out his 
new rules and regulations fur the trans- 
portation, cartage and storage of ex- 
plosives, there will be many surprises. 

One of the most striking innovations 
not heretofore noted, is that every 
carter of explosives will be compelled 
to emblazen his wagon with large let- 
ters indicative of the danger of the 
load. 

On every cart will appear the warning 
‘*Powder Wagon.’ The letters will be 
six inches in height, plainly visible to 
people on sidewalks who may know 
what peril to avoid. 

Another plan he is to introduce will 
be the requirement that every driver of 
& wagon containing dynamite or other 
explosive must submit to a test. He 
must show that he is over 21 years of 
age, that he is of sober habits, and that 
he can read the English language. The 
last qualification has been imposed that 
no one may plead ignorance of the law 
or inability to read the simple printed 
rules which the state police will issue. 

A third idea in the regulations of the 
use of explosives is that the parties 
who receive and order and those who 
give must keep records indicating how 
large quantities have been received, 
what sort of an explosive it is, what its 
strength may be, ete, These records 
are to be open to the inspection of the 
state police at all times. The purpose 
of this rule is to enable to trace up any 
accident at any time, something they 
were unable to do in the Melrose affair 
because no records were kept. 

Dealers who keep a large quantity of 
explosives in storage will be compelled 
to store their dynamite, etc., and their 
powder separately, and also to secure = 
license from Chief Joseph E. Shaw, not

ment-is for the purpose of centralizing 
all responsibility.

LIHU ROOT earns $200,000 a 
year as a lawyer. That puts 
him in a class by himself. Re- 
markable is the adjective that 
applies, if it ever applied to any man. 

Mr. Root is to give up his princely 
income ‘to accept a salary of $8,000 a 
year as secretary of state in President 
Roosevelt's cabinet. Which sentiment 
dictates the action—putriotism or am- 
bition? Perhaps both. 

In any event, the nation secures the 
talents of an unusual man. He will 
serve her well, for absolute loyalty to 
his cause has been one of Mr. Root’s 
strongest characteristics. He becomes 
not only secretary of state, but a 
strong presidential possibility. 

President Roosevelt realized that a 
strong man must succeed John Hay. 
A strong man was chosen. Five years 
as secretary of war showed that 
strength to the country. There is noth- 
ing spectacular about Root, nothing to 
take hold of the popular imagination. 
He is careless of public opinion, almost 
callous as to what the newspapers say 
of him.

Not a Novice In Statecraft. 


The new premier of the cabinet is 
not a novice in the duties of his posi- 
tion. In the trying days of 1900, when 
the foreign legations were shut up at 
Peking, President McKinley was at his 
home in Canton and Secretary Hay 
was ill in New Hampshire. Root, be- 
ing next in command, had to bear the 
burden. The famous dispatches to Li 
Hung Chang were written by Root, 
and the command to General Chaffee 
to march forward to the relief of the 
American minister, which had so much 
to do with forcing the rest of the pow- 
ers to take a similar action, was given 
by Root. The policy of the McKinley 
administration to maintain the integ- 
rity of China had been formulated by 
Hay, it is true, but the carrying out of 
the policy was left to the secretary of 
war. Perhaps.the thorough way in 
which the second member of the cabi- 
net played his part at that trying time 
had much to do with placing him at the 
head of the cabinet now. However! 
that may be, he revealed himself a 
master of the game of statecraft, and 
no fear need be entertained that he 
mill not be able to take a hand along} 
with the chancelleries of the old 
world. The commanding position which 
the United States has taken in the di- 
plomacy of the nations will not suffer 
under Elihu Root. His enemies—and 
he has many—will be as ready to ad- 
mit that as his friends. Whatever 
faults he may have, he does not fail in 
a crisis. In plain language, he is not 
slipshod; he does not fall down; he de- 
livers the goods.

His Methods as Orator. 


As a speaker he is masterly and ex- 
haustive, making clear and cogent ar- 
guments, but is not much versed in 
methods of appealing to the popular} 
fancy.

He is the typical lawyer, who strives 
to satisfy his clients and justify their 
faith in him.

New England Justice. 


Ebenezer Snell, the grandfather of | coaches tell the men that they must} 


the poet William Cullen Bryant, is de- 
scribed as a good type of the New 
England farmer, in whose nature Puri- 
tanism, with its stern rigors of conduct 
and conscience, was overlaid with 
many of the amenities of Yankee hu- 
mor. Bryant preserved several anec- 
dotes of his grandfather, one of which,

Titus Wants 
A Reform 


In Rowing 


Champion Says Members 
of Eight Oared Crews 
Should Use Two Sculls 
Instead of a Single 
Sweep---He Gives Rea- 
SONS. 

By CONSTANCE S&S. TITUS, 
America's greatest amateur oarsman. 
When rowing was taken up by the 

colleges all over the country the orig- 

inal idea was to promote a fine out of 


door sport that would benefit the men 
who took part in it. Of course it does

benefit them, but I believe that the 

present methods could be greatly im- 

proved upon. 

The important crew in any college is 
the eight. We took the idea of having 
eight men in a boat, each handling a 
twelve foot sweep, from the English. 
We have improved the boats, making 
them lighter and faster without sacri- 
ficing strength where strength is im- 
portant, but still we stick to the old 
English idea of arranging the men. 

Now, look at the result. 

Each man when he begins to row is 
placed either on the port or starboard 
side. He almost invariably rows on 
that side as long as he stays in the 
game. He uses a sweep about twelve 
feet in length and weighing, say, nine 
pounds. 

As he reaches forward with his 
hands close together on the handle of 
the sweep one arm is fully extended, 
with the wrist straight. The inside 
arm is cramped, with a bend at the 
wrist. One shoulder swings forward 
more than the other. Some of the 


hold their bodies square to the front, 
but it is a practically impossible thing 
when both hands are on the handle of 
a sweep that shifts from one angle to 
another. As the stroke begins the in- 
board shoulder is further than the oth- 
er. Coming to the finish of the stroke, 
the whole body twists, bringing that 
shoulder back to the rear. A man at & 
starboard oar develops his right shoul- 
der and his whole right side much more 
than his left. At a port oar the devel- 
opment is on the left side. 

Now, take the centiped or octoped, 
which, I think, should take the place of 
the eight. 

Here each man handles a pair of 
sculls about nine feet six inches long, 
weighing only four pounds each. 

As he leans forward his hands swing 
apart, expanding the chest so that he 
ean breathe freely. Midway in the

stroke they come together, and open 
out again at the finish, again expand- 
ing the chest. Each side does exactly 
the same amount of work, so there is 
no Chance for an uneven development, 
as in the case of the one sided sweep.

Done at Asbury Park. 


[From the Braintree Observer-] 


It has been my privilege to spend the 
week at Asbury Park, New Jersey’s 
beautiful seaside resort, and I wish I 
could adequately convey to my fellow- 
townsmen even a small part of the in- 
terest and inspiration afforded by the 
place itself and the great meeting of 
the National Educational Assuciation 
which was the occasion of my visit. 

Asbury Park is 55 miles from New 
York City down the Jersey coast. The 
broad Atlantic breaks ona long stretch 
of clear, white sand, making a perfect 
bathing beach where thousands daily 
enjoy sporting in the surf to their own 
great refreshment and the entertainment 
of other thousands of interested on- 
lookers. Long Branch, a few miles 
nearer New York, is perhaps the more 
famous watering place. But Asbury 
Park and Ocean Grove, twin cities sep- 
arated by a small lake and united by 
numerous bridges, board-walks and 
other ties of a less material nature, are 
the mecca of a large number of summer 
visitors and the seat of certain religious 
operations, under Methodist auspices, 
which make life there somewhat unique. 

Trains do not stop at Asbury Park on 
Sunday, and some weary long-distance 
travellers, inadvertently arriving on the 
Lord’s day have to get off at North 
Asbury Park and walk or drive the rest 
of the way. Even carriages are halted 
at the boundaries of Ocean Grove. A 
friend of mine arriving on Sunday asked 
his ‘‘cabby"’ if he could not make an 
exception in his case and drive him to 
his assigned stopping-place. The reply 
was that he could if the passenger was 
willing to put up the $4,000.00 which 
the laws prescribed for such a violation 
of the Sunday quiet. Consequent upon 
the visit of some 20,000 educators to 
attend the Cénvention, each witha 
trunk or dress-suit case the glut of bag- 
gage at the station over Sunday can 
better be imagined than described. 

No liquor is sold (at least not openly) 
and inthe vast throng of people on 
beaches and streets I did not see an in- 
toxicated person not a bit of disorder 
even onthe night of ‘‘ the glorious 
Fourth’’ when at least 10,000 persons 
were on the Asbury Park beach to wit- 
ness @ magnificent display of fireworks 
provided by the city. 

The National Educational Association 
is a purely deliberative body, neitber 
claiming nor desiring any authority 
over anyone. Yet what it formally ap- 
proves generally ‘‘goes,’’ for the leading 
experts of the country are in its mem- 
bership and active in the conduct of 
its affairs. The general sessions of the 
convention were held in the great andi- 
torium at Ocean Grove. This building 
comfortably seats 10,000 people and it 
is a model audience room. The electric 
lamps are so arranged that there isa 
soft diffusion of light throughout 
the room which is entirely agreeable to 
the eyes. The acoustic properties are 
perfect ; and from every part of the room 
it is possible to see the whole audience 
and the speaker. 


The music was most inspiring 
througbout the week. A very large 
orchestra of all kinds of instruments 


and a very large chorus of both men 
and women, together with many dis- 
tinguished soloists furnished a musical 
treat which cannot soon be forgotten. 
A very able conductor kept all in per- 
fect time and gave expressiveness to 
the renderings of some of the selections, 
such as to deeply stir the emotions of 
the audience, 

The very elect of the Educators were 
there from all parts of the country and 
the air was surcharged with discussion 
of all phases of nearly every conceivable 
school subject. No one person could 
take it all in, both because there isa 
limit to man’s mental capacity and be- 
cause many different meetings were held 
at the same time in different parts of 
the city. But anyone would have been 
stupid who did not carry away many 
fresh and helpful ideas and a new and 
exalted conception of the greatness of 
the work of educating the future men 
and women of our great free republic. 

In the first service which I attended 
(on Sunday evening) that great pulpit 
orator, Rev. Russell H. Conwell, of the 
the Baptist temple, Philadelphia, made 
a noble plea for a Christian education, 
preaching from the text ‘‘We would 
see Jesus, ’’ : 

Massachusetts people were all proud 
of Secretary George H. Martin’s clean- 
cut presentation of the ideal attitude of 
the state on the subjectof child-labor. 
He claimed that every child, born into 
this world by no choice of its own, has 
a right to three things,—time‘ instruc- 
tion and protection; time to grow, to 
find himself and to discern what kind 
of things and people are in the world; 
instruction in regard to what the race 
has accumulated in the way of know- 
ledge of how to live successfully; and 
protection by the state, in these rights 
and for the state’s own interest, against 
the ignorance, indifference, greed or 


+ viciousness of irresponsible parents and 


me 


others. Mr. Martin argued fora uni- 
form law, making fourteen years the 
limit, before which it should be unlaw- 
ful to confine children in shops and 
factories. 

The inconsistency of those who oppose 
modern methods in education was amus- 
ingly illustrated by citing the case of a 
certain school-committeeman, who, 
after being called by telephone to a din- 
ner cooked over a gas-range, left his 
electrically lighted home, riding to the 
board-meeting in his automobile, to 
cast his vote in favor of requiring 
schools of his city to confine themselves 
to the teaching of the three Rs, to the 
exclusion of all modern methods and 
fads in education. 

I heard it argued by one gentleman 
that out-of-town talent should be em- 
ployed on the teaching force as 
far as possible. This speaker point- 
ed out the fact that in some towns, 
especially New England, there had been 
among the inhabitants a steady physical 
deterioration on account of the inter- 
marriage of ‘neighbors for generations, 
until in some cases the old stock was 
inferior and gradually dying out. He 
claimed that there would be a similar 
intellectual degeneration where the 
young ladies of a town, however estim- 
able and well-educated, were year after 
year employed as teachers in their own 
town. Itis far better for them to go 
into new scenes and far better for the 
schools to introduce ‘‘new blood’? in 
the persons of teachers brought up else- 
where, who from a different environ- 
ment should bring in fresh life and new 
ideas. I believe this to be in a general 
way true and good doctrine.

He was called in my hearing 
‘“‘the most powerful man in the world 
today.”” He is undoubtedly more in- 
fluential than any other individual in 
the Western Hemisphere, if not in 
the world; and his whole political 
career is an expression of the conscience 
of the American people. From the 
first he has stood uncompromisingly 
for purity and uprightness in public 
official relations. On this issue he has 
been successively elected to a series of 
high positions until he has reached the 
highest in the gift of the people. 

They want in the public service the 
straightforward, courageous, frank and 
uncompromising integrity which be 
has always shownin all his dealings 
with the manifold corruptions that have 
thus far in vain assailed him. That is 
why they have elected bim and why he 
is so powerful. The President gave 
the teachers high praise for their faith- 
ful and unselfish labors for the good of 
the nation and spoke a strong word in 
favor of a better remuneration for their 
services. It is safe to predict that 
every one present at this great meeting 
will retarn to bis work at the close of 
the vacation with a new conception of 
his responsibility and a larger, deeper 
inspiration.

Soap Suds for Brown-tails. 

Under the heading ‘‘Worth Trying,’’ 
the Free Press of Somersworth, N. H., 
Says: 

Mr. Reuben C. Clark of Berwick 
says that for some years he has been 
using soapsuds, made of old-fashioned 
soft soap, as a remedy for tent cater- 
pillars and current worms. He has 
sprayed the suds on the pests, and its 
effect was immediate. After the soapy 
water strack the insects they never 
once moved, but remained in that po- 
sition until they dried up and blew 
away. On a neighboring farm there 
is an elm tree which has been invaded 
by the brown-tail caterpillars, and 
they had played sad havoc with it. 
Wishing to experiment on these cater- 
pillars with his soapsuds, Mr, Clark 
found several and applied the suds 
to them. They never moved. Its 
effect was apparently instantaneous, If 
these experiments are borne out by 
further tests, here will be found a 
cheap and convenient remedy for this 
destructive pest, soapsuds is not poison- 
ous, and the use of it does not present 
the danger of poisoning the grasa and 
thus poisoning the stock that may 
feed on it. One great drawback to 
the use of paris green and other such 
remedies, is the danger of_ poisoning. 
The only difficulty in the use of soap- 
suds is that involved in the use of 
paris green, and thatis the difficulty 
of spraying the taller trees. Some in- 
ventive individual ought to devise a 
sprayer that will fully meet the de- 
mand in this respect and then we wil] 
have in soapsuds a cheap and effective 
remedy for a dangerous pest. These 
facts are certainly worth knowing and

Popular Head of Grand Army 
Was Overworked 


ON EXHAUSTING TOURS 


Had Been Advised to Curtail It- 

“imerary, But Gave His Life to 
Organization Whose Welfare 
He Had at Heart 


Boise, Ida., July 17.—General Wilmon 
W: Blackmar, commander-in-chief of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, died 
here of nephritis. His wife was with 
him during the illness. The body will 
be embalmed and taken to the home of 
the family in Boston. General Black- 
mar arrived here on July 10 on an in- 
spection tour of Grand Army posts 
throughout the northwest. He was ill 
when he arrived and gradually failed. 
The seriousness of his condition was 
kept from the public at the request of 
his wife. 


Boston, July 17.—Except to two or 
three officials of the Grand Army, the 
news of the death of General Black- 
mar was received with great surprise in 
this city. The home of Blackmar was 
in this city, and since his elevation 
to the position of commander-in-chief 
the headquarters of the organization 
have been here. General Blackmar is 
succeeded by John R. King of Wash- 
ington, senior vice commander-in-chief. 

Two weeks ago Blackmar broke 
down and was ordered to bed at his 
summer home in Hingham by bis physi- 
cian. At the time his indisposition 
was regarded as of a slight nature. On 
July 6 Blackmar’s condition had appar- 
ently improved, and his doctor decided 
to permit him to continue his visits to 
western departments, which he had be, 
gun early in the year. 

The general was accompanied on his 
last trip by Mrs, Blackmar and her 
sister, Miss Fannie Brewer. The de- 
partment of Idaho had arranged a 
camp fire for July 10, and soon after 
Blackmar reached that city he was 
obliged to again engage the services of 
a physician. 

General Blackmar had intended, 
after visiting Idaho, to go to Portland, 
Or., Tacoma and Seattle, Wash., ang 
Sitka, Alaska. It is cluimed that since 
his election to office he has visited 
Grand Army departments and posts 
oftener than any of his predecessors, 
and in less than a year he had in- 
spected practically every department 
in the country. The exhausting trips 
which these visits made necessary af- 
fected his physical condition and some 
time before he broke down his friends 
considered that he was overworking 
himself. 

Adjutant General Gilman says that

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THE FARFADET DISASTER 


Submarine’s Crew Suffered Ter- 
ribly Before Death Came 

‘Bizerta, Tunis, July 17.—The task of 
extracting the remains of the dead 
crew of the submarine boat Farfadet, 
which sank at the entrance of the port 
eof Sidi Abdallah July 6, and which 
was towed into drydock Saturday after 
incessant efforts to raise her, is pro- 
ceeding slowly. Owing to the displace- 
ment of the machinery through the ac- 
tion of the water some of the bodies 
have become firmly fixed beneath the 
engines and other apparatus. 

It is now apparent that four of the 
men who occupied the forward coic- 
partment were drowned immediately 
the accident occurred. Eight men in 
the after compartment were those who 
responded to the divers’ rappings der- 
ing the 32 hours after the sinking of 
the submarine. From the condition of 
the interior of tlie vessel it was seen 
that they strugg!ed hard against their 
fate and endeavored to stop the leali- 
ing hatch with their jerseys. The 
water, however, gained while the air 
supply diminished. Only four bodies 
have as yet been recovered and these 
are almost unrecognizable. 

The second day after the accident, 
when the members of the crew of the 
Farfadet were yet alive, the submarine 
was brought to the surface, but the 
cables snapped and the submariic 
sank into the deep mud. Five succes- 
sive efforts to raise the vessel likewise 
proved unsuccessful, 

When the boat was raised and the 
door of the Farfadet was opened 
there was a rush of nauseous gascs 
from the decomposing bodies of the 
men who had perished in her. Power- 
ful deodorants were immediately is- 
troduced into the vessel and the venti- 
iutcrs were started. 


Women Assaulted by Burgiar 

Clayton, N. Y., July 17.—Mrs,. Fanny 
Harners and her daughter, Ida, 18 
years old, who are summer residents of 
Grinnell Island park, were brutally 
clubbed by a burglar who entered the 
sleeping apartments of the daughter for 
the purpose of stealing diamond jew- 
elry kept in the room. Neighbors sur- 
rounded the house, capturing a man 
who proved to be Albert Nuley. Both 
victims are in a critical condition. Nu- 
ley is in jail. 


Peary's Ship Starts Northward 

New York, July 17.—The Roosevelt, 
in which Captain Robert E. Pears 
hopes to reach the North Pole, has 
started on her long voyage. Captain 
Peary and a party of guests were on 
board at the start, and remained with 
the ship on her trip down the bay, bui 
they left her at the Narrows, returning 
to the city on a navy tug.

Bulgaria Has a Grievance 

Sofia, July 17—The Bulgarian goy- 
ernment has sent a circular note to the 
representatives of the powers, in which 
the powers are asked to intervene for 
the protection of the Bulgarian popu- 
lation in the vilayet of Adrianople 
against systematic Turkish persecu- 
tion. The note suggests that the vila- 
yet be submitted to European contro}.

St. Paul, July 17.—Governor Johnson 
has ordered Public Examiner Kerst to 
make a full investigation of the books 
and business methods of the state cap- 
itol commission since its organization 
in April, 1898.

‘Then they drank heavily 
during the afternoon and went to a4 
park at night. The quarrel over the 
statements the woman had made be- 
fore their marriage was begun anew. 
He threw a rock and struck her in the 
head and while she was lying uncon- 


scious from the blow he gashed her 


throat with a penknife and dragged the 


body through an unfrequented part of 


the park, throwing it into a gully acd 
covering it with rubbish. Then Schid- 
lofska returned home, where he spent 
the night, leaving for the west Thurs- 
day noon. Before leaving he returned 
the ticket which he had purchased fur 
his wife, receiving for it S69. 

The location and arrest of Schid- 
lofska are due in no small degree to the 
shrewdness and judgment of Pullmen 
Conductor Kiser of Los Angeles, in 
charge of the train. 

Conductor Kiser received a message 
from Chicago at Osage City, Kan., at 
2:28 Saturday afternoon, asking him 
for the occupant of lower berth 10, 
tourist sleeper 8. The berth had beer 
reserved at Chicago in Schidlofsku’s 
name. It had not been claimed. Con- 
ductor Kiser made a thorough search 
of the train. 

In the smoking car Kiser spotted the 
man through the descriptions. Wheu 
the sheriff came aboard at La Junta. 
Conductor Kiser took him to Schid- 
lofska, and the sheriff asked for the 
suspect’s ticket. Schidlofska reached 
up and took it from his coat pocket. 
The form and number were tLose men- 
tioned in the telegram from Chicago, 
and he was placed under arrest. 


Sheriff Seeks Information 

Lynn, Mass., July 17.—Chief Shaw 
of the Massachusetts district police 
has received two telegrams from a 
Colorado sheriff named Barr, and judg- 
ing from their contents it is believed 
here that the Colorado officials think 
they are on the track of John Schidlof- 
ska, who is wanted by the Massachu- 
setts authorities in connection with the 
murder of his wife at Belmont on Wed- 
nesday night. 

The telegrams were transmitted 
through Chicago, and in both cases the 
name of the city or town where they 
were filed was omitted, but it is 
known that they came from Colorado. 

The wording of the two telegrams 
was almost identical. In them Sherut 
Barr asked if Schidlofska was wanted 
by the Massachusetts authorities; the 
amount of the reward offered for his 
capture, and there was also a request 
for a full description of the fugitive.

As Delivery by a Youth Causes 
i= Newport Man’s Death 

Newport, R. I., July 17—As a result

Those Over Sixty Years of Age 
Protesting. 


The new rate schedule adopted by the 
Knights of Honor, to go into effect 
Sept. 1, is causing a protest among 
those over 60 years of age, who are 
affected. There are two lodges in this 
city, Merrymount and Wollaston, who 
have several members who are hit.

Wollaston lodge 926, did not meet 
Monday evening to discuss the new 
plan, as was expected. The matter will 
now probably go over to the first meet- 
ing in August. Opinion is divided as 
to the merit of the plan. The change, 
coming so soon after the Royal Arca- 
num change, has caused uneasiness 
among the members of other fraternal 
insurance organizations. 

Past Grand Dictator, William J. Bat- 
tison, who is a member of Wollaston 
lodge, K. of H., and a representative 
to the supreme lodge, defended the ac- 
tion of the supreme lodge in adopting 
the new rate. He said: 

‘* The fact is that the rate of assess- 
ments established under the step rate 
plan some five or six years ago has 
proved on the whole insufficient to meet 
the claims arising from the death of 
members. Up to the age of 60 years 
the receipts under this plan have buen 
more than sufficient to pay the claims 
arising below that age, but the receipts 
from members above the age of 60 have 
fallen so far short of what was required 
to meet the claims arising above that 
age, that the surplus contributed by 
members under that age did not make 
up the deficiency.” 

‘*When the supreme lodge met at At- 
lanta, Ga., on June 13, it was found that 
there was a large number of unpaid 
claims to be provided for, and as it has 
never been the policy of the Knights of 
Honor to accumulate a reserve fund, the 
only way these claims could be liquidat- 
ed was by assessments of members. A 
committee of 11 was appointed to ex- 
amine the situation and report. a plan 
for the consideration of the supreme 
lodge. The committee was in continuous 
session for a number of days, and ex- 
amined very carefully the mortality sta- 
tistics of the Knights of Honor, as well 
as its table of rates and those of other 
organizations, and finally brought in a 
report, which was adopted with slight 
amendments, ’’ 


NO INSURANCE. 


Barre Granite Manufacturers Lose 
$15,000 by Fire. 


Barre granite manufacturers suffered a 
heavy fire loss early Monday morning. 
A dispatch to the Globe says:—Fire at 
2 o’ciock this morning destroyed what 
is know as the National circle of 
granite sheds, causing a loss of $15,000. 
The circle is owned by L. J. Bolster 
and was occupied by Frank Parnigoni, 
Excelsior granite company, Joseph 
Maffani & Co,, Cloud Bros. and Sive- 
wright & Co. 

The blacksmith shop, which was 
also destroyed with all the tools, was 
run by George Burgess and Charles 
Cory. 

The fire is believed to be of incendiary 
origin. No insurance was carried by 
the owner or occupants of the sheds. 
Much partially manufactured granite 
was destroyed. The loss was more 
keenly felt, because many improvements 
were recently made in the circle and 
the occupants had installed new tools 
and power appliances. 

The plant of A. Barclay and others is 
directly in the rear and was saved. The 
mast of the derrick, however, caught 
fire. The fire was undoubtedly of in- 
cendiary origin, and a man is suspect- 
ed. 


Granddaughter of President. 

Mrs. Caroline Moneil, said to be a 
granddaughter of President John Adams 
of Quincy, died on Monday at New- 
burg, N. Y., aged 89 years. She was a 
daughter of the late J. P. Dewint, an 
old Knickerbocker. She first married 
Andrew Downing, the landscape artist 
who laid out the public grounds at 
Washington. He perished in the Henry 
Clay disaster, May 28, 1852. She later 
martied Judge J. J. Monell, who died 
some years ago. She leaves a daughter.

IS TERROR STRICKEN 


Schidlofski Guarded to Prevent 
Him Committing Suicide 

La Junta, Col., July 18.—John Schid- 

lofski, the Boston wife murderer, is in 

a state of collapse. He had believed 

up to last night that he wouid be sent 


back to Russia for trial, and that be 
would get only a short sentence for 
killing his wife. 

When told that he would be tried in 
Massachusetts and that the penalty for 
murder was electrocution, he broke 
down completely. “Ob, my God,” he 
exclaimed, “must I die just because I 
killed a woman who lied to me about 
her money and age?” 

Sheriff Barr has placed a constavt 
guard over the prisoner to prevent him 
from committing suicide. The man’s 
demeanor has changed so sudden'y 
from one of indifference to despond- 
ency that were a vehicle of self-de- 
struction furnished him there is wo 
doubt that he would attempt to cheat 
justice. It took considerable time to 
convince the prisoner that no violence 
is liable to befall him here, but he js 
now thoroughly alarmed.

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LOGKJAW VICTIMS 


Police Investigating Deaths of 
Two Brooklyn Women 


POISONING IS SUSPECTED 


Had Been Married But a Short 
Time to Man In Whose Favor 
Their Lives Were Insured-- 
Third Woman May Shed Light 


New York, July 18—The body of 
Mrs. Mary Gorman Carlton, cle second 
wife of Frederick E. Carltou of Brook- 
lyn to die of lockjaw, is to be exhumed 
and subjected to minute examination 
for traces of poison. An order to this 
effect was signed by Supreme Court 
Justice Sewell, in Brooklyn, upon the 
request of District Attorney Clarke cof 
Kings county. Both women died of 
tetanus not long after they had been 
married to Carlton. Each had been 1n- 
sured in favor of Carlton. 

When the man was arrested anout 
a week ago on a technica! charge of 
yagrancy, stories regarding the manuer 
of his wives’ deaths began to gain cir- 
culation. Carlton sald it was absurd 
to bring up such stories and deciared 
that he would be glad to have a search- 
ing investigation made. He was re- 
leased on $200 bail at that time and 
readily presented himself when his case 
again came up in court. ‘rhis time. 
however, a charge of grand larceny, 
preferred by a young man with whom 
Cariton had roomed, was lodged against 
him, and his bail was increased to 
2000. He was unable to furnish snre- 
ties in the required amount and has 
been in jail since that time. 

The Brooklyn police announce that a 
young woman with whom Carlton had 
lived just before his arrest is under 
surveillance and that she will be ques- 
tioned regarding several letters, signed 
by her, which were found in Cariton’s 
possession. One of these letters, 
dated from a town in New Jersey, im- 
plored Carlton to write to her. 

“Why in God’s name don't you write 


“A 


to me?” the letter asked. “I am 
heartsick at your delay. I have been 
up to meet every New York mail. 


Dearest, if you don’t write to me very 
soon you may have to collect my iife 
insurance. It looks as if things were 
going to turn out just as Bradley said. 
You know he said you would tire of me 
in a little while. Fred, for God's sake 
don’t let it come true, as I will go 
crazy. You know what you left in iny 
care.” 

The writer of the letter spoke of her 
arm paining her so that she left it 
necessary to lie down and rest for the 
afternoon. The police say that they 
will question the woman at the proper 
time regarding the pain in her arm 
to which she referred. They also are 
anxious to learn, they say, what it was 
that Carlton left in the writer's care. 
They believe also that the young woman 
may be able to throw some light on the 
whereabouts of a hand satchel which 
disappeared from Carlton's room after 
his arrest. 


Another “San Juan Hil!” Riot 

New York, July 18.—Rioting be- 
tween whites and blacks was resumed 
early this morning in the “San Juan 
Hill” district. Many shots were fired 
and 20 negroes and one white woman 
were arrested. Policeman Roche had 
his skull fractured. A call Zor police 
reserves was sent out. The poiice 
eaptured Arthur Moody, who is sald to 
have thrown a brick at Roche, George 
W. Foster, proprietor of a aaloon, and 
11 other negroes. Three of the prison- 
ers were found to have been shot, but 
none was seriously hurt. 


Must Answer Murder Charge 

New York, July 18.—Berthe Claiche, 
the young French girl who shot and 
killed Emil Gendron, who, she alleges, 
had forced her to lead a life of shame 
for his gain, must face a jury to an- 
swer a charge of murder in the first de- 
gree. She was indicted by the grand 
jury after a coroner's jury had re- 
turned a verdict finding that Gendron 
came to his death at her hands, 


Took Photographs of Forts 

Kingston, Jam., July 18.—Dr. Frank- 
lin Clarke of Boston was arrested here 
for breach of the official secret service 
act. He was discovered taking photo- 
graphs of the forts protecting Port 
Royal and Kingston.

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HUB “FODDER” CLUB 


City Furnishes Delicacies to Men 
Employed by Contractor 

Boston, July 18—In the auditor's 
office at city hall, says The Post, there 
are a number of bills charged against 
the appropriation for the Fenway 
sewer that have attracted a great deal 
of attention. They are monthly bilis 
paid to a provision dealer for steaks, 
chickens, bottled pickles and other ap- 
petizing decorations for a dianer table. 
These bills range from $150 to $390 a 
month. Why the city hould be pro- 
viding eatables for the workmen em- 
ployed by a contractor on this work is 
one of the mysteries surrounding the 
work on the Fenway. 

A Post reporter called the attention 
of the city officials who are bossing this 
work to these bills, and was surpzised 
to be informed that the contract under 
which certain work was being per- 
formed conditioned that the city shouid 
supply fodder. Under this condition 
the men were supplied with food, al- 
though the word fodder has aiways 
been applied to horses and not to men, 
so this explanation having gaired 
some publicity the Fenway workers 
have come to be known as the members 
of the Fodder club. 


Respite From Heat Was Brief 

Boston, July 18.—After two days of 
welcomed respite from excessive sum- 
mer weather, Boston was again at- 
tacked by t heat wave, and several per- 
sous succumbed to the power of the di- 
rect rays of the sun. Two deaths and 
several prostrations were reported dur- 
ing the day. A heavy thunder shower 
passed over northeastern Massachu- 
setts during the evening and lightning 
struck in many places, but no dam- 
age from the storm has been reported.

He Alone Can Decide the Des- 
tinies of Russia 


INTERVIEW WITH WITTE 


He Thinks That Japanese Peace 
Terms Will Be Such That an 
Accord Cannot Be Reached-- 
Says Internal Crisis Will Pass 


St. Petersburg, July 18.—M. Witte, 
the senior Russian peace plenipoten- 
tiary, received a press correspondent 
at his villa on Yelagin island. In ac- 
cording the honor of an interview, he 
said he expressly desired it stated that 
he had declined all previous requests 
of journalists for interviews and would 
decline all future requests. He fur- 
ther said that he made an exception 
in this case, as it was the representa- 
tive of the press of the United States, 
and as he was about to become the tem- 
porary guest of the United States, and 
aiso as a mark of the particular sym- 
pathy he felt toward that great coun- 
try. 

M. Witte received the correspondent 
in the cabinet of his villa. He spoke 
in French. After greetings, which 
were cordial, the conversation gravi- 
tated quickly to the high mission with 
which the Russian statesman. 1s 
charged and the disposition of the fer- 
eign press to interpret his appointment 
as an indication that Russia was in- 
clined to make peace at any price. 


“No—, no—,” said Witte, speaking 
slowly and distinctly, as if weighing 
the value of each word. “In the first 
place, I have been designated by the 
emperor as his ambassador extraor- 
dinary for pour parlers with the Japan- 
ese plenipotentiaries to ascertain 
whether it is possible to conclude a 
treaty of peace. My personal views are 
of secondary importance, but my ideas 
are in entire accord with those of For- 
eign Minister Lamsdorff. In serving 
my emperor, I have received precise in- 
structions from his majesty and shai: 
follow them. 

“The ultimate decision remains in 
the hands of the emperor and it is for 
him to decide the destinies of Russia. 
The emperor is the friend of peace and 
desires. peace, but I very much fear 
that the Japanese terms will be such 
that we will be unable to reach an ac- 
cord. 

“Secondly, the world should disabuse 
ite mind of the idea that Russia wants 
peace at any price. ‘There are two 
parties in Russia. One favors the con- 
tinuation of the war; this isa large 
and influential party. The other, to 
which I belong, favors peace. Iavow 
it frankly, because telling the truth has 
aiways been my rule in politics. Iwas 
for peace before hostilities broke out. 
When the war began the situation 
changed. 

“Even though there are these two 
parties as to the advisability of ending 
the war in the present circumstances, 
both would be united if the Japansse 
demands wounded the amour propre of 
the Russian people or jeopardized our 
future as a nation. I am sure if I re- 
port that the conditions of Japan caz- 
not be accepted, Russia will accept the 
verdict and the Russian people will be 
rendy to continue the war for years, if 
necessary. 

“Yhirdly, Russia is not crushed. The 
interior situation is very serious, but tn 
Europe and America the true signifi- 
cance of what is happening is not un- 
derstood. Russia has little resem- 
blance to western countries. To know 
Russia, to understand the soul of the 
Russian people, it is necessary that one 
sbould have been born here or lived 
many years in Russia. The customs, 
history and mentality of the people are 
entirely different from those of weste"a 
nations and Russia cannot be judged 
by western standards, It issuch an 
immense country, composed of diverse 
elements and interests, yet the Russias 
people are like a great family. At 
present they are torn by internal dis- 
sensions, but these divisions would dis- 
appear should the people really feel 
that the integrity of the country and 
its future destiny were at stake. 

“Russia is not on the verge of disso- 
lution as a great power and is uot 
obliged to accept any conditions of- 
fered, in spite of the military reverses 
she has sustained. We are passing 
tbrough an internal crisis, which has 
been marked by many grave events, 
and which may have others still in 
store, but the crisis will pass, and laa 
few years Russia will again take aer 
place as a preponderant power in the 
European concert.” 


Would Not Part With Sakhalin 

St. Petersburg, July 18—ihe Svet

PEONS OF OLD#MEXICO. 


Indian Farm Laborers That 
Really Beasts of Burden. 

The Mexicanjpeon is the backbone of 
the republic. Without him the great 
landed estates, or haciendas,. would lie 
in idleness, whfle;agricultural/and com- 
mercia] interests would stagnate. Of 
@ cast iron constitution, he can endure, 
apparently without effort, the hardest 
sort of drudgery. His energy comes 
from a diet that consists chiefly of 
ground peppers, beans or frijoles and 
a large quantity’of tortillas. He works 
from 6 to 6, enjoying In the meantime 
his two simple meals. In general, the 
Indian farm laborers are of a submis- 
sive and respectful disposition. Like 
the negroes of the south, they are not 
far from thermain building, so as to be 
on hand whenever their services are 
required. They usually insist, how- 
ever, on celebrating their holidays, 
which lessens their real usefulness 
about 25 per:cent. The holidays are 
numerous andtafford the laborer many 
opportunities to quaff from the stupe- 
fying pulque'bowl. Their stock of sur- 
plus change/is not apt to be excessive. 
It cannot be when most of them re- 
ceive but little over 20 cents a day. 
Field hands in the states of Guanajua- 
to, Michaocan and Queretaro receive 
& cuartillo of corn in addition to their 
wages of 12 cents a day. One hactien- 
dado who voluntarily raised the wages | 
of his hands to 18 cents a day found 
himself without laborers for two days 
of the week. As the extra wages sup- 
plied living means for the entire week, 
what was the need of working? 

These laborers are of all sizes and 
ages; but, whether young or old, all 
bear alike upon their brow the depress- 
ing and degrading leathern thong that 
makes of them beasts of burden, The 
effect of this customary strap on the 
shape of the head is seen in the fact 
that the peons the country over have 
peak shaped heads tending toward the 
shape of the pointed hat. The supply 
of laborers is, so to speak, perennial. 
The young muchacho receives his train- 
ing in watching the sheep and the 
goats, acting as messenger or prodding 
the burros in the pack train. When he 
is about sixteen years old he takes his 
place with the regular laborers and be- 
gins to cast his eye about for a help- 
mate. The wife may prove useful and

Quincy Sewage to be Diverted | 
From Squantum. 


By the construction of a force main 
in Quincy, now nearly finished, anys 
the Boston Transcript, the Metropolitan 
sewerage system is completed as far as 
authorized by the Legislature. There 
may be improvements in the near future, 
by further extension, but they have not 
yet been decided upon or seeped 
With its own force the Metropolitan 
Water and Seaverage Board has laid al 
pipe this summer connecting the Quincy 
pumping station with the high-level 
sewer, so as to take care of a part of 
Quincy which now drains into the Bos- 
ton system. By the end of this month 
the work will be done and every section 
of the district will have the full use of | 
the great Metropolitan system. } 

The total cost of the Metropolitan’ 
sewers, including the pumping stations 
and other structures, has been close to: 
$14,000,000, of which $6,036,560 was) 
spent on the Northern Metropolitan} 
division which has been completed for) 
many years, and the other part of the. 
outlay has been for the Southern divi- | 
sion just completed. As a whole the 
works provide for the sewage of areas 
amounting to nearly 200 square miles, | 
including the whole or parts of 25 cities 
aud towns ip the Metropolitan District. 

It is divided into two main sections; 
the Northern section which provides for 
the district situated largely in the 
Charles River and Mystic River valleys, 
lying north of Charles River, and whose 
sewage is carried to Deer Island, and 
then emptied into the Boston harbor; | 
the Southern section which provides for 
the part of the Charles River valley 
lying south of the river, as well as the 
city of Waltham and the town of Water- 
town, also for a part of the Neponset 
River valley and the city of Quincy, 
with an outlet beyond Nut Island in the; 
Boston harbor, 

What is called the high-level sewer, 


a part of the Southern section, extends 
from near Ward ‘street in Boston 
through parts of the city and theaneh) 
Hyde Park and Milton and the city of} 
Quincy to Nut Island, a distance of | 
16.83 miles. A little more than twelve | 
miles are constructed in open trench, 
From Nut Island the sewage is con- 
veyed through two submarine 60-inch 
cast iron pipes to points in the harbor, | 
each a little more than a mile beyond} 
the low water mark, where outfalls| 
have been built. This high-level sec- 
tion, which is nearly twelve fect in 
diameter at the outlet, has a capacity | 
for the daily discharge of 300,000,000 | 
gallons of sewage. |

Mins A. A. Robinson Says It Certainly 
Runs to the Cemetery Once a Day, 
Sometimes Oftener — Physical Dis- 
comforts Great, but They Are Noth- 
ing, She Finds, to the Mental Star- 
vation—Many Nurses Coming Home. 


“There is no doubt that the yellow 
fever situation on the isthmus of Pan- 
ama is grave and growing rapidly 
more acute,” said Miss A. A. Robin- 
son of New York, one of the nurses 
who returned to New York recently 
from Colon by the steamship Advance, 
says the New York Tribune. Miss 
Robinson has been a year on the isth- 
mus, first as nurse at the Ancon hos- 
pital and later as matron at the hos- 
pital in Colon. 

“Governor Magoon is very anxious, 
and so are the physicians, for yellow 
fever strikes down the white man, 
while the negro is immune. Some of 
the finest young men who have gone 
to the isthmus since I have been there 
have died of it, and they were well set 
up, clean boys, with good priaciples. 
Deaths occur right along. It doesn’t 
seem to be the fault of the govern- 
ment or of any one in particular, but it 
is agreed on all hands that what should 
have been done before a spadeful of 
earth was dug out of the canal was to 
provide good sanitary quarters for the 
engineers and others who were to work 
there. Why, these poor fellows have 
been drinking unfiltered rain water, 
and a number of them came down 
without mosquito bars, which are a 
necessity of life in a region where the 
mosquito carries the yellow fever infec- 
tion.” 

Asked as to the “dead train” which, 
it has been stated, runs from Colon to 
Monkey Hill cemetery, a mile and a 
half south, always once and sometimes 
as many as fourteen times a day, Miss

In Public School Buildings 
of the City 


—— 


Is Condemned by Board 
of Health. 


Bad Condition of Affairs at the 
High School. 


The Board of Health ina communi- 
cation to the City Council last Monday 
evening gave the result of its recent 
investigation as to the sanitary condi- 
tion of the several school buildings of 
the city. 

After going into the conditions of 
each building in detail the Board say: 
‘*We feel that it is our duty to condemn 
the bot air system. Especially does 
this apply to the Massachusetts Field 
and High schools. Both of these 
buildings abut the public sewer and 
should be connected immediately. In 
the case of the Massachusetts Field 
school the sewer was built for the pur- 
pose of connecting, and at the High 
schoo] as a sanitary arrangemept may 
be placed in the present basement, it 
would be avisable to remedy the matter 
now. We consider it very poor 
economy toexpuse hundreds of children 
attending these schools to such a stench 
as arises from the use of this system.” 

Of the Cranch school they say the 
conditions are fair. There is consider- 
able odor arising from the boys’ urinal 
which is not properly taken care of. If 
a vent was put in the stack heater this 
odor would go up the chimney instead 
of the rooms. As it is at present there 
is no adequate means of properly 
ventilating the boys’ toilet room. 

At the .,Jobn Hancock the sanitary 
conditions are good but the ventilation 
is poor. The poor condition could be 
obviated by the modern system of 
ventilation instead of throreh wooden 
ventilators, as now used. . 

At the Willard the sanitary condition 
is good but fixtures should be 
thoroughly cleaned and painted. 

The hot air system is used at the 
Gridley Bryant and the sanitation is as 
good as could be expected under these 
conditions. 

The sanitary fixtures at the Wollas- 
ton school should be thoroughly cleaned 
and painted. The building, especially 
the boys toilet room, was very dirty at 
time of visit. 

The hot air system is used at the 
Quincy and there is more or less odor. 
The toilet rooms need cleaning and 
painting. 

The Lincoln school is in good con- 
dition except that the slate floor of the 
———————— | boys’ urinal should be givena greater 
slant. 

The condition at the Adams isalready 
known but the proposed connection with 
the sewer will remedy this. 

The vaults at the old High school are 
in a filthy condition. There is no 
plumbing as outside vaults are used. 

The hot air system is used at the 
Massachusetts Fields school and the 
odor at times is very strong both inside 
and outside the building. 

The conditions at the Coddington 
can easily be remedied. The fixtures 
need cleaning and painting. The boys’ 
urinal was in a filthy condition. 

At the Washington everything is in 
perfect condition. 

The hot air system is used at the 
High and the accommodations are en- 
tirely inadequate. Theodor is very bad 
and the ventilation in tho toilet rooms 
is bad. The woodwork about the boys’ 
urinal is saturated and the odor goes all 
over the building, so that at times it 
is. almost uninhabitable. The _ girls’ 
cloak room has no means of ventila- 
tion and on a wet day the odor is very 
strong.

New York, July 20.—White the rec- 
ord of Geaths and prostrations greatly 
exceeded that of Tuesday there was a 
distinct diminution yesterday in the 
temperature prevailing throughout the 
eastern section of the country. Al- 
though the mid-day heat wus every- 
where terrific, it was broken by scat- 
tered thunderstorms, many of a vio- 
lent character, and towards evening 
the temperature fell rapidly, until 
normal summer conditious were 
reached. Following are the maximum 
temperatures, the maximum humidity 
and the deaths and prostrations fron 
the effects of the heat:

waist sults has brought out a number of | HOLMES’ EASY METHODS 


Unscrupulous Clerks Might Be 
Tempted to Follow His Exam- 
ple--The Government Printing 
Office May Be Reorganized 


Washington, July 20.—The spirit of 
investigation which has been awakened 
by the publication in so many maga- 
zines and newspapers of stories of 
graft in municipal and state affairs 
seems to have seized upon the national 
capital. Petty pilferings and small 
stealings that have apparently been go- 
ing on for years are now the subject 
of private comment. 

The Holmes “cotton leak" scandal in 
the department of agriculture, and the 
disclosures in the alleged scandal fol- 
lowing the purchase of 72 Lanston 
type-setting machines for the govern- 
ment printing office, coming just after 
the appointment of the Keep inquiry 
committee, has served to bring that 
body of young office holders very prom- 
inently into the public eye, and to give 
them a temporary importance which it 
was not originally intended that they 
should have. 

The committee was formed to make 
investigations and to suggest to the 
president where the business methods 
of the departments could be advantage- 
ously changed, to find means of bring- 
ing about a greater economy and bet- 
ter methods in the transaction of de- 
partmental business; in fine, to devise 
some plan of correlating the identical 
business of the departments, as it 
might be done in a great mercarti.e or 
manufacturing organization. 

They had hardly got done with an in- 
quiry in the chief clerk’s office of the 
treasury department, before the priut- 
ing house stories with their imputa- 
tions of scandal became afloat, and 
Mr. Keep and his associates became 
scandal probers. The commission had 
ended its work for the summer when 
the printing office case came up. Now 
that all the testimony has been taken 
in that case, there is reason to believe 
the committee will not do any more 
probing until the coming September. 
That the methods of the departments 
will bear a general overhauling is the 
testimony of all who have had any 
business before them, or any knowledge 
of their inside workings. 

There are little grafting enterprises 
going on in various underhand wwsys 
that, while not diverting large sums of 
public money from legitimate ends, are 
sapping the spirit of the servive. As 
soon as Holmes was found ont and 
dismissed there were plenty who came 
forward to testify, on the information 
and belief, that he was not the ouly 
person in the department who was 
making a little something “on the side.” 
These tale bearers deciared that such 
practices as Holmes covering an ex- 
tended period could not go on without 
arousing the suspicious of his subor- 
dinates and immediate associaies, 

Pernicious examples of this surt breed 
imitators. Clerks, without strong 
moral scruples, who might become 
aware of Holmes’ easy methods of mak- 
ing money, would be filled with the 
spirit of emulation and try to seil such 
scraps of information as came their 


way. <A scraping of the barnac'ss 
from the departments, it is every- 
where believed by intelligent ob- 
servers, would reveal some curioas 


practices and situations. 

If the present zest for uncarthing 
scandals is kept alive, and vigorous in- 
quiry set on foot, a vast deal of good can 
be done and the public service greatly 
improved. The danger is tn delay and 
the falling into routine caannels. 
There is a right way of doing this work 
and a government way; the first yields 
results and the second platitudes. 

It has already become apparent that 
whatever the Keep commission’s ver- 
dict on the purchase of the Lanston 
type-setting machines may be, a shake- 
up in the government printing office 
must follow. General conditions in 
the big printing shop, as revealed inci- 
dentally in the testimony taken before 
the commission, insures as much. No 
inquiry was made except Into the 
Lanston contract, but disclosures as 
to the methods of business in the office 
revealed extravagance and wastage in 
alr ost every department. It is even 
declared that government priating is 
costing $1,000,000 annually more thuu it 
should. A member of the cabinet to 
whom this remark was repeated com- 
mented, “Yes, probably more.” 

Within a few months, the presidert 
is declared to have offered the position 
of pubiic printer to two different men, 
Neither of them was able to accept, 
ard further choice has been deiayed 
until a competent man can be found. 


Holmes May Appeal to Courts 

New York, July 20.—E. S. do!mes, 
former associate statistician in the de- 
partment of agriculture, consulted 
with consul relative to the investiga- 
tion of the cotton leak. It is unuder- 
stood that he will take his dismissa? 
from the department to the courts. 
Holmes declined to make any statemert 
about his case.

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BOMB THROWER ESCAPED 


Vice Governor of Finland Comes 
Very Near Meeting Death 

Helsingfors, Finland, July 20.—Last 
evening, two hours after Karl L. Ho- 
henthal had been sentenced to impris- 
oument for life at hard labor for the 
assassination of Procurator General 
Soininen on Feb. 6 last, an attempt 
was made to assassinate Vice Governor 
Deutrich as he was leaving the senate. 

The vice governor had walked avross 
the square when suddenly, as he 
neared the police master’s office, a man 
on the curb threw a bomb from a dis- 
tance of 50 paces. The bomb fell 
short, but the vice governor was blown 
off his feet by the terrific force of the 
explosion, which shattered the win- 
dows in the neighborhood for a dis- 
tance of hundreds of yards. 

Deutrich was assisted to the police 
station. He was burned and otherwise 
injured about the legs and ted pro- 
fusely, but his wounds are declared not 
to be fatal. ‘The bomb-thrower was 
pursued by nayal,cadets, but escaped, 


Attempt to Kill Procurator

More Adapted to the Parlor Than to 
the Concert Hall. 

The fact that the piano is descended 
from the spinet and the harpsichord is 
still a stumbling block to amateurs of 
music. The fact that in tone and 
resonance it has lately been enormous- 
iy developed is also a stumbkng block 
to those who write for it. The first 
class have entirely neglected the harp- 
sichord, a perfect and fully evolved tn- 
strument, the spirit of which Is alto- 
gether different from that of the piano. 
The second class have been tempted by 
the dynamics of the piano to treat it 
too much like an orchestra and to for- 
get that it is not only a solo instru- 
ment, but really a chamber instrument. 

Its utterance, which Chopin under- 
stood so well, is really chamber music, 
and there Is always something lamen- 
table to me in the contemplation of a 
great artist distressing himself and his 
instrument in the attempt to fill a 
large concert room with exaggerated 
expressions of a delicate and intimate 
temperament. The effect is never en- 
tirely satisfactory, however great the 
artist may be, for that note of intimacy 
which is surely the very essence and 
spirit of the plano cannot possibly be 
maintained in the presence of a large 
and miscellaneous audience. 

When we consider among al! our im- 
pressions of pianoforte music the mo- 
ments that have given us memorable 


pleasure, we find that they took plac: ‘ 


in intimate assemblies where some one 
played and some one sang and where 
the atmosphere thrilled with just that 
‘amount of electric disturbance which 
we call sympathy, which is born with 
the meeting of friends and dies when 
they disperse.—National Review. 


THE DEEP SEA DIVER. 


His Calling About the Most Grew- 
some of All Occupations, 
Beyond all question, the calling of a 
deep sea diver employed in examin- 
ing and clearing away sunken wrecks 
is the most grewsome. Putting aside 
the fact that his life is in constant 
danger from the results of submarine 
enemies or accident to his diving dress 
and apparatus, the sights that he is 
called upon to see, and to see, more- 
over, amid the most horrible surround- 
ings, exceed in ghastliness even those 
which the hospital or the army sur- 
geon is called upon to confront. No 
where else on land or sea are so many 
accumulated horrors to be found as in 
the hull of a ship which has sunk with 

crew and passengers. 

The hideous condition in which the 
diver finds the victims of the wreck, 
some half devoured by fish, some 
standing upright and floating to and 
fro with a ghastly parody of living mo- 
tion, some still locked together as 
though yet in the last agony of the 
death struggle, and some floating about 
the interior of a ship and knocking 
and rubbing up against him with a hid- 
eous lifelikeness that is utterly inde- 
scribable. These are some of the hor- 
rible sights which deep sea divers have 
to work amid when they are employed 
on sunken wrecks. When to all these 
are added the awful gloom and silence 
amid which the work has to be per- 
formed, there will not seem to be 
much doubt that of all modern callings 
that of the deep sea diver is the most 
grewsome. 


Washing In Naples, 

Washing in Naples is done in any old 
tub, barrel or dish and generally out- 
side of the house, and by the amount 
of water used one would judge it to be 
scarce. Instead of a board a broad 
stone is used, supported by one stick 
underneath and the edge of the tub. 
Water is cold, and the clothes are 
hung out to dry in every conceivable 
place. I saw some towels hung out 
of a window in the palace. No clothes- 
pins are used. When one can afford It 
rings are strung on to the iine; other- 
wise strings are tied to strings, to 
which a double plece of short string is 
tied; one corner of the article to be 
dried is slipnoosed into this and never 
becomes loose.—Chicago Tribune. 


A Curious Fruit. 

A writer in the National Geograph- 
{cal Magazine tells of a tree growing 
in the Malay archipelago, the Anda- 
man islands and Ceylon, which pro- 
duces a fruit used in fishing, with re- 
sults of a remarkable character. The 
fruit is pounded up into paste and left 
in bags overnight, after which it Is 
sunk at low tide in deep holes along 
the reefs. The fish soon begin to ap- 
pear at the surface, some of them life- 
less, others attempting to swim or 
faintly struggling, with their ventral 
side uppermost. In this condition the 
natives have no difficulty in picking 
them out of the water with their 
hands. 


The Short Eared Owl. 

The natives of Alaska say that the 
short eared owl, which is rather stupid 
and has a peculiarly shaped head, was 
originally a little girl. For some rea- 
son she was turned Into a bird with a 
very long bill, much Ike a curlew’s.

76 IN FAVOR, 67 AGAINST 


Constitution Required 100 Votes 
to Pass the Resolution--Out- 
line of Queer Doings Revealed 
During the Investigation 


Albany, July 21.—The assembly, by 
a vote of 76 to 67, saved Justice War- 
ren B. Hooker from removal from the 
supreme court bench on the charges 
concerning his connection with appoint- 
ments in the Fredonia postoffice and 
with the “Wirtner judgment” affecting 
property of the city of Dunkirk, ad- 
joining the Dunkirk postofiice building, 
owned jointly by him and State Tax 
Commissioner Stearns, Forty-one Re- 
publicans and 35 Democrats voted for 
removal; 58 Republicans and 9 Demo- 
erats voted against removal. Under 
the constitution, it would bave re 
quired 100 votes to pass the resolution 


The worst feature of the case of 
Hooker is the character of the defense. 
When the charges against Hooker 
first attracted the attention of the pub- 
lic, many months ago, the friends of 
the judge confidently declared that a 
mountain was being made out of a

to Be Investigated 


of Loan of $685,000 Made by 
Mercantile Trust to the Equi- 
table Society 


New York, July 21.—With the state 
legislative committee preparing to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the Equitable 
Life Assurance society and State Bank 
Examiner Judson trying to find the se- 
curity held by the Mercantile Trust 
company (a creation of Equitable in- 
terests) for a supposed loan of $685,000 
to Messrs. Alexander and Jordan, re- 
cently president and comptroller of the 
Equitable, interest is again centred ou 
the great corporation, 

Jordan, whose salary was $35,000, 
is a wreck since his dismissal Wed- 
nesday, and Assistant United States At- 
torney General Day succeeds him. Day 
is the man who led the prosecution of 
the Northern Securities case. He com- 
bines the rare qualifications of expert 
accountant and able lawyer. 

Negotiations are under way already 
for the restitution of sums paid to cer- 
tain persons who have become scared 
by the investigation, just as restitu- 
tion has been made by most of the 
Equitable directors who participated 
in the syndicates of James H. Hyde 
and associates. But apart from these 
minor restitutions speculation centres 
on the $685,000 loan, 

Bank Examiner Judson’s formal 
statement reads: “I have now ex- 
amined all of the assets of the Mer- 
eantile Trust company, and not only 
find no trace of a mortgage for a loav 
of $685,000 to the Equitable Life As- 
surance society, or to James W. Alex: 
ander, or Thomas D. Jordan, as trus- 
tees, but I find no record of any such 
loan to any person connected with the 
Equitable.” 

Mr. Judson in a further conversation 
explained that though he was  abso- 
lutely certain the loan did not at the 
present moment appear on the books 
of the Mercantile Trust company, 
there was nothing in his examination 
to show whether or not it existed a few 
weeks ago, and had since been taken 
up.

Russian Prince Disowns Country 

New York, July 21.—A young Rus- 
sian, claiming the title of Prince Po- 
temkine, arrived in this city on La 
Bretagne. He made the trip in the 
steerage, although when his property 
was examined it was found he had 
nearly $25,000 in cash. The young 
man said he had sold his estates in Rus- 
sia, had divided the equivalent of $10,- 
000 among his tenants, and had left 
Russia for all-time. He declaimed 
against existing conditions in Russia 
and said he did not desire to live longer 
in that country. 


Russian Crops Ruined 

St. Petersburg, July 21.—The crop 
conditions in several of the govern- 
ments of Russia have become worse 
owing to dry, hot winds, which burn 
up the crops almost in a day. Inthe 
Bogoroditsk district the wheat, rice 
and other grains have been practically 
destroyed by a sirocco. Last year’s 
surplus of grain and fodder has been 
eonsumed, the cattle are without fod- 
der and the poorer peasants will soon 
be facing a famine. 


To Assume Panama Duties 

New York, July 21.—John F. Ste- 
vens, chief engineer of the Panama 
canal, has sailed for Panama on the 
steamship Mexico. Chairman Shonts 
of the canal commission accompanied 
Stevens. Neither Shonts nor Stevens 
has visited the isthmus before and 
both said they would prefer to wait un- 
til their return before talking of con- 
ditions down there.

Chicago, July 21.—Alleged appear- 
ance of black rust in the wheat fields 
of South Dakota and Minnesota caused 
an excited advance in prices here.

No News from John Karlberg, 
an Apprentice. 


A disaster like that to the ill-fated 
U.S. Gunboat Bennington in San Diego 
bay, reported at length on page 2 is far 
reaching, as all parts of the country 
were represented in the officers and 
men. There were ‘at least a dozen from 
New England, and two of these were 
from Quincy. 

In the list of the dead is Josephus 
Newcomb of this city. The other, who 
is not mentioned in the dispatches, is 
Joan Karlberg whose father lives at 17 
Crancb street. 

Newcomb was the coxswain. During 
the battle of Santiago he was a member 
of Admiral Sampson's flagship, the 
New York. He was of English birth, 
and an orphan. His next of kin was 
Mrs. Elizag E. Barnicoat of 66 Federal 
street, Quincy, who has been his affec- 
tionate guardian since he was 7 years 
old, when his father, Ambrose Newcomb, 
was drowned off the Irish coast. 

He was born in Cornwall, Eng., May 
24, 1879, and when 10 years of age, ac- 
companied his aunt to this country. 
He attended the Adams school in 
Quincy, and when 14 years old enlisted 
as an apprentice in the United States 
navy. He was first assigned to the 
Essex, and afterward served on the 
Hartford, the Lancaster, the New York 
and the Bennington. 

Mrs. Barnicoat was greatly affected 
by the news of her nephew’s death. 
“* The last letter I got from him,’’ she 
said to a reporter last night, ‘‘ was 
about a month ago. He wrote very 
cheerfully, said he was well, and sent 
mea proof of a photograph taken in 
his uniform.’’ The young man 
spoken of highly by those who knew 
him, and his affection for his aunt, who 
had been a mother to him since his 
chidhood, was manifested by many 
little remembrances sent by him from 
distant lands. 

Newcomb’s term of service would 
have expired in August, when be would 
have completed his fourth term of en- 
listment, 12 years in all. 

Joan Karlberg, who was an appren- 
tice seaman, is a son of Carl Karlberg 
of Quincy. He is a native of Dargberg, 
Sweden, where he was born Dec. 24, 
1886. He came to Quincy in 1893 with 
his mother, his father having proceded 
them. He attended the schools of 
Quincy, graduating from the Jobn Han- 
cock school in 1901. He enlisted in the 
navy in May, 1904, and was attached to 
the training ship Buffalo. Recently he 
was transferred to the Bennington.

Points of Interest. 


Quincy will soon be as famous for 
pilgrimages as Plymouth and Concord, 
as parties come now almost daily. 
Surely there are many historic spots 
of National interest, and enterprises 
which are novel to many. A brief list 
is given below. 

BIRTHPLACES OF PRESIDENTS. 

Birthplace of John Adams, the first Vice Pres- 
dent and second President of the United States, 
Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Patriotic societies admitted free, althongh con- 
tributions are welcome to defray eapenses of 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the general public. 

Birthplace of Jobn Quincy Adams, the sixth 
President of the United States, junction of 
Franklin street, Presidents road and Indepen- 
dence avenue. Built 1716, restored 1896 by 
the Quincy Historical Society. Open to public 
afternoons from 2 to 6. Admission charged. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 

om. 


ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her son, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
ot battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railrozd in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 

BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 

First Congregational Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Admission may be secured on 
application to W. E. Dewhurst, sexton, 3 Maple 
Place, or to the office of L. S. Anderson, treas- 
urer, 9 Savings Bank building, whose office 
hours are8a.M.tol2mM.and2to5 p.m. A 
fee is asked for attendance, etc. 


DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 

Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy. 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born. Owned by the Massachusetts Society of 
Colonia! Dames. Has quaint old paper on 
parlor put on for wedding of John Hancock 
and Dorothy Quincy; also secret chamber and 
other interesting features. Open free to the 
public on Saturdays, from 11 A. M. until 4 
P. M. 

HANCOCK CEMETERY. 

Hancock street, across from First Church. 
Many old stones, among the oldest that of Rev. 
John Hancock, father of the Patriot, who died 
May 7, 1744. Was fifth minister of First 
Church. 

PRESIDENTS ADAMS MANSION. 

Adams street, corner Newport ayenue, 
Quincy. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occupied by 
descendants. Not open to public. 

PRESIDENTS LANE. 

Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street, 
near Mansion. Opened by John} Adams to 
drive his cows to pasture. 

SQUAW ROCK. 

Pile of rock, on which is a perfect head‘ot a 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early Squantum 
history. Near by is also Sachem’s Knoll. 


MYLES STANDISH SPRING. 

On the beach to the left and back of Squan- 
tum Inn. Spring of fresh cold water, where 
Standish and his party breakfasted and thence 
started to explore the country around Boston 
Bay. 

Many other points of interest might 
be mentioned: Thomas Crane Memo- 
rial Hall which is the public library 
building; Merrymount, the home of 
Mrs. John Quincy Adams, where 
Morton erected his famous May pole in 
1626; the soldiers’ monument at Mount 
Wollaston cemetery with its tablets; the 
famous Quincy granite quarries, many 
of great depth; the granite yards where 
monuments and statuary are being cut,

DEAD SEAMEN 


Result of Catastrophe on the 
Gunboat Bennington 


SCENE OF HORROR 
AND SUFFERING 


Eighty Men In Hospita!l,Many of 
Whom May Die--Warship Is 
Much Shattered by Explosion 
In San Diego Harbor--Boiler 
Which Was Regarded as “Par- 
tially Unsafe” the Primary 

Cause of Disaster--Interior of 

Vessel [Resembled a Charnel 


House, ;Many Bodies Being 


Mangled Beyond Recognition 
--Ship Beached to Prevent Her 
From Sinking and May Prove 
a Total Loss

ing. There were more than 250 men: 
aboard when the accident occurred, 


and many were hurled or ‘crced to 


jump into the sea by the terrific cxplo- 
sion, which lifted part of the deck and 
compelled the beaching of tLe chip. 

The Bennington at the tuoae of the 
accident wus lying in the stream just 
off the Commercial wharf. The ship 
had received orders from the navy de- 
partment at Washington to sail for 
Port Hartford to meet the monitor 
Wyoming and convey her tv Mare Isl- 
and navy yard, San Francisco. 

Steam was up and everything was 
in readiness for the departure of the 
Bennington when the starboard for- 
ward boiler exploded with a ceafening 
roar. The explosion was terrific. Peo- 
ple standing on shore saw a huge cloud 
of steam rise above the Benaington. 
Columns of water were fore: high into 
the air. 


On board the Bennington were pre- 
sented terrible scenes. Tho farce of 
the explosion had torn a great boie in 
the starboard side of the ship and the 
vessel was already commencing to list. 
A section of the upper deck was car- 
ried away from stem to stern. Blood 
and wreckage were strewu over the 
entire ship, the after cabiu and that 
part of the ship adjacent to the ex- 
ploded boiler resembling a charngi 
house. 

An awful sight awaited those whe 
hastened to the ill-fated ship, from 
which steam continued to pour in great 
elouds. Everywhere was blood and in 
all directions were bodies. ‘The after 
cabin was smeared with blood and the 
walls, ceilings and floor splotcbed with 
red, In the depths below, from which 
heat and steam rolled in volumes teo 
great to face, came the grceans and 
wails of the dying and shrieks of the 
wounded. Tugs and launches soon 
were headed for the shore. bearing 
those whose injuries permitted re- 
moval and the bodies of the dead. 

Almost every man on board at the 
time was injured, many of them so bad- 
ly that death is inevitable, many so 
painfully that screams of agony are 
forced from their lips, and others so se- 
verely that they will be contiaed to 
sick rooms for days or weeks The 
force of the explosion was terrific be- 
yond conception. Human bodies were 
hurled into the air to a height provably 
not less than 200 feet. 


Great damage was done in ali parts 
of the vessel. The boiler which ex- 
ploded, it is said, was regarded as 
partially unsafe. Commander Young 
stated that during a recent retuin fron 
Honolulu the steam pressure was kept 
reduced in that particular one. At the 
time of the accident Commander s oung 
and Surgeon Peck were on shore. The 
two officers, as soon as they learned of 
the disaster, hurried to the waterfront. 
Commander Young as soon asa he 
reached the ship gave orders that the 
air-tight compartments be closed 19 pre- 
vent the listing ship from siusiug and 
that the magazines be flooded to avert 
further explosions. He thea beached 
the ship at high tide. 

The ferryboat Ramona, which was 
crossing the bay at the time of the ac- 
cident, changed its course and hurried 
to the aid of the stricken warship. The 
government launch General De Russey 
and a large number of other launches 
and water craft which were eer the 
scene at the time also rushed to the 
assistance of the Bennington. 


By the time the Ramona reacted the 
Bennington many of the sailors who 
had jumped into the bay to eseur ne the 
Scalding steam had been rescued by 
small craft. The removal of the 
wounded from the ship was conducted 
in perfect order. The crews of the 
De Russey and the boats aided tn pick- 
ing up the wounded sailors and trans- 
ferring them to shore.

excitement. Every physician who 
could be reached by telephone was at 
the waterfront. Within a short timea 
score of physicians were atieading the 
wounded. 

The bodies of many of the :nen taken 
from the wrecked interior of the ship 
were mutilated almost beyond recogni- 
tion. The faces of many were covered 
with blood and ashes. Some bodies 
may never be identified. 

Temporary quarters ashore were ar- 
ranged for the wounded and 00 citi- 
zens volunteered and hurried iz 
launches to the relief of those on the 
ship. Some of the volunteers were 
unable to stand the sickening sight 
which met their gaze on the isenuning- 
ton. As fast as the wounded cou'd be 
removed they were hurried in am- 
bulances, carriages, wagons and auto- 
mobiles to hospitals. For a jong time 
the hot steam prevented access to the 
space between decks, where tuost of the 
dead bodies lay, and it was not until 
late in the afternoon that the .ast were 
removed from the boiler roovis. Sev- 
eral bodies were so tightly wedged ia 
by a bulkhead that the woodwork had 
to be hewed away to free them. 

When the explosion ocurred. the 
chief engineer was inspecting the boil- 
ers. He was not seriousiy injured 
Officers and men who were able to as- 
sist in the rescue acted in a hrave and 
collected manner. Pumps were 
manned to keep the water from the up- 
per compartments, the maguzipe was 
flooded and men fought their way 
through the steam into the darkened 
hold. Many slightly injured sailo’s re- 
mained in the ship and assisted in res- 
cuing the more severely injured. 

The ship's inner works are a tangled 
mass of machinery and the vessel prob- 
ably will have to be dismantied to re- 
pair the injuries, if, indeed, the war- 
ship is not a total loss. 


WASHINGTON APPALLED 


The Worst Disaster In Our Navy 
Since Maine Was Blown Up 
Washington, July 22.—Oflictials of 

the navy department and naval officers 

on duty in Washington were appalled 
when the news came from Sana Diego 
telling of the disaster to the gunboat 

Bennington, Their first infomuation 


was received from press dispatches. 
Later a telegram came from Com- 
mander Young, captain of the Benning- 
ton, announcing the explosion and 
stating that nearly everybody was 
killed or wounded. 

The Bennington is a sister ship of 
the Yorktown and Concord, having the 
same dimensions, tonnage, speed and 
armament. The Bennington takes 
rank among the efficient little zruisers 
designed for special duty in shallow 
water. She cost $490,000. Her com- 
plement is 16 officers and 181 men. 

Not since the battleship Maine was 
blown up in Havana harbor has the de- 
partment been obliged to record a disas- 
ter to one of the Americansnen-of-war 
so fearful as that of yesterday. En- 
gineer officers do not recall when a 
boiler has exploded aboard a warship 
of the United States. Mishaps have 
occurred in the boiler room, but with 
slight loss of life or injuries. A steam 
pipe on the Concord, which has boilers 
identical with those of the Kens:ington, 
burst at one time, killing two men. 

Acting Secretary Darling avd offi- 
cers of the bureau of navigation were 
at the department last night awaiting 
the details which Commander Young 
sent the department. Upon ihe re- 
ceipt of the message giving tbe list of 
killed and injured, Mr. Darling at once 
had a telegram sent to the next of kin 
of the dead as follows: 

“Department regrets to report that 
was killed this thorning by burst- 
ing of a boiler on the Bennington. You 
have the sincere sympathy of the de- 
partment in your loss.” 

The Bennington was a_ three-mast!

In the powerful plea for the over- 
throw of ‘The Greatest Trust in the 
World,’? in the August Everybody’s, 
Mr. Charles Edward Russell concludes 
his strong series of articles. For the 
Beef Trust and its evils ‘‘ there is no 
remedy,’ he says, ‘‘ unless we are will- 
ing to look upon the issue as essentially 
an issue of morals and not of business. 
We shall have to come to a state of 
mind in which we oppose such a com- 
bination as this, not because it compels 
us to lose dollars, but because it is 
fundamentally and eternally wrong, be- 
cause it means high treason to the Re- 
public and all the Republic stands for. 
Until we are willing to admit that what 
is involved here is a principle vital to 
human liberty and progress, and until 
we are willing to make sacrifices for 
that principle and to stand for it through 
any chance of personal loss, we do but 
waste time to cry out against any trust. 
Opposition based upon balance-sheets is 
mere foolery. At any moment a slight 
change in market conditions. sweeps 
such an opposition from existence. We 
have seen the fight against the Beef 
Trust staggered before the temporary 
increase of $1.50 a hundred pounds in 
the price of cattle. Courts may order 
competition until they are blue in the 
face; Congress may pass any kind of 
legislation it may see fit to amuse itself 
with; the President may send many 
eloguent messages; individuals may 
complain and conventions} may resolve; 
the present conditions will go on un- 
checked. A thousand statutes will not 
be worth the paper they are printed 
upon until the country gets ready to 
have them enforced and is willing to 
endure the results of the enforcement, 
whatever the results may be, It will 
come to this and nothing else; for the 
moment we admit that there can exist a 
power like the Beef Trust, greater than 
the law, independent of the Govern- 
ment, and inimical to the general wel- 
fare, that moment there is no more re- 
public, but only an irresponsible and 
arbitrary oligarchy against which, logi- 
cally, no citizen can have protection or 
any certainty of his rights,’’

ble For Defeat 


HAD FALSE CONFIDENCE 


Opponents Kept In Background 
Until Critical Moment Arrived 
--Dissolution of Parliament 
Probable In October 


London, July 22—It is understood 
that Premier Balfour has iecided to 
remain in office until the end of th> 
session and to dissolve pariiament in 
October. No authoritative statement, 
however, will be made untit Monday, 
and in the interval this decision may 
be modified. 

The crisis has assumed a scbious as- 
pect, owing more to the circumstauces 
attending the defeat of the government 
Thursday night on the vote for the sup- 
port of the Irish land commission than 
to the intrinsic importance of the vote 
itself. The vote was actuatiy cue to 
the slackness or to the indifference of 
the government’s own supporiers, who, 
despite the strongest possibie whip en- 
forcing the necessity of their attend- 
auce on that particular night, allowed 
themselves to be lulled into a false con- 
fidence by the ruse of the Liberais and 
Nationalists in keeping theic men iz 
the background until the critical mo- 
ment arrived. 

That this was allowed to happcn im- 
mediately after Balfour had called a 
meeting of his party to impress upon 
his supporters the need of their abso- 
lute loyalty seems to convince Balfour 
of the uselessness of attempting to face 
another session of parliament, but as 
the holding of elections in August on 
account of the harvest and for other 
reasons would be most inconvenient to 
the country, he decided to wait until 
autumn before dissolving parliament 

At Premier Balfour’s audience of 
King Edward yesterday it is supposed 
that he intimated the foregoing de- 
cision to the king. 

The Unionist newspapers, whi!e pro- 
fessing to be delighted over the pros- 
pect of “leaderless Liberals” lacking a 
policy or a program, being forced to 
form a ministery bound hand and foot 
to John Redmond and his Nationalist 
following, who engineered the defeat 
of the government, contend tnat the 
delicate situation of foreign affairs 
dictates that Lord Lansdowne shall re- 
main in control of the forsizu office 
and forbids the risking of any change 
in the government. 

The forthcoming peace conference in 
the United States, the Angio-Japanese 
alliance, the international oonference 
over Moroccan reforms, the Anglo- 
French entente and South African af- 
fairs are all represented as matters ton 
serious to be entrusted to a liberal ora 
radical ministry.

Indianapolis, July 22—Miss Olive 
Johnson was crushed to death and 
burned and five other persons were se- 
verely burned and bruised iust night 
when a large automobile plunged into 
a ditch near Broad Ripple, exploding 
the gasoline storage tank. Tle party 
was speeding along the river road 
when the machine struck a rut, over- 
turning and throwing the occupants 
underneath. 


Bomb Thrower Hanged Twice 

Warsaw, July 22.—Stephen Okrjeia. 
who was condemned to deuth for 
throwing a bomb into the poiive sta- 
tion at Praga, a suburb of Warsaw, 
was executed yesterday. The execu- 
tioner was obliged to hang Okrjeia 
twice, as at the first attempt the rope 
broke. Okrjeia’s last words were: 
“Down with despotism,” und “Long 
live Socialism.”

NEW ENGLANDERS’ IDEAS 


Recommendations Submitted to 
Equitable Life Trustees 

Boston, July 22.—Nine recommenda- 
tions have been submitted by the New 
England policyholders’ protective com- 
mittee to the Equitable Life Assurance 
society trustees of stock, according tu 
the report sent out for publication from 
the otfice of the committee. Light of 
these recommendations are dee ned to 
be dependent on the ninth, which is 
the necessity of bringing the society 
under the absolute control of cle policy- 
holders. 

In its communication to the trustees 
the committee point out that the sole 
aim of the society should be to furnish 
insurance of absolute safety «t the 
smallest possible cost; that to this end 
radical changes in system must be in- 
troduced; that lavish payments for 
agents’ commissions and for advertis- 
ing must be discontinued; that the so- 
ciety should, as to each policyholder, 
be conducted as a beneyoleut institu- 
tion; that the issuance of deferred 
dividend policies should be discon- 
tinued or greatly Iimited; that the same 
legal safeguards should surreund the 
investments of the society 2s «re now 
supplied in the case of savings banks; 
that executive officers shou'd not be 
allowed to engage in any other busi- 
ness or hold ottice in any other corpora- 
tion, and that methods of accounting 
should be introduced by which the di- 
rectors may be at all times advised in 
detail of the conditions and the opera- 
tions of the business.

(Pa.) independent team in 1890 and 
with Bridgeport in 1900 and 1901. 
Here he blossomed forth as a pitcher. 

After playing in the east Dougherty 
decided to play on the Pacific coast, 
signing with the Los Angeles club of 
the California league. He easily led 
that league in batting, making the rec- 
ord of leading two leagues in batting 
within a year. Manager Collins had 
had his eye upon Dougherty for some 
time and induced him to join the Bos- 
ton American team. 

In 1904 he was transferred to the 
New York Americans, for which team 
he has since covered the left garden in 
excellent fashion. 


William P. Coughlin, the noted third 
baseman of the Detroit club, was born 
in 1873 at Scranton, Pa. He began his 
professional career in 1896, when he 
was brought out by ex-Player and Um- 
pire Larry Ketrick, who recommended 
him to the Pawtucket (R. I) club, of 
which John F. Smith was then man- 
ager. 

With the Pawtucket club Coughlin 
made such a great reputation that he 
was purchased by Manager Jimmy 
Manning’s Kansas City club, which he 
served for three years. When the Kan- 
sas City team was transferred to 
Washington by the American league in 
1901 Coughlin went with it and soon 
ranked as one of the star third base- 
men of the major leagues. He remain- 
ed with the Washington club until the 
middle of the 1904 season, when his re- 
lease was sold to the Detroit club for 
$8,000. 

Patrick J. Flaherty, the clever south 
paw pitcher of the Pittsburg club, was 
born at Carnegie, Pa., on June 28, 1878, 
and learned to play ball on the lots of 
that town. He began his professional

A STATEMENT BY BEACH 


Dis'rict Attorney Wants No In- 
quiries on theSubjec Uni! Re- 
sult of Investigation Is Made 
Known In Open Court 
Washington, July 24.—The grand 

jury of the District of Columbia witl 
today take up the allegations that ther? 
has been Su rglery in the cotton crop 
statistical reports of the department of 
agriculture, with a view to possible in- 
dictment or indictments. 

This action is the immediate resu!t 
of the recent disclosures in the depart- 
ment which culminated in the dismissal 
of Edwin S. Holmes, the associate sta- 
tisticlan. The announcement that the 
grand jury would meet to consider the 
subject was made in a statement is- 
sued by United States District Attorney 
Beach. Today's meeting is in pursu- 
ance of a call issued by the district 
attorney July 2u and is to consider 
among other things “certain criminal 
practices alleged to exist and to have 
existed in one of the executive depart- 
ments.” Mr, Beach absolutely refuses 
to admit which one of the departments 
this statement has reference to, but it 
is known that it relates to the depart- 
ment of agriculture, 

Mr. Beach's statement adds: “Pend- 
ing action by that body, it is earnestly 
hoped, as it is confidently believed, 
that no inquiries will be made of the 
district attorney’s office upon the sub- 
ject. To inquire of any member of the 
grand jury, or of a witness, #ither un- 
der subpoena or aftt¢r discharge, as to 
anything transpiring before that body, 
constitute contempt. This general 
statement is made to excuse the dis-

Official Report to President 

Washington, July 24.—Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy Darling has tele- 
graphed an official report of the disas- 
ter to the Bennington to President 
Roosevelt.

“Accident of the Bennington caused 
by smal! leak in boiler, which was 
about to be repaired when the boiler 
burst and was forced astern through 
its bulkhead, coming in contact with a 
second boiler, which was also forced 
through its bulkhead, both boilers ex- 
ploding with two close explosions. 
There was no noise; ship filled from 
stem to stern with scalding steam, soot 
and ashes; many men blown overboard, 
others Jumped overboard for air, many 
of whom were drowned. Survivors 
comfortably quartered in army bar- 
racks; wounded are scattered about In 
three hospitals, those but slightly 
wounded in private residences. 

“Latest reports from commanding 
officer gives 45 dead identified; 11 un- 
identified; 48 wounded, a number of 
whom will die; 17 missing; total num- 
ber on board, 190. Captain Drake 
with surgeons and nurses sent from 
Mare Island arrived Sunday. He has 
been given full authority to employ 
doctors and purchase such medical sup- 
plies as may be necessary. Every- 
thing is being done to care for the 
wounded. Arrangements have been 
made for the burial of the dead with 
full milltary honors in the military 
cemetery at Fort Rosecrans. Com- 
manding officer reports that he has re- 
quested Protestant and Roman Cath- 
olic clergy to read service over the 
dead. Later and fuller particulars are 
expected, which will be transmitted to 
you by wire at once.” 

The president has direteed that 
everything possible be done to alleviate 
the suffering of the injured. A genera! 
inquiry into the causes of the disaster 
will be made, but the board which is 
to mnake the investigation, so far as can

He began 
life in journalism and from 1885 to 
1889 was private secretary to Presl- 
dent Cleveland, by whom he was ap- 
pointed secretary of war on March 4, 
1893. Mr. Lamont was vice president 
of the Northern Pacific railway and a 
director and trustee in many railroad 
and financial corporations. He leaves 
a widow and two daughters. 


Chinese Boycott Modified 

Shanghai, July 24.—In carrying out 
the boycott by the Chinese of American 
goods an exception will be made in the 
ease of American dealers who have not 
yet recelved supplies of new goods. 
These will be allowed to sell their ex- 
isting stocks, but new contracts with 
them are forbidden by the leaders of 
the boycott movement. 


New Englander Laid Out 

New York, July 24.—A prize fight 
took place in a barn at Fort Lee, N. J.. 
between Billy Parker, also known as 
Chester Goodwin, the New England 
featherweight champion, and Spike 
Robinson, a Harlem featherweight. 
After being knocked down six times in 
the sath round Parker was counted out.

Racine, Wis., July 24.—A cyclone 
struck Racine county, killing two men 
and damaging property and crops

North Sydney, N. 8., July 24.—Steam- 
er Roosevelt, which arrived here late 
Saturday night, will probably sail for 
the north today. Commander Peary 
boarded the ship upon her arrival here, 
and everything is now in readiness for 
her long and lond@y voyage of explora- 
tion. 


Throughbred Horses For Japan 

Buffalo, July 24.—Representatives of 
the Japanese government have just 
bought $110,000 worth of horses at a 
stock farm at East Aurora. There are 
84 horses in the deal and all will be 
shipped to Japan for breeding. Seven- 
teen of them are thoroughbred racers. 


The Usual Big Collection 

Lancaster, Pa., July 24.—The con- 
vention of the Missionary and Christian 
alliance has come to a conclusion. The 
annual collection at the closing session 
amounted to $45,000 in cash and pledges 
to be paid within the year. Rey. A. B. 
Simpson presided over the meeting. 


Cannot Remain In This Country 

New York, July 24.—Said Ben Ali, 
who arrived here on the steamer Phil- 
adelphia on July 11 and who since bas 
been under observation, has been de- 
elared a leper and ordered deported. 
His home is in Algeria, but for six 
years he has been a resident of France. 


Extra Session In November 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 24.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will call an extraor- 
dinary session of congress on Noy. 11. 
So many inquiries have come from 
members of congress that Mr. Roose- 
velt authorized his secretary to an- 
nounce the definite date. In his mes- 
sage the president will lay stress upon 
the necessity of railroad legislation 
and this will be the special subject be- 
fore the two houses. Panama will re- 
celve attention and the tariff will un- 
doubtedly play a part in the coming 
session. 


Great Fire In Oil Field 

Humble, Tex., July 24—Fire that 
started in a tank belonging to ths 
Texas Oil company was caused by 
lightning striking the oil. Twelve 
tanks belonging to the company are 
certainly doomed. Eleven of them con- 
tained 200,000 barrels of ofl each and 
the one struck had 238,000 barrelw. 
The loss thus far is estimated at fully 
1,000,000 barrels of oll, or $250,000, 
with the fire still raging. 


Agitators Losing Ground 

St. Petersburg, July 24—Though it 
Was predicted that there would be 
some disorders in St. Petersburg yes- 
terday, the day was equally as unevent- 
ful as Saturday, which was observed 
as a memorial day for those killed on 
Jan. 22 last. Agitators in several 
towns arranged demonstrations and 
tried to precipitate collisions with the 
police and troops, but there was no loss 
of life. 


Suspicion of Fever 

New York, July 24.—Two cabin pas- 
sengers of the steamer Finance, from 
Colon, have been transferred to Hoff- 
man island for observation. The 
Finance carried 29 passengers. of 
this number six are returning em- 
ployes of the isthmian canal company. 
It brought the body of the late George 
H. Harper, assistant auditor of the 
isthmian canal, who died of yellow 
fever. 


Chinese Daily Paper at ’Frisco 

San Francisco, July 24.—Chinatown 
is to have an eight to ten-page morning 
daily paper printed in the Chinese 
language. It will be the only Chinese 
morning paper published outside of 
China. It is said the paper will be 
published along American lines and 
will be illustrated. The paper is to 
represent a new political party formed 
in China and this country. 


Enforcing Sunday Closing Law 

St. Louis, July 24.—As a result of 
Governor Folk’s determination to use 
the city police force in an effort to 
break up an alleged violation of the 
Sunday saloon closing law in St. Louls 
county, a large force of city police- 
men was scattered throughout the 
county and 14 arrests were made on 
charges of keeping saloons open on 
Sunday.

Russian and German Rulers In 


Private Conference 


SUGGESTION OF KAISER 


Meeting Arranged Direc ly Be- 
tween Them--Interpreted as 
Assurance of Germany’s Moral 
Support of Russia 


St. Petersburg, Juiy 24.—On the eve 
of the peace conference, and with a 
suddenness already disconcerting to 
diplomatic and court circles, the czar 
left Peterhof yesterday on board the 


imperial yacht Polar Star for a con- 
ference with Emperor William, who is 
cruising on the Hohenzollern in Fin- 
nish waters. 

The first interview of the sovereigns 
was expected to take place last even- 
ing off the Finnish port of Borgo, at 
the mouth of the Gulf of Finland. This 
will be followed by another interview 
today. 

The czar is accompanied by his 
brother, Grand Duke Michael Alex- 
androvitch, and a considerable suite, 
including Count Benkendorff, marshal 
of the court; Genera! Fredericks, min- 
ister of the imperial house; Count Hey- 
den, chief of the imperial chancellerie; 
Admiral Birlloff, minister of marine; 
Captain Von Essen, who commanded 
the battleship Sevastopol during the 
siege of Port Arthur; Captain Chagin, 
who commanded the Almaz, the only 
cruiser of Rojestvensky’s fleet to reach 
Viadivostok, after the battle of the Sea 
of Japan; Captain Hintze, naval at- 
tache of the German embassy; also a 
party of courtiers and the ezur's escort 
of sailors and marines, with a guard 
commanded by Admiral Neeloff. 


It is noticeable that there is no rep- 
resentative of the Russian foreign office 
among the czar’s entourage, nor is the 
German ambassador, Count Alven- 
sleben, on board the Polar Star. This 
gives color to a report that the meet- 
ing was arranged between the two 
rulers directly, without recourse to the 
usual diplomatic . channels, Emperor 
William suggesting the rendezvous 
by telegraph from Hernoesand, Sw?- 
den. The idea, the report says, met 
with the czar’s favor, but the final ar- 
rangements were only completed Sat- 
urday and some members of the im- 
perial family were hastily commanded 
Saturday night to accompany the czar. 

Many diplomatists were taken com 
pletely by surprise by the news, the 
rumors that a meeting was contem- 
plated which were current since Fri- 
day having met with the flattest denials 
in official quarters and the German 
ambassador having stated that he 
knew nothing of any such plan being 
on foot. 

Like the last meeting between Nich- 
olas and William at a hunting seat in 
Russian Poland, where European and 
eastern situations were discussed and 
Russia was assured that she need have 
no anxiety regarding her western 
frontier while engaged with the Japan- 
ese, the conferences in the cabins of 
the Hohenzollern and Polar Star will 
be probably without secretaries or 
other witnesses. 

There is no set program of subjects 
for discussion aside from a general 
consideration of the factors in the pres- 
ent situation affecting the two em- 
pires, but it can be stated that the 
coming meeting of the Russo-Japanese 
plenipotentiaries will occupy a place 
in the foreground. 

The action of the German emperor In 
seeking a conference at this moment Is 
generally interpreted as an assurance 
of his moral support of Russia in the 
coming pour parlers at Washington 
and Portsmouth. Emperor Willigm 
has also taken advantage of the occa- 
sion to discuss the details of the Russo- 
Japanese war with eye-witnesses, and 
the presence of the naval officers who 
distinguished themselves in the Far 
East is due to his special request. 


Speculating on the Result 

London, July 24.—The London news- 
papers note with inquietude the sud- 
den resolve of Czar Nicholas to visit 
Emperor William and all kinds of 
speculations are indulged in as to the 
possible motives for and the results of 
such a momentous interview at a time 
when so many difficult problems are 
facing European diplomacy. The Mo- 
roccan and Scandinavian questions are 
regarded as possible objects for discus- 
sion, and it is also supposed that the 
reactionary party in Russia may have 
succeeded in persuading the czar of 
the impolicy of permitting Witte to 
conclude peace on a basis acceptable to 
France and Great Britain. 

All the correspondents agree that the 
interview was of Emperor William’s 
seeking and the result is awaited with 
the greatest anxiety. 

No news of Emperor William's 
, whereabouts has reached London since 
_ he left-Gefle, Sweden, and was cruising 

northward. There is no harbor at 
! Borgo and the imperial yachts must 
be in the open sea. 

Telegrams from Berlin indicate that 
the meeting between the emperors is 
as great a surprise there as elsewhere, 
official circle protesting their utter 
| ignorance regarding it.

Ciam Farming. 


Dr. James L. Kellogg of Williams- 
town, professor in biology at Williams 
college, is in Chatham, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Field, chairman of the 
Massachusetts fish and game commis- 
sion, for the purpose of making an ex- 
periment in tbe artificial culture of 
clams, 

In conversation with a correspondent 
Dr. Kellogg said: ‘‘The growing of 
clams is entirely feasible and much 
easier to carry on than the propagation 
of oysters, which has been proven so 
successful as to have become a profit- 
able investment for millions of capital 
and it furnishes employment for thous- 
ands of men. 

“If the Massachusetts legislators 
could only be brought to see the wis- 
dom of so amending our state laws that 
sections of beaches could be leased*to 
individuals who would be protected 
thereby from unscrupulous poachers. 
I am confident, this could soon be made 
very profitable to thousands of fisher- 
men. 3 
§ ‘‘Clams will grow so rapidly and in- 
crease so fast after the spawning 
period that it is best to plant them, if 
they are an inch long, some distance 
apart in regular rows so they will not 
be crowded within a year or so, and 
even then they need thinning? out at 
intervals, "After a man should therefore 
have a good sized clam garden he would 
need to be taking out quite a good 
many to prevent them getting too thick 
for a healthy growth, thus supplying bis 
customers regularly and keeping his 
farm in good condition.” 

Dr. Kellogg is enthusiastic regard- 
ing the very few obstacles to contend 
with in the propagation of clams, as 
compared with that of oysters and other 
shell fish, and is extremely desirous 
for the fish and game commission of 


Massachusetts to be given an opportu- 
nity to prove what can be done in this 
respect.

Nantasket steamer Myles Standish and 
a native of Quincy, died suddenly in 
Boston on Monday, having been operated 
upon the previous Tuesday for appen- 
dicitis. 

Capt. Brown was the son of Foster 
and Mary Hamilton Brown, both well 
known in Quincy years ago. He had 
an early liking for the water, and when 
a boy weut ona whaling voyage. He 
became a master mariner and com- 
manded several fine merchantmen, en- 
gaged in the foreigu carrying trade. 
He first became connected with the 
Nantasket Beach boats some 30 years 
ago, and before 1881 was mate and pilot 
of the Governor Andrew. He wasgiven 
command of the William Harrison iu 
1890; of the Governor Andrew in 1892; 
of the Nantasket in 1895; and when the 
Myles Standish went into commission 
he was made her captain. Capt. Brown 
was held in the highest esteem by the 
officers of the company and was a gen- 
eral favorite with all the men of the 
fleet, owing to his big heartedness and 
genial disposition. 

The funeral services will be held at 
his late home, Thursday, at 1 o’clock, 
and the interment will be at Mt. Wol- 
laston cemetery, Quincy. He leaves a 
widow, one son, a brother and sister.

BOYCOTT ON OUR GOODS 


Organized by Commercial Guilds, 
Over Which Chinese Govern- 
ment Has No Control--Effort to 
Allay Anti-American Agitation 


Amherst, Mass., July 25.—That 
China, in communicating to the pow- 
ers her unwillingness to recognize any 
arrangement regarding Manchuria 
about which she had not previously 
been consulted, acted entirely upon 
her own initiative, is the emphatic 
statement of Sir Chentung Liang 
Cheng, the Chinese minister, who is 
spending the summer here, where he 
went to school 25 years ago. 

“The note just made public by the 
Washington government,” declared the 
minister, “was addressed by my gov- 
ernment first to the belligerents and 
later to the neutral powers. Previous 
to this my government had sounded Its 
governors and viceroys and ministers 
abroad regarding various phases of the 
Manchurian question and the notifica- 
tion to the powers that we should not 
recognize any arrangement regarding 
the Chinese province of Manchuria 
about which we had not been consulted 
beforehand was not prompted or even 
suggested, so far as I am aware, by 
any other government, but emanated 
directly from the Pekin government, 
which acted tn. this matter entirely on 
its own initiative.” 

The minister has received brief ad- 
vices about the boycott declared 
against American goods by Chinese 
merchants. On this point he said: 
“The Chinese government has done 
what it could to discourage this boy- 
cott, which is not in any way a gov- 
ernmental affair, but emanates from 
the commercial guilds, over which the 
government has no control.” 

The minister added that his govern- 
ment would continue to do what it 
could to allay the agitation and ex- 
pressed the hope that it would not in- 
terfere in any way with the cordial re- 
lations between the two governments. 
At the Chinese legation the hope Is ex- 
pressed that when the willingness of 
this government to interpret the pres- 
ent immigration law in a broad spirit 
and to afford to the non-laboring class 
of Chinese proper facilities for travel 
in this country becomes general!y 
known throughout China, the present 
anti-American feeling will subside. 

The outlook for a new immigration 
treaty is not regarded as bright at this 
time. A more immediate means of re- 
lief, it is believed, will be found in an 
amendment of existing laws under 
which only Chinese laborers would be 
excluded from this country. It is prob- 
able this matter may be taken up at 
the next session of congress. 

No attempt is made at the legation 
to conceal the seriousness of the pres- 
ent boycott or the fact that feeling 
against American restriction of Chi- 


nese immigration of the better class 
runs high in Chinese commercial 
circles. 


Boycott Gaining Strength 
Paris, July 25.—First Secretary Lien 
of the Chinese legation, in an interview 
in The Matin, says: “The boycott of 
American goods is gradually extending 
and will probably gain considerably la 
northern China. The Chinese press 
is taking an active part in the boycoit, 
in the struggle over which China has 
nothing to lose. The movement is 
very popular and will only cease when 
the United States modifies certain 

laws affecting our countrymen. 


Still Infected With Strike Fever 

Chicago, July 25.—At a mass mect- 
ing of employers, at which representa- 
tives of 200 business houses were pres- 
ent, it was unanimously decided that 
no more of the teamsters who were re- 
cently on strike would be reinstated 
until all of the unions involved have 
called off the strike. The teamsters 
are in a belligerent mood and threats 
are freely made that unless the em- 
ployers recede from their position 
there will be a general strike of all the 
union teamsters in Chicago, number- 
ing 35,000 men. 


Carter’s Resignation Declined 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 25.—Govern- 
or Carter of Hawaii came to Oyster 
Bay determined to resign his offictal 
position to escape the annoyance to 
which he has been subjected since he 
succeeded Sanford B. Dole as governor, 
The president not only declined to ac- 
cept his resignation, but told him to 
go back to Honolulu and he should 
have the full support and sympathy of 
the national administration. 


Croker Left a Tidy Sum 
New York, July 25.—The appraisal of 
the estate of Frank H. Croker, son 0? 
Richard Croker, who was killed in an 
automobile aceident in Florida, was 
filed last evening. As he died intestate 
his father is entitled to the whole 
estate. Croker left no personal estate, 
and his real property, after deduc- 
tions for debts and expenses of admin- 

istration, amounts to $491,386.

In Power Boat Race 

Marblehead, Mass., July 25.—After 
a daring run of 288 miles along the 
New England coast in unusua.ly tem- 
pestuous conditions for midsummer, 
the 28-foot motor launch ‘Talisman, 
ewned by William Saville ef Boston 
and built in that city, won the Knicker: 
bocker Yacht club’s long distance 
power-boat race from New York to 
this port. 

Battered by heavy seas for nearly 24 
hours, with her seams started and he: 
wet and hungry crew pumping vigor- 
ously, the Talisman, the smallest of 
the fleet of 12, which started in the 
contest at noon on Saturday, struggled 
into this harbor shortly after 9 o'clock 
in the morning, the winner of the $250 
silver cup. 

Late yesterday afternoon another 
Boston boat, the Blink, owned by C. 
W. Esterbrook, and the largest boat of 
the fleet, came into the harbor, finish- 
ing at 5:27:10. As the Blink allowed 
the Talisman 16h. 46m. 19s., she was 
beaten by the smaller boat in corrected 
time 24h. 48m. 33s. 

About two hours later two other 
boats came neck and neck for the finish 
line. They were the Aquilla, owned by 
A. H. Chase of Providence, and the 
GlUssando, owned by F. L, Andrews of 
Fall River. The former finished four 
seconds in the lead. As both the Blink 
and the Aquilla allowed the Glissando 
considerable time, the last named 
yacht probably won the second prize 
for the contest, a bronze cup, 

At dark last night none of the other 
contestants had arrived.

Hopkins, aged 65, engineer and fire- 
man at the plant, was fatally burned, 
dying a short time after the explo- 
sion. The fifty other employes in the 
building escaped without any serious 
injuries. The mill had been in opera- 
tion only three months.

WILL BE THOROUGH 


Wreck of the Bennington to Be 
Investigated 


RECORDS PERHAPS LOST 


Steam Engineering Bureau Has 
Not Received Report For the 
Quarter Ending Last of June 
--Death List of Fifty-Eight 


Washington, July 25.—Secretary of 
the Navy Bonaparte says that the pub- 
lic may rest assured that the Benning- 
ton disaster will be thoroughly investi- 
gated and that whatever action the re- 
sults of the investigation may show 
to be proper will be taken by the de- 
partment promptly and effectually. 

Secretary Bonaparte held an ex- 
tended conference with Assistant Sec- 
retary Darling and found that Darling 
had done everything possible to allevi- 
ate the sufferings of the wounded and 
for the proper care of the dead, as weil 
as to lay the foundation for the investi- 
gation of the explosion. 

When Admiral Goodrich reaches San 
Diego it is expected that the board of 
investigation which Captain Drake or- 
dered to determine the extent of dam- 
age to the hull and engines also will 
be ready to report the results of their 
investigation to the admiral. It is sug- 
gested at the navy department that 
some of the steam engineering records 
of the Bennington may have been de- 
stroyed when the ship was blown up. 
The quarterly report, covering the pe- 
riod fiom March 30 to June 30 has 
not been received at the bureau of 
steam engineering. It Is possible, it 
is stated, that the mailing of the re- 
port may have been delayed, and that 
it was aboard ship at the time of the 
explosion. ' 

The department has telegraphed to 
Captain Drake for a list of the sur- 
vivors. This was done because of the 
numerous inquiries that have come 
from relatives of the sallors who have 
not been reported among the dead or 
injured. The department has directed 
that a report be sent to the depart- 
ment daily from San Diego. 

Admiral Dewey has received from 
Vice Admiral Lord Beresford, com- 
manding the British Mediterranean 
fleet, now stationed at Gibraltar, a 
message of condolence, to which Dew- 
ey sent an appropriate response. 

Ap expression of regret and sym- 
pathy came to Assistant Secretary Dar- 
ling from Bennington, Vt., the town 
after which the ill-fated ship was 
named, 


Fifty-Eight Men Dead 

San Diego, Cal., July 25.—All the men 
connected with the gunboat Benning- 
ton at the time of the fatal boiler ex- 
plosion in San Diego harbor have been 
accounted for. Exploration of the ves- 
sel’s hold continues as it is rapidly 
emptied of water. 

The summary of the situation is: 
Dead, 58; wounded, 46; uninjured, 92; 
deserter, 1. Total number of crew be- 
fore accident 197. C. A. Mumper has 
been found alive and uninjured, blot- 
ting out any missing lst. Seven in- 
jured men are in a cyitical condition. 

The Bennington’s interior now pre- 
sents a less disordered appearance. 
Boiler B, which exploded first, is seen 
to have moved 15 feet aft, and the two 
exploded boilers are jammed against 
a steel bulkhead. In the starboard 
storeroom is a mass of water-soaked 
and ruined ship goods. A board has 
been appointed to attend the work of 
condemning the stores. The conditions 
in the engine room are such that It 
will probably take two days to dis- 
cover the full amount of the damage 
there. 

The name of the deserter is said to 
be Grove, a San Diego boy, who left 
the ship the night before the explosion. 
Had he been aboard he probably 
would have been with those who were 
instantly killed. 

Commander Young and the officers 
of the ship have begun an investigation 
into the cause of the explosion.

Why Trainmen Oppose Control 
by Government Commission. 


P. H. MORBISSEY’S EXPLANATION. 


————_— 


No Mercenary Stand, Says Grand 
Master of Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, For Wage Cutting 
Would Not Follow Rate Reduction. 
Discriminations and Alleged Re- 
bates, He Says, Come From Trusts. 


P. H. Morrissey, grand master of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
discussing at Cleveland, O., with a rep- 
resentative of the New York Globe 
what he considers the most important 
matter now before railroad employees, 
the proposition to regulate railroad 
rates by a government commission, 
said: 

“The strength of unions has devel- 
oped in the United States, and partic- 
ularly that of railroad unions, because 
of their ability to demonstrate to the 
railroad officials the soundness of any 
proposition it may be necessary to pre- 
sent. By care in selection of members 
and by presenting only proper claims 
the unions have arrived at a position 
where the railroad officials respect 
them the more because they have 
shown that there is a mutual interest 
between the railroad management and 
the unions. It is this mutuality of in- 
terest that leads me to depart from 
our usual custom and discuss this rail- 
road rate regulation, although as a 
rule I am averse to newspaper contro- 
versy. 

“Railroad employees cannot expect 
high wages and reasonable hours un- 
less the railroads are making money. 
It has been stated that if rates were 
reduced, and rate regulation means 
nothing else, the first reduction in ex- 
pense would be a cut in wages. This 
is not so, and proper consideration of 
the situation will prove it. The rail- 
roads realize the necessity of employ- 
ing intelligent, experienced men and 
of having them satisfied both with 
their work and with their wages. The 
result of a cut in wages would be, 
first, to dissatisfy the employees and 
make them seek employment else- 
where, and, second, to force the rail- 
road officials to accept in their places 
men who are inferior both in mechan- 
ical work and in judgment, which is 
a necessity to every man who works 
on a railroad. 

“The railroads would never do this, 
if for no other reason than because 
they appreciate that the pecuniary 
disadvantages which would result 
from the employment of incompetent 
help would more than offset the differ- 
ence between the wages now paid and 
those which would be paid if a cut 
were made. So it is not from the view- 
point of immediate personal injury 
that we are earnest in discussing this 
matter, but from the viewpoint of the 
greatest good to the greatest number. 

“Those of us who have been in the 
service ten or twenty years remember 
the hard times of the railroad wars 
and the cut rate periods. We, perhaps 
better than the shipper, were im- 
pressed with the disadvantages result- 
ing therefrom, We had to handle de- 
fective cars and attempt to move 
trains with locomotives which needed 
repairs. At times and on some rail- 
roads we went for months with but 
part of our pay, and we know how dis- 
astrous and disorganizing such a sit- 
uation is. 

In the past ten years we have seen 
the railroads rebuilt and re-equipped. 
We have assisted, in fact, I do not 
think it is too strong to say we have 
forced better wages for the men 
and the employment of a better class 
of men, and during this time the pub- 

lic has not suffered, because rates 
have not been increased. 

“Because railroads have been able to 
find the money with which to rebuild 
tracks and buy new cars and loco- 
motives without raising the rate is no 
argument that if the rates be reduced 
they will be able to continue to do so. 
We are in constant touch with and 
know all the patrons of the railroads. 
We know the shippers and the travel- 
ers, and we know the patrons of the 
railroads which we serve are satisfied 
with the present passenger and freight 

rates, The discriminations which we 
hear about, the alleged rebates and 
things of that kind, come principally 
from the greedy trusts, and we are not 
Overanxious to assist them.”

~ ROMAN DICE THROWING. | A¢ Commencement CLASSIFIED ADVERTISEMENT, 


Devices Used to Prevent Fraad in 
the Days of the Caesars. 

The number of dice used was three, 
being marked with a minimum of one 
and a maximum of six spots. The most 
fortunate throw, called venereus by 
Cicero and basilicus by Piautus, was 
when the dice showed three seniones, 
or eighteen spots. The gravity of the 
losses depended naturally upon the 
amount of money at stake and the fines 
that were paid when the dice showed 
one or more aces. 

It is difficult to explain what skill 
had to do with such a game. Still Isl- 
dore describes how inveterate gamblers 
could succeed in throwing the six and 
in avoiding the unit. In a graflito at 
Pompeii an xonest player congratulates 
himself for having gained a good sum 
of money without fraud. Plautus 
dwells on these dishonest practices, to 
avoid which several instruments were 
invented, such as the horn and the 
fritillus. 

It seems, however, that these instru- 
ments did not always fulfill their pur- 
pose. A third one was consequently 
invented in the shape of a tower, with 
a spiral staircase inside and a funnel 
on top. The dice, shaken first in the 
born or in the fritillus, were thrown fn- 
to the funnel and rolled down the 
spiral staircase until they landed on 
the table. Such precautions rendered 
cheating almost impossible. 


INK THAT LIVES, 


‘The Indelible Writing Fluid Used 
by the Old Irish Monks. 

It is impossible to read the most an- 
cient histories of the Irish saints with- 
out noticing how large a part books 
play in their lives. 

In the library some cut the sheets of 
parchment or even sewed together in 
the neatest way the odd shreds, for 
the monk must not waste the gifts of 
God, especially when they are rare and 
dear. They polished !t on one side un- 
til it was smooth and laid !t near the 
scribe. Others prepared the peculiar 
thick inks of the Irish writers, very 
much like varnish, in different colors. 
The red was the most beautiful, and 
after 1,000 years it yet shines as the 
day it was first used. It was got from 
a kind of cockles collected on the sea- 
shore. Then there were black and 
green and golden inks, used in various 
thicknesses by the illuminators and the 
artists in miniature, 

All these inks will resist chemicals 
that corrode iron. The ink was placed 
in thin conic glasses attached either to 
the side of the desk or to the chair, 
sometimes to the girdle of the writer, 
often fixed to the end of a pointed 
stick placed upright in the ground. It 
is owing to this pecullar skill In mak- 
ing ink that so many of the old Irish 
manuscripts have come down to us.— 
London Answers. 


MISSING PERSONS. 


Thousands Yearly Disappear and 
Are Never Heard From, 

More than 5,000 persons annually dis- 
appear in the United States and are 
never heard from again. At first blush 
the assertion seems incredible, but po- 
lice statistics furnish confirmation. The 
actual figures, based on a conservative 
calculation, are even more alarming 
than those given. 

The tragedies of real life hidden 
within these peculiar cases, if they 
could but be brought to light, would 
rival many of the novels penned by 
the world’s greatest writers. No sub- 
ject that can be imagined has such 
weird fascination as that of the thou- 
sands and thousands who have gone 
down this grand canyon of oblivion. 

It would be possible to fill many 
pages with the absorbing stories of 
these curious cases, but nearly every 
reader of the newspapers, whether he 
lives in village, town or city, is prob- 
ably acquainted with some instance of 
the kind concerning either friend or 
relative. Men and women who have 
lost all they treasured most in life in 
this manner go about vacantly, numb- 
ly, ever waiting for the return of the 
missing one—a dream that never comes 
true.—Brooklyn Eagle.

Insurance Commissioner Raps 


Three Big Companies 


THE EQUITABLE SCANDAL 


Opening of Chasm Showed Hid- 
den Secrets of “Dr Jekyll and 
Mr Hyde” Company--Royal Ar- 
canum Case Dealt With 


Boston, July 26.—Scathing criticism, 
pointed condemnation and fierce de- 
nunciation of the methods and course 
of the big insurance companies char- 
acterizes the annual report of Irod- 
erick L. Cutting, commissioner of in- 
surance for Massachusetts, just issued, 
The report is exhaustive in its review 
of methods employed by high insurance 
officials during the past several years 
and contains a recommendation that 
ge legislature at its next session taka 
up the matter of deferred dividends 
and the relation between insurance 
companies and their allied trust com- 
panies and other questions, with a view 
of compelling reform. 

The report considers insurance in 
connection “with the gambling in- 
stinct,” and tells of the influence upon 
the officials of insurance companies 
from the “dubious schemes,” “schemes 
for getting enormously rich,” the 
“graft by city officials, state officiais, 
national officials, petty legislators, con- 
gressmen, United States senators and 
courts subservient to the great Moloch, 
money,” that they have seen all about 
them, and they also saw “tainted 
money eagerly sought by college and 
pulpit.” 

Commissioner Cutting names several 
companies. Of the Equitable Life, the 
Mutual Life and the New York Life, 
termed the “big three” and the “racers,” 
the report says that they have been 
largely responsible for the excessive

these in respect to the extraordinary 
deposits made by them with a few fa- 
vyored banks and trust companies. It 
approves the smaller companies “that 
have been content with a moderate 
pace,” and says that “in times of doubt 
and stress the public, suddenly grown 
conservative through the educational 
effect of a great scandal like the one 
recently developed, will turn to them 
as a safe refuge.” 

Referring to the Equitable Life As- 
surance society, the report says: ‘To 
all outward appearances, life insurance 
has been booming along serenely and 
beautifully during the past 25 years, | 
with money rolling into the treasuries; 
in broad streams. But a rude awaken- 
ing came. A chasm opened, showlnug 
the hidden secrets of a great ‘Dr. Jeky!1| 
and Mr. Hyde’ insurance company. It 
had suddenly dawned that during these 
25 years of peaceful conquest of ml: 
lions of public money there bad been 
Judases at work betraying their trusts 
for financial gain.” 

Fraternal insurance and the case of 
the Royal Arcanum are dealt with at 
some length in the report, the commis- 
sioner expressing his opinion that the 
new rates recently adopted by that on 
der and causing such a stir within its 
ranks are not too high, and states: 
“The fraternity does not exist, nor, in 
view of the inexorable law of nature, 
will it or any other kind of insurance 
company exist, which can continue to 
pay death claims indefinitely if it 
merely collects the cost of insurance 
for age of entry.” 

After dealing at length with the sub- 
ject of life insurance, of the enormous 
amount of money involved and of Le 
close relations between the companies 
and the subsidiary trust companies, the 
commissioner says, referring to last 
year’s report: 

“It must be said that the situation 
constantly presents the temptation to 
directors, who also have stock in the 
trust company, to give the latter all 
the advantagex they possibly can in the 
way of deposits and loans. ‘The inter 
ests of their pockets are in perpetual 
conflict with their duties as_ fiduciary 
agents of the policyholders and stock- 
holders of the insurance company, a 
most unfortunate state of affairs, from 
which, sooner or later, in some in- 
stances, the insurance company is com- 
ing out second best.” 

The Massachusetts department 
called attention to these conditions a 
year ago and of this Commissioner 
Cutting says: “The department had 
hopes that the daily press woukl put 
matters of such importance before the 
public, but in most cases their columns 
were practically closed against the 
revelations. The majority continned to 
eat, drink and make money. Rut a 
rude awakeuing has come.”

New York, July 26.—That Japan will 
demand an indemnity of Russia in the 
negotiations for peace and that the 
war will be declared at an end at the 
conclusion of the negotiations at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., next month, is the be- 
lef of Baron Komura, head of the 
Japanese peace delegation, as voiced 
by Aimar Sato, who is the officia! 
spokesman for the baron on this mis- 
sion. Mr. Sato, in an interview last 
night, said: 

“IT am confident that peace will be 
successfully negotiated by the ap- 
pointed delegations. The Japanese wii: 
be guided by moderation and no exces- 
sive demands will be made, but the 
sentiment in Japan and Russia is for 
peace, aud tn the interests of humanity 
and propriety there must be peace. 

“The cost to Japan, however, as 
been very great. On both sides the loss 
has been 570,000 men, Russia losing 
870,000 of these. The war is costing 
Japan $1,000,000 a day and there is a 
feeling that there ought to be an in- 
demnity.” 

The peace terms, while held inviolate 
by those who know their text, were 
formulated by the Emperor of Japan 
and his council. Mr. Sato was asked 
if, in the flush of victory, the Japanese 
people would’ not feel entitled to more 
than any treaty would allow, and Sato 
said: “The Japanese are not so gentle 
as to abide by any decision we may 
make, but they pay great respect to 
the offices of President Roosevelt and 
his acts have done a great deal to em- 
rhasize the need for peace.” 

Of the attitude of the Japanese 
plenipotentiaries toward the Russian 
delegates, Mr. Sato said: “We admire 
M. Witte and Baron Rosen. The an- 
nouncement of Witte’s appointment to 
the peace party was more welcome to 
us than that of any other person could 
have been. We recognize him as a 
great statesman.” 

Of the future of China, Sato sald: 
“If the central government could work 
in harmony with the district or pro- 
vinclal governments China would be- 
come a great power, but at present 
that seems to me impossible. Japan's 
attitude toward China is most friendly. 
While maintaining no moral Monroe 
doctrine over the empire, Japan feels 
that China is more or less under Jap- 
an’s protection. This protection, by 
way of illustration, is not so strong 
over China as that of the United States 
over South America.” 

Mr. Sato emphasized the announce- 
ment made frequently before that Jap- 
an does not seek territorial aggrandize- 
ment, and on this point the speaker 
said: “We want in Manchuria equal 
opportunity, or what Mr. Hay called 
the open door.” Mr. Sato said Japan 
is overpopulated and that in the open- 
ing up of Manchuria and Korea an at- 
tractive field for immigration would be 
nearer home than offered in Hawail or 
America. Mr. Sato said that while a

ABOVE THE LIMIT 


Medford Appropriations too High--- 
Tax Rate Excessive. 


The aldermen of Medford, at a spec- 
ial meeting Tuesday evening, voted to 
reduce by $6,000 the annual appropria- 
tion budget of the city, passed last Feb- 
ruary, as the Mayor called their atten- 
tion to the fact that it was in excess of 
the $12 limit allowed by law. 

The fact was not discovered until the 
assessors announced a tax rate of $21.80. 
Now it is expected to reduce the tax 
rate to $21.40. 

But acity tax rate above $20, when 
there is a law limiting current expenses 
to $12 per $1,000, is radically wrong. 
The tax rate of Quincy is too high, but 
was never in excess of $19.20, and the 
average in the sixteen years of the city 
government has been below $16.64.

A BOLD ONE. 


Phillips Who Broke Jail at Dedham 
Has a Record. 


The Boston police regard William R. 


Phillips who broke jail at Dedham last; 


week asa tricky and dangerous crook. 
He has several aliases, being known 
also as H. Miller and Charles R. Carl- 
ton. According to his own confession 
since his arrest at New Haven on Tues- 
day he has been going it fast. 

The young fellow was arrested March 
17 last for breaking into the house of 
Etta C. Littlefield, 516 Harvard street, 
Brookline. Concerning this burglary 
Phillips says that his father kept him 
so short of money that he joined a gang 
and stole first at hotel Touraine. His 
father’s influence averted punishment 
that time, brt he concluded to go it 
alone in future operations of the kind. 

Learning that the Littlefields were 
away from home he drove to the house 
ina fashionable turnout and sent for 
an expressman to cart away the goods 
he had packed up. Everything he 
could conveniently take he sent toa 
Boston hotel and later to Brockton. 

When the Littlefield family returned, 
he met them, helped them in the dis- 
covery of the burglary, and himself no- 
tified the police. The officers came to 
the Touraine, where he was staying, to 
arrest him. He was taking a bath, saw 
them, slid down the fire escape to an- 
other floor, stole a suit of clothes and 
got away. 

He was later arrested and sentenced 
to two years in the house of correction 
at Dedham. July 15, while out for 
exercise in the jailyard, he covered his 
prison clothes with a few strips of white 
cloth and walked out of jail unbindered. 
On the way to Boston he broke into 
the house of Charles A. Carlton in Dor- 
chester, and stole a suit of clothes and 
some money. 

In Dorchester, also, he says, he went 
to the house of a friend, borrowed $25 
and another snit, which he substituted 
for that of Mr. Carlton. He then fied 
to New Haven. 
Cox’ garage and said he was told by 
Rev. Dr. Baker to get his automobile 
for the purpose of making altorations 
on the machine. He was given the 
machine and a chauffeur with it. He 
gave the name of Charles A. Carlton. 
That night he ran the machine to the 
house of Prof. C. R, Clarke in New 
Haven. The family was away, and 
Phillips broke into the house, loaded 
a trank with silk dresses and silver- 
ware, and placed the trunk in the auto- 
mobile. 

He then drove to Hartford, sent his 
chauffeur back to New Haven and went 
on himself to Springfield, where he was 
arrested. Mr. Cox having wired to 
Rey. Dr. Baker and thereby discovered 
the deception practiced by Phillips. On 
the way back to New Haven, in the au- 
tomobile, in custody of detective James 
Ward, Phillips and the detective were 
arrested for speeding in Manchester, 
Conn. They were released after the 
detective had established their iden-

IT OPENS WAY TO HARBIN 


—_—— 


Mere Threat of Advance May 
Compel the Russians to Move-- 
Japanese Army In Korea Not 
Very Far From Vladivostok 


St. Petersburg, July 27.—A dispatch 
from Russian headquarters in Man- 
churla says that on July 24 two Japan- 
ese torpedo boat destroyers approached 
the port of Dekastries, Siberia, ad 
took bearings of the isthmus on which 
the lighthouse stands. The Japanese 


| subsequently landed and seized ‘be 
| lighthouse and hoisted the Japanese 


flag. 


London, July 27.—The Japanese 


| landing at Dekastries, which is the 


terminus of the only cable line con- 
necting the mainland with the islaud of 
Sakhalin, is regarded by the London 
newspapers as an attempt to seize the 
mouth of the Amur river in order to 
enable the Japanese to dispatch anrrmy 
up to that great waterway for the pur- 
pose of threatening the Russian «om- 
munications. 

Japanese gunboats and torpedo 
boats could thus reach Harbin and give 
effectual assistance to another attack 
on the Russian fortifications. oth 
the Ussuri and Sungari rivers «are 
navigable for vessels of light draft and 
thus the Japanese could advance it- 
land in three different directions for a 
considerable distance. 

If, as is supposed, Japan has a river 
expedition in readiness, the mere 
threat of its advance may suffice to 
change the plans of the Russians and 
compel their retirement from the iCirip 
and Fengwa districts upon Harbin. 

An official report from the headquar- 
ters of the Japanese army in northern 
Korea says: “On July 24 the army 
succeeded in dislodging the enemy 
from the neighborhood of Puku and 
Purinong and occupied a line to the 
northward.” 

The news of the Japanese advance 
toward the Tumen makes the conc!u- 
sion of an armistice of immediate im- 
portance to Russia, so that General 
Hasegawa may be kept from Russian 
territory, which begins just north of 
the Tumen. Purinong, mentioned in 
the dispatch, is a town in northeast:"n 
Korea, about 45 miles southwest of the 
Tumen river and about 100 miles in a 
direct line from Vladivostok. 

Puku, or Puku-Chin, is a town direct- 
ly east of Purinong, on the coast, ané@ 
its occupation leads to the supposition 
that Hasegawa's advance is being sup- 
ported by the fleet. It is possible -hat 
Hasegawa, who may be dependent on

tinue his advance along the coast, and 
will cross the Tumen near its mouth, 
instead of following the trade route, 
which leads almost due north from 
Purinong.

A MONSTER PHANTOM. 


fhe Ancient Norse Legend of the 
Flying Dutchman. 

The old Norsemen had a curious and 
vague tradition of a phantom ship 
which. they called Mannifual. The 
French maritime chronicler, Jal, gives 
an account of her. So likewise does 
Thorpe in his work on “Northern 
Mythology.” She was so gigantic that 
her masts were taller than the highest 
mountains. The captain rode about 
on horseback delivering his orders. 
Sallors going aloft as boys came down 
respectable middle aged men, and in 
the blocks about her rigging were din- 
ing halls where they sustained life 
during thelr heavenward wanderings. 
When passing through the strait of 
Dover on her way northward she 
stuck, but the captain, with ready in- 
yention, ordered her sides to be lib- 
erally besmeared with soap, and she 
slipped through, leaving the cliffs of 
France and England white forever aft- 
erward. 

Down to within a century ago this 
gigantic ship was known among Eng- 
lish sailors by the name of the Merry 
Dun of Dover, but she seems quite to 
have cisappeared from the maritime 
lore of Great Britain. Seamen of 
Normandy stlll believe in her existence 
and call her the Chasse Froude. They 
say that she Is so immense that it 
takes her seven years to tack. On one 
occasion in turning her bowsprit swept 
away a whole battalion of soldiers 
from the Dover cliffs while her stern 
boom was demolishing the forts of 
Calais. 


MEN WITH TAILS. 


Queer Records of an Old Time Writ- 
er on This Subject. 

Mention of an obscure belief In other 
countries that Englishmen used to wear 
tails has prompted a correspondent to 
submit some information regarding the 
subject of tails Iu general. Dr. John 
Wolff, an old time writer, sald: “There 
{fs even in England a gentleman of 
dark complexion and of great talents 
who walks exactly as if he had a tail, 
and people of high rank told me that 
he and his family were known to have 
tails, and therefore in his carriage 
there is a hole in the seat where he 
sits in orcer that he may be able to 
sit comfortably.” 

Baring-Gould’s “Curious Myths of 
the Middle Ages” contains the follow- 
ing: “Dr. Wolff In his travels and ad- 
ventures says, ‘There are men and 
women in Abyssinia with tails like 
dogs and horses.’ Wolf also heard 
from a great many Abyssinians and 
Armenians (and Wolf is convinced of 
the truth of it) that there are near 
Narea, in Abyssinia, people—men and 
women—with large tails, with which 
they are able to knock down a horse, 
and there are also such people near 
China.” A note in Baring-Gould’s book 
adds: “In the College of Physicions 
and Surgeons at Dublin may still be 
seen a human skeleton with a fail 
seven inches long. There are many 
known instances of this elongation of 
the caudal vertebra, as in the Poo 
nangs in Borneo.”

This order is the largest Catholic 
fraternal insurance society in the coun- 
try, having at present 117,579 members 
in good standing. It was organized in 
Chicago on May 21, 1883, and has its 
permanent headquarters there. The in- 
ternational conventions are held bien- 
nially and never twice in the same 
state. This will be its first convention 
in Boston. Although this society has 
& state branch in Massachusetts, it has 
mo connection with the society known 
asthe Massachusetts Order of Forest- 
ers, and to distinguish it from that 
body is generally called in the West 
the Caiholic Order of Foresters of 
Tilinois.

JAPANESE TERMS 


What Will Be Asked at First 
Business Conference 


TO START ON INDEMNITY 


Will Not Fall Far Short of a Bil- 
lion Dollars--Russia’s Accept- 
ance of This and Other Essen- 
tials Will Form a Basis For 
Treaty of Peace In Far East 


Washington, July 27.—Whether there 
is to be peace in the Far East or a con- 
tinuance of the war will practically bh: 
decided at the first business meeting 
of the Washington conference, which 
will convene at the Portsmouth navy 


yard about Aug. 5. Baron Komura 
will on that occasion communicate to 
M. Witte the essentials of Japan's 
peace terms for further negotiations. 

This, it is declared, will not be done 
in a spirit of defiance. Indeed, there 
are many evidences in the possession 
of the neutral governments that Japan 
is coming to the Washington confer- 
ence not imbued with a desire to hu- 
miliate Russia, but only to exact terms 
which will insure a lasting peace in 
the Far East, and which will in a 
measure compensate Japan for the 
financial losses in the present coxflict 

Throughout the preliminary negotia- 
tions, however, Japan has made it clear 
at Washington that she wished to 
avoid unnecessarily tedious negotia- 
tions. “We are not going to the cop- 
ference to write into the law of nations 
a new chapter,” said a high Japanese 
official recently. For this reasox the 
Japanese plenipotentiaries will adopt 
the program of at once laying on the 
conference table those terms, the aec- 
ceptance of which without modification 
they are instructed to insist upon asa 
basis for further negotiations. 

Although guarding with great care 
the official statement of her terms, 
Japan has not kept from several friend- 
ly governments the general character 
of these terms. Official Washington 
has been enabled to form within cer- 
tain mits a general idea of their char- 
acter. 

It is known that Japan will demand 
an indemnity that will approximately 
cover the cost of the war to date. This 
was communicated to Russia early in 
the preliminary negotiations. The 
amount is still a secret, but it is based 
upon the most careful estimates of the 
War and will be accompanied by a 
more or less detailed statement show- 
ing the method by which the final fig- 
ures were computed. It will not fall 
short of $1,000,000,000, according to 
advices reaching here from wel! posted 
sources. Besides the indemnity, it is 
believed Japan’s other essentials to the 
continuance of negotiations are the 


transfer of Russia's lease of the Lizo 
Ting peninsula and of the raiiway 
as far as Harbin; the recognition of 
Japan's predominating influence in 
Korea, and the return of Manchuria to 
China. 

If the Russian plenipotentiaries are 
prepared to accept these essentials, the 
officials here are confident that the 
basis will be laid for negotiations sure 
to lead to the signing of the treaty of 
Washington, bringing peace in the ar 
East. 

As for subjects remaining to be dis- 
cussed, a tedious one, it is believed, 
and one which Russia will be disposed 
to negotiate with greatest caution, is 
the program for the restoration of 
Manchuria to Chinese control. Be- 
cause of the confusion and generai dis- 
order likely to ensue in the province 
after the withdrawal of the forcign 
armies, Japan believes that a certain 
time will be required in which to re- 
store public order and the establishb- 
ment of a regular system of Chinese 
police administration. During the pe- 
riod Japan will insist that she remain 
in control of the administration of the 
province, at the same time givirg a 
definite pledge finally to evacuate as 
soon as China shall be in a position to 
take up the reins of government there 
and maintain order. It is believed the 
policy to be suggested by Japan iu this 
matter will not be unlike that followed 
by the Washington government with 
reference to Cuba, American troops be- 
ing withdrawn from the island us soon 
as a stable government was in coutro) 
of the situation. 

A second subject for the plenipo- 
tentiaries to settle will be the surrender 
of all Russian ships now interned in 
neutral ports. Some officials are in- 
clined to believe that this demand will 
form one of the “essentials,” while 
others claim ground for believing that 
Russia may induce Japan to take these 
in part payment of the indemnity. 

Europe believes Japan will demand 
the neutralization of Vladivostok. The 
Washington government does not 
share in this belief. 


Expected to Pay Indemnity 

St. Petersburg, July 27.—The inter- 
view of Aimar Sato, spokesman for 
Baron Komura, in New York Tuea- 
day, is received with pleasure in many 
quarters as indicating that the Japan- 
ese are not disposed to insist upon 
Werms which Russia will be unable to 
accept.

NAVAL MAGAZINE, 


Such progress has been made by the 
ordnance bureau of the Navy depart- 
ment in the work preliminary to estab- 
lishing a naval magazine on the Wey- 
mouth back river, says the Herald, 
that, within a few days, the United 
States district attorney’s office will be- 
gin proceedings in the federal court 
looking to the condemnation of about 
800 acres of land in Weymonth and 
Hingham needed for this purpose. 
Capt. James R, Selfridge, ordinance 
officer at the navy yard, has had a sur- 
vey made of +the land the government 
proposes to take, 

The ordnance bureau plans a maga- 
zine suitable for the storage of a large 
amount of explosives ata point avail- 
able to warships. By dredging the 
rivera waterway for vessels of heavy 
draught will be provided. 

The department has $500,000 for the 
work, $70,000 for immediate use and 
$15,000 of this latter sum is to be used 
for engineering. 

The geography of Hingham and Wey- 
mouth will be altered considerably. 
Only a comparatively small part of the 
land to be taken will be in actual ase, 
the rest being taken to keep houses 
away from the magazine. 

About two-thirds of the property lies 
in Hingham. The northerly border 
reaches to Bridge street, Weymouth, 
and the property bas a frontage of 100 
feet on Beal street, Hingham. 

The building will be so far from avy 
of the residences in either town that 
the inhabitants need have no fear. Fol- 
lowing the condemnation the next step 
will be to make such terms as appear 
reasonable with the owners of the land, 
and the courts may have to be resorted 
to. It is expected the titles to the 
land are considerably involved. 

Some of the land to be taken is owned 
by Lewis Bass and others of Quincy. 
Passengers on the electric cars between 
Quincy and Hingham have noticed civil 
engineers at work on both sides of the 
Weymouth Back river. 


Floating Hospital. 

On the Floating Hospital in Boston 
Harbor,* on Thursday, three pairs of 
twins attracted attention, one pair be-} 
ing colored, and, although all were ill, 
the physicians expressed hope. It is 
remarkable how these wee bits of hu- 
manity recover under proper care and 
treatment on the hospital boat. One 
little Italian, Ernest Mazarella, 11 years 
old, brought his sick sister Mary, but 
4 years old, and remained with her for 
the day. He was a little father to the 
tot, and caused no end of amusement 
by his exceedingly anxious attitude for 
the welfare of his charge. He looked 
so clean and fresh and wore a cap with 
a gold band around it, 

A woman, fearing that the hospital 
might be short of food, brought a quart 
bottle of raspberry jam to feed her sick 
baby during the day, but it was quickly 
confiscated and was returned; to the 
mother on her home trip, No child is 
given food brought from home on the 
hospital.

Good Field for Young Men. 


No young man need be out of em- 
ployment if he desires to work, fo 
there is a great demand for men in al 
lines of trade and business; One of 
these lines is the street railway which 
is having considerable trouble this 
year in getting all the men it desires 
for conductors and motormen. 

One of the reasons, perhaps, is be- 
cause men have an idea that the road 
will only give them employment during 
the summer months, and that in the 
fall they will be laid off. Supt. Gam- 
mons, however, says that such is not 
the case. He says, we are always want- 
ing men in some one of our lines and 
any man who proves himself competent 
need have no fear but that he will have 
steady employment the year round. 

The pay is good, for some of the men 
are now making from $15 to $18 per 
week. A conductor or motorman starts 
in at 20 cents per hour the first year, 
and gets an increase every year, and if 
@ man does not earn $12 per week 
during his first year it is no one’s fault 
but his own.

BROCKTON FUND. |PAME EARLY, |MANY 


How Relief Was Given to Shoe 
Factory Sufferers. 


Those who have the diatribution of 
the firemen’s fund in Quincy will be in- 
terested in the apportionment and dis- 
tribution of the $100,000 relief fund 
raised for the victims of the Grover 
shoe factory explosion at Brockton. 

A statement of the general fund to 
date follows: 

Orders paid, $56,505.91; orders ap- 
propriated unpaid, $2305; appropriated 
for children’s fund, $40,000; additional 
for children’s fund, $2500; additional 
appropriations, $2620; printing and in- 
cidentals, $100; total amount appropri- 
ated, $104,110.91. 

Thirty-two savings bank accounts 
have been opened by widows receiving 
benefits, and seven mortgages dis- 
charged. 

One man in the explosion, who thought 
at first he was not injured, was so 
grateful that he made a contribution to 
the fund. Later he had a nervous col- 
lapse from the shock. He has been 
granted assistance, 

Two young men who were apparently 
uninjured have since become incapaci- 
tated throngh nervous disorders. 

The children to benefit number 54. 
There is a prospective increase of three, 
and the children’s fund totals $42,500. 
Each child is to receive not less than 
$500, payments beginning in October. 
A child has been born to the widow of 
Engineer Rockwell.

| President and Japanese Peace 


Envoys Confer 


RESULT IS KEPT SECRET 


Armistice Was Probably Under 
Consideration--Komura and 
Takahira Locked In Car to 
Keep Interviewers Away 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 28.—Presl- 
dent Roosevelt entertained at luncheon 
Baron Komura ,minister of foreign af- 
fairs, and Kogoro Takahira, minister 
to the United States, the Japanese en- 
voys to the Washington peace confer- 
ence. Subsequently he had a long in- 
terview with them, at which all phases 
of the approaching negotiations were 
considered. Neither the president nor 
his Japanese visitors cared to discuss 
for publication the nature of their 


| conference, except in the most general 
terms. 


Baron Komura and Minister Taka- 
hira arrived here on a train to which 
had been attached a special chair car 
for their ccommodation. They were 
the only occupants of the car, both ea- 
trances to which were guarded by rail- 
road porters. No oue was permitted to 
enter the car. ‘They arrived here ut 


12:20 and remained with the president 
| until 3:30 o’clock, when they returned 


to the railroad station. 

Minister Takahira, speaking for both 
Baron Komura and himself, said that 
they had had a delightful and satisfac- 
tory visit and talk with the president. 
Baron Komura, he said, had desired 
to pay his respects to President Roose- 
velt and, on behalf of the emperor, to 
thank him for his efforts to bring about 
peace in the Far East. This mission 
had been accomplished. In response to 
inquiries, Minister Takahira said it 
might be inferred that they discussed 
the pending peace negotiations, but 
added: “It would not be proper for me 
to give you the nature of the discus- 
sion. I could not do that.” 

The minister declined to say wheth- 
er the subject of the terms Japan pro- 
posed to make to the Russian plenipo- 
tentiaries was one of the matters con- 
sidered and would not indicate whether 
there was a probability of the arrange- 
ment of an armistice during the sittings 
of the conference. 

While Minister Takahira was chat- 
ting with the newspaper men Baron 
Komura stood on the platform of his 
car, smiling interestedly. A photog- 
rapher asked the minister to pose an 
instant with Baron Komura on the 
platform, but the diplomat shook als | 
head emphatically and both he and 
the baron entered the car rather pre- 
cipitately. The door was locked after 
them by the porter. The train left at! 
4:20 o'clock for New York. 

President Roosevelt, when asked | 
about the conference, replied that it 
was a subject which he did not feel at 
liberty to discuss for publication. It 
is expected that soon after the arrivya! 
of M. Witte, the principal envoy of 
Russia, he, too, will make a formal cali 
on President Roosevelt in advance of 
the presentation to the president on 
Aug. 5 of the two sets of plenipoten- 
tiaries and their suites. 

The president does not conceal 


his 
deep interest in the approaching con- 
ference of the envoys, but he lets it be 
understood that his interest will not 
lead him to interfere, even by indirec- 


tion, with the work of the conferees. 
He had hoped that an early armistice 
might be arranged between the con- 
tending armies in Manchuria, pending 
the conclusion of the work of the con- 
ferees. It is not unlikely that the sub- 
ject of an armistice may be one of 
the first questions considered after the 
arrival of the envoys at Portsmouth, 
but thus far no intimation of their pos- 
sible action on that subject has been 
given. The plenipotentiaries have 
full authority to negotiate a temporary 
peace protocol, but whether they wll! 
do so or hot will depend largely upon 
the situation at the time they begir 
their discussion. 


The Sarcastic Novoe Vremya 

St. Petersburg, July 28—The sub- 
stance of the interview in New York 
with M. Sato, spokesman of the Jap- 
anese peace envoys, on the position of 
Japan in the peace negotiations, was 
reproduced in the papers here. The 
Novoe Vremya says that “Japan has 
conducted the war quite economically, 
only a million a day, but she had better 
present the bill to those who are fur- 
nishing the sinews of war and not to 
the country upon which the war was 
forced.” 


Navy Yard Under Military Command 

Viadivostok, July 28.—Genernal Line- 
vitch has issued an order placing all 
the employes of the navy yard here, in- 
cluding the detachmerts on certain 
cruisers, under military command, and 
ordering the post commandant to act 
as second in command to the military 
commandant, who will carry out all 
naval dispositions through the port 
commandant. The order concludes: 
“The commandant of the fortress shall 
entrust the naval forces with military 
duties, placing in their hands the main- 
tenance of order among the men of the 
navy.” 


Russians Took Hasty Departure 

London, July 28.—The correspondent 
of The Daily Telegraph at Osaka, Jap- 
an, sends the following: “Hearing of

Will Be Sent Back to Their 
Homes Across the Water 

Boston, July 28.—Pretty Emily Sale, 
a barmaid, and John Wallwork, & sa- 
loonkeeper, and her former employer, 
of Manchester, Eng., were detained as 
they stepped ashore from the steam- 
ship Ivernia, from Liverpool, after the 
girl confessed to immigration officials 
that she and the man, who husa wife 
and children at home, were elopers. 
They bad $87 when searched, and will 
go back to England, admission to the 
United States being refused. 

The story of the parting of Walwork 
from his wife and his children is thus 
told by a passenger who knows the 
man and the woman:

“With the husband smiling and the 
wife weeping, the Ivernia slowly 
backed away from the stage. » The 
wife had a warrant for his arrest, but 
was too late.”

in a costly gown, appeared in line 
awaiting examination. 

But the inspectors had their weather 
eyes peeled, and Walwork and the 
woman did not attain the freedom they 
figured on here.

Boston, July 28.—Mayor Dunne of 
Chicago arrived in this city last night, 
coming here on invitation of the Tam- 
many club of ward 17 to deliver an ad- 
dress at the annual outing of the club, 
a Democratic organization, on Satur- 
day. Considerable local interest has 
been aroused in the coming of Dunne 
because of a letter sent him advising 
him not to address the Tammany club, 
because its leader, Alderman Curley, 
had served a sentence in jail for viola- 
tion of the civil service laws. Dunne 
consulted Mayor Collins and consented 
to address the club.

SEVERE CRITICISM 


Another Life Insurance Com- 


pany Under Fire 


WHAT EXAMINER FOUND 


Heavy Judgments Concealed 


and ‘Surplus Exaggerated by 
Over $300,000--Procrastina- 
tion In Payment of Just Debts 
to Policyholders 


Albany, July 28.—Concealment of 
judgments against the company 
amounting to $182,767, exaggeration of 
its surplus by over $300,000 and a set- 
tled policy of delay in paying claims, 
are some of the charges made against 
the Mutual Reserve Life Insurance 
company by Chief Examiner Vander- 
poel in his report submitted to Superin- 
tendent of Insurance Hendricks and 
by him made public. The company 
bas headquarters in New York city 
and claims assets of over $5,000,000. 

Examiner Vanderpoel says that the 
management of the company made no 
mention of these judgments in the 
item of liabilities reported for the year 
1904. 

“Of the $184,913.25 reported by the 
company in its last annual statement 
as being due or accrued for salaries, 
rents, office expenses, taxes, bills, ac- 
counts, ete.,” says he, “$182,767.92 con- 
sisted of judgments entered against 
this company. I am constrained to be- 
lieve that the return of this item after 
the manner stated could not have been 
the result of an inadvertence and cer- 
tainly constituted a concealment of 
facts sufficient to render the company’s 
sworn statement for 1904 materially in- 
accurate in its failure to return these 
judgments under their appropriate title. 

“Purther yariations in addition to 
those appearing in credit assets and 
policy reserve, as between the figures 
published in the company’s last annual 
statement and similar items embodied 
in this report, are produced in the item 
of unpaid death claims, Dec. 31, 1904. 


| They are returned in the annual state- 


ment of the company at $769,704.31. 
As the result of this examination the 
amount is shown to be $831,429.59.” 
The company’s last annual state- 
ment, says the report, produces a_ s80- 


called surplus of unassigned funds 
amounting to $359,211.58. The exami- 
nation just completed fixes this item 
at $38,492.16 

The report shows in detail how in- 
surance at one time amounting to $1,- 
923,000.73 finally yielded its bene- 
ficiaries $906,656.74, there having been 
deducted $293,655.30 on account of an 
indebtedness ascertained by the com- 
pany to exist against the assured, with 
a further deduction of $722,688.69 re- 
tained by the company for the various 
alleged violations of contract by the In- 
sured. 

“Making due allowance for the time 
it may occupy to thoroughly investi- 
gate all questionable death claims,” says 
the examiner, “I think that as the re- 
sult of this examination it is quite clear- 
ly in evidence that the company has 
adopted a settled policy of delay in 
withholding the approval necessary to 
constitute an admission by it of the re- 
ceipt of satisfactory evidence of death 
in the case of all claims under policies 
or certificates issued while the com- 
pany was operating under article 6 of 
the insurance law. From the date of 
such approval 90 days is the specified 
time within which payment is to be 
made, The average period elapsing 
between the filing of proofs of death 
which were, upon ‘investigation,’ ulti- 
mately found to be valid claims, is so 
lengthy as to properly subject the com- 
pany to the severest criticism in its 
treatment of those beneficiaries, many 
of whom must be subjected to no little 
suffering and distress by this seeming- 
ly inexcusable procrastination on the 
company’s part in the payment of its 
just debts to policyholders.” 

In 1895 the department recommended 
that the company establish a sinking 
fund to offset the depreciation of 

| leases. The suggestion was adopted, 
but, says the examiner, the fund “ap- 
pears to have been abandoned some 
| time ago, for in 10 years it has reached 
| but $56,948.76. The sum of $42,000 has, 
however, been borrowed from this fund 
and is charged to mortuary account. 
| The balance, therefore, after the loan 
| to the latter account, reduces the lease- 
hold sinking fund to $14,948.76 in- 
stead of $165,000, the amount which 
| Should now represent it, under the 
recommendation made in 1895 by the

Want Receivers For Equitable 
New York, July 28.—In the form of

Corsica and England. 

It is an almost forgotten fact that 
for a period of a little more than two 
years during the Napoleonic wars Cor- 
sica was a British possession. After 
the evacuation of Toulon the British 
government felt it necessary to take 
the island, and Lord Hood, with Nel- 
son as brigadier, was sent to drive out 
the French. With the capture of Calvi, 
July 12, 1794, where Nelson lost his 
eye, the island fell into British hands, 
and George III. formally accepted the 
crown of Corsica, appointing Sir 
George Elliot as British viceroy and 
allowing the Corsicans to retain their 
legislative assembly. In 1796 the ac- 
tivity of the French navy. in other 
parts of the Mediterranean resulted in 
a sudden decision of the British gov- 
ernment to withdraw from the island. 
The evacuation was completed on Oct. 
26 of that year, and Corsica reverted to 
France. 


Cooking In Naples. 

In Naples cooking is done anywhere 
and anyhow—Inside and outside, on 
shect iron stoves, on tin boxes, In stone 
jars or in clay baked earth. Here a 
cobbler sits from early to late out on 
a corner of a sidewalk near a public 
“Latrina,” to which he attends when- 
ever necesSary; when not, he mends; 
also makes shoes. Near him is a gran- 
ite arrangement where he cooks his 
meals. It is about one foot high, 
Square and open at the top, with space 
deep enough for some charcoal. Be- 
low the coal is a grate. On one side 
at the bottom Is an opening for draft, 
and a savory smell always arises from 
a little black pot if one passes there 
at noon or toward the evening. I saw 
a stove and a woman busy cooking out 
on a balcony, with about six feet of 
stovepipe braced against the railing.— 
Chicago Tribune. 


How Dew Forms. 

Dew was formerly supposed to fall 
softly from the heavens, and to this 
belief may be ascribed many current 
and poetical phrases; but dew does 
not fall in the exact meaning of the 
term. The condensation of watery 
vapor follows upon the chilling of the 
air. This is seen as the earth cools 
toward night, and it takes place most 
rapidly near the ground. Grass and 
other vegetation cools more rapidly 
than the air above it. The air in con- 
tact with plants is thus chilled and de- 
posits its moisture upon the leaves of 
the plants in dew. When the chilling 
of the air proceeds further, the mols- 
ture may be precipitated to a consider- 
able height above the earth's surface, 
and it then becomes what we call fog. 


The Muff, 

In many of the portralts of the six- 
teenth century one often sees a strip 
of rich, soft fur wound around the 
wrist of a noble dame. This was used 
to cover the neck or fulfill the func- 
tion of the muff, and to it was often 
attached a small animal's head or a 
skull cunningly wrought in metal and 
adorned with precious stones. The 
first Venetian muffs were small, made 
of a single piece of velvet, brocade or 
silk lined with fur, the opening enrich- 
ed with gold or silver buttons set with 
stones. By 1662 the muff seems to 
have been recognized as the necessary 
adjunct of the wardrobe of a woman 
of fashion.

WINE FROM NEAR THE POLE 


Bottle Still Contains Liquor That 
Greely Left—Peary to Drink It. 

Perhaps the most remarkable bottle 
of liquor in the world in many respects 
was exhibited to several members of 
the Peary Arctic club in New York the 
other night. It was left in the snows 
at Fort Conger by the ill fated Gree- 
ly expedition, and it was unexpectedly 
produced by Herbert L. Bridgman, 
secretary of the club, says the New 
York Times. 

Commander Robert E. Peary, who 
will again try to find the north pole, 
found the bottle, which is uncracked 
and full of ancient yellow Chartreuse, 
in 1898, where the Greely expedition 
had left it with other supplies that had 
to be forsaken. One year later he 
reached Grinnell Land and left it in a 
cache addressed “Herbert L. Bridg 
man.” He tied a tendon of a walrus 
around the middle of the bottle and 


placed a letter inside the band. This 
is the letter as preserved by Mr. 
Bridgman: 

Grinnell Land, June, 1599. 


My Dear Bridgman—Don't think I 
have found a bar up here or that our 
repertoire of spirits includes such deli- 
cacies as liqueurs and the wherewithal 
for mixed drinks. 

When I reached Fort Conger last June 
I found one bottle of Chartreuse. The 
contents may be good, bad or indifferent, 
but they have lain within 500 miles of the 
pole for eighteen years and for eighteen 
times have been colder than I hope you 
ever will be. PEARY. 

The bottle was exhibited at a family 
party at the Hamilton club, Brooklyn. 
Among those present were Mrs. Bridg- 
man, who has been a W orldwide trav- 
eler, ag well as Mrs. Peary and Mr. 
Bonsail, one of the survivors of the 
Greely expedition. 

Mr. Bridgman said he would open the 
bottle when Peary returned from his 
search for the pole. 


PANAMA CANAL LABOR TESTS 


Experiments Are to Be Made With 
Various Nationalities, 

In order to test the capacity for 
work of Italians, Chinese and Japa- 
mese and also the contract method of 
securing and handling laborers the 
Panama canal commission has decided 
to import 2,000 men of each nationality 
for a 500 day contract, subject to re- 
newal, says the Washington Post. Pro- 
posals for furnishing these laborers 
will soon be issued. It is the object 
of the commission to reduce the 
amount of this sort of labor as much 
as possible by the introduction of mod- 
ern machinery, but it will be neces- 
sary to secure several thousand addi- 
tional workmen. 

The number of 2,000 was_chosen be- 
cause of bejng the approximate ca- 
pacity of one ship at a time. The la- 
borers will be furnished by contractors 
and will have to be delivered before 
the 1st of December next. ‘The gov- 
ernment will furnish free hospitals and 
medical attendance, unfurnished quar- 
ters, fuel for cooking and water. Un- 
der a recent decision of the attorney 
genera! laborers will work eight hours 
a day. 

The class of laborers going to the 
Isthmus will not be entitled to enter 
the United States because of an act 
of the last congress which made the 
immigration laws of the United States 
applicable to persons coming from the 
canal zone to the United States. All 
legal questions involved, as well as 
precautions to be taken to obviate in- 
justice and hardship to laborers hired 
by contractors, are now under con- 
sideration by the legal advisers of the 
commission.

Quincy will soon be as famous for 
pilgrimages as Plymouth and Concord, 
as parties come now almost daily. 
Surely there are many historic spots 
of National interest, and enterprises 
which are novel to many. A brief list 
is given below. 

BIRTHPLACES OF PRESIDENTS. 

Birthplace of John Adams, the first Vice Pres- 
dent and second President of the United States, 
Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Danghters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Patriotic.societies admitted free, although con- 
tributions;are welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the general public. 

Birthplace of John Quincy Adams, the sixth 
President of thé United States, junction of 
Franklin street, Presidents road and Indepen- 
@ence avenue. Built 1716, restored 1896 by 
the Quincy Historical Society. Open to public 
afternoons from 2 to 5. Admission charged. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the Gity of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 


MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Fiymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30,4621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
um. 

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her son, 
John Quimcy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railrozd in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset niyer. 

BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 


First Congregational Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also ‘box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Admission may be secured on 
application to W. E. Dewhurst, sexton, 3 Maple 
Place, or to the office of L. S. Anderson, treas- 
urer, 9 Savings Bank building, whose office 
hours are8a.M.tol2m.and2to5 p.m. A} 
fee is asked for attendance, etc. 


DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 


Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy, 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was } 
born. Owned by the Massachusetts Society of | 
Colonial Dames. Has quaint old paper on | 
parlor put on for wedding of John Hancock | 
and Dorothy Quincy; also secret chamber and | 
other interesting features. Open free to the | 
public on Saturdays, from 11 A. M. until 4) 
P. M. 


HANCOCK CEMETERY. 

Hancock street, across from First Church, 
Many old stones, among the oldest that of Rey. 
John Hancock, father of the Patriot, who died 
May 7, 1744. Was fifth minister of First 
Church. 

PRESIDENTS ADAMS, MANSION. 

Adams street, corner Newport ayenue, 
Quincy. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occupied by 
descendants. Not open to public. 

PRESIDENTS LANE. 

Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street, 
near Mansion. Opened by John, Adams to 
drive his cows to pasture. 

SQUAW ROCK. 

Pile of rock, on which is a perfect head‘ot a 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early Squantum 
history. Near by is also Sachem’s Knoll. 


MYLES STANDISH SPRING. 

On the beach to the left and back of Squan- 
tum Inn. Spring of fresh cold water, where 
Standish and his party breakfasted and thence 
started to explore the country around Boston 
Bay. 

Many other points of interest might 
be mentioned: Thomas Crane Memo- 
tial Hal which is the public library 
building; Merrymount, the home of 
Mrs. John Quincy Adams, where 
Morton erected his famous May pole in 
1626; the soldiers’ monument at Mount 
Wollaston cemetery with its tablets ; the 
famous Quincy granite quarries, many 
of great depth; the granite yards where 
monuments and statuary are being cut, 
and the polishing mills where granite 
is polished. Also the plant of the Fore 
River Shipbuilding Company where 
warships are being built for the 

<evernment. 


Japan Is Perfectly Willing to 
Agree to It 


POWERS OF HER ENVOYS 


Are Given Wide Scope, Subject 
to Sanction of Mikado--China 
Cannot Ask Indemnity of Jap- 
an--Americans Highly Honor- 
ed by Japanese at Tokio 


Nevw York, July 29.—Inquiry was 
made of Mr. Sato, minister resident to 
the Emperor of Japan, who is the offi- 
cial spokesman for the commission, as 
to the attitude of the Japanese on tke 
question of an armistice, and’ he re 
plied: “Japan is perfectly willing to 
agree to an armistice after the cre- 
dentials of both commissions have been 
examined and verified. 

“The examination of credentials 
must necessarily be the first duty of 
the peace delegates to ascertain that 
all are qualified to act in the capacity 
to which they are represented. In the 
negotiations for peace that ended the 
Chinese war, I remember there was 
much delay because the credentials of 
one of the Chinese plenipotentiaries 
did not bear the emperor's seal grart- 
ing him plenary powers. 

“However, I think an armistice wil! 
be agreed. upon after the commission 
enters formally upon their work. It has 
been the custom in all peace negotia- 
tions to cease hostilities during the 
convention of peace plenipotentiaries.”’ 

Mr. Sato was asked as to the definite 
powers of the members of his commis- 
sion and he said: “They have power 
to reject any proposal and commit the 
Japanese government to any documert 
they may sign, subject, of course, to 
the sanction of the emperor.” 

The reports that China intended 
asking an indemnity had been read by 
Sato, and regarding this he said: 
“China could not ask any indemnity 
of Japan. It was because of her in- 
ability or unwillingness to keep Rus- 
sia out of Manchuria that forced us in- 
to the war.” 

Baron Komura has applied himseif 
closely to his official duties. Many dis- 
patches are transmitted to and from 
Tokio, and all the secretaries with the 
suite are taxed with an enormous 
amount of work. Last night Komura 
and his suite dined with the trustees 
of the Japanese club. 

Mr. Sato commented upon the recep- 
tion to Secretary Taft in Tokio and 
said he had read the reports with deep 
interest. The fact that the historic 
chrysanthemum gardens had been 
thrown open to the secretary, Sato said, 
was indicative of the feeling toward 
Americans in Japan. “These gardecs 
are almost sacred in our country” 
said Sato, and this is the first time 
they have been opened to a_ foreign 
citizen. It is a marked distinction and 
honor. They are opened for own peo- 
ple but twice a year.” 


Japan Has Ample Funds 

London, July 29.—The Statist pub- 
lishes an interview with Koretyo 
Takahasi, the special finance commis- 
sioner of Japan, who expresses him- 
self as hopeful that peace will result 
from the coming negotiations. He 
bases this hope on his personal con- 
viction that Japan’s demands wi!l pe 
reasonable and that the true interests 
of Russia require that she make peace. 
Should hostilities continue, Takahashi 
says, Japan is in a position to prose- 
cute them successfully, as she has on 
hand the means to carry on the con- 
tiiet for a considerable time and if the 
war should continue there is no ques- 
tion that she will be able to borrow 
further. 


Russians Are Hemmed in 

Tokio, July 29.—Luikoff, on Saga- 
lien island, to which point the Rus- 
sians retreated, is 30 miles southeast 
of Alexandrovsky, beyond a range of 
hills separating the Alexandrovshy 
district from the plain. Here the Rus- 
sians are completely isolated, owing to 
lack of roads. It is impossible fer 
them to make a long stand and it is 
expected that they will soon be gnt- 
dued. <A victory over them will make 
the Japanese virtually masters of the 
whole island. There is great rejo:cing 
in Tokio over the success of the Saga- 
lien expedition, and the landing ut 
Krestakamp lighthouse is regarde2 as 
the first entry of the Japanese army 
into Russian territory. : 


Russian Guns,Silencea 

Tokio, July 29—Admiral Kataoka 
reports that the squadron sent to Kasiri 
bay on July 24 found the lighthouse at 
Krestakamp abandoned. The squad- 
ron proceeded to Basalt island ard ob- 
served four guns in the direction of 
Alexandrovsky postoffice. These cuns 
opened fire, but were immediately si- 
Jenced. The city was burned and a 
building like a magazine exploded. 
Kastri bay is opposite Sagalien isiand.

of new cases, the men of science who 
are warring against the yellow fever 
plague are confident that the situation 
is well in hand, with no immediate 
prospect of becoming alarming. The 


health authorities hold that the plague | 


remains an Italian infection. , 

The following is the report as to the 
progress of yellow fever in New 
leans up to last night: New cases, 21; 
total cases to date, deaths yester- 
day, 3; deaths since July 12, 17; new 
centers, 8; total centers, 35. 

Of the deaths yesterday one occurred 
at the Emergency hospital and was 
one of the cases transferved there 
Thursday. That institution now has 
19 cases under treatment and yesicr- 
day discharged its first patient as 
cured. 

The state board of health has divided 
the state into districts, 
half a dozen parishes, eacn with a 
medical inspector in charge, and will 
immediately investigate all rumors and 
reports of yellow fever cases which 
come to light outside of New Orieans 
and that part of the state which is now 
included in the city for quarantine pur- 
poses. 


Fever Quarantine at Memphis 

Memphis, July 29.—The executive 
council of Memphis has voted a strict 
quarantine against New Orleans and 
other fever-infected points. The quar- 
antine will become operative imme- 
diately. Every railroad train from the 
south will be closely canvassed before 
arriving in Memphis. Boats wiil also 
be inspected and no person from fever- 
infected points will be allowed to:ane 
in the city limits.

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How to Save 
Ghe Drowning 


Now that the bathing—for boys it is 
the “swimming’’—season is here, a few 
practical suggestions about the rescu- 
img of dgowning persons may help to 
save lives, 

If the rescuer be held by the wrists 
be must turn both of his arms simulta- 
neously against the drowning person's 
thumbs and bring his arms at right an- 
gles to the body, thus dislocating the 
thumbs of the drowning person if he 
does not let go. 

You can try this on land or in the wa- 
ter, and you will find it impossible for 
any one to hold you, but take care to 
learn it properly before you start chal- 
lenging. 

If the rescuer be clutched round the 
neck he should take a deep breath and 
lean well over the drowning person, at 
the same time place the left hand in the 
small part of his back, raise the right 
arm in line with the shoulder and pass 
it over his arms, then pinch the nostrils 
close with the fingers and at the same 
time place the palm of the hand on the 
chin and push away with all possible 
force. 

‘The holding of the nose will make the 
drowning man open his mouth for 
breathing. 

Being under water, choking will en- 
sue, and the rescuer will gain complete 
control. 

Should the rescuer be clutched round 
the body and arms or round the body 
only—a rather improbable position, but 
one which may occur—he should lean 
well over the drowning person, take a 
breath and either withdraw both arms 
in an upward direction in front of his 
body or act in accordance with the in- 
structions for releasing oneself if held 
round the neck. 

In either case the rescuer should 
place the one hand on the drowning 
man’s shoulder and the palm of the 
other hand against his chin, at the 
same time bringing the knee up against 
the lower part of his chest, and then by 
means of a strong and sudden push 
stretch the arms and legs straight out 
and throw the whole weight of the 
body backward. 

This action will break the clutch and 
leave the rescuer free. 

Many a gallant person has lost his 
life through lack of knowledge of these 
simple and effective methods of releas- 
ing oneself from the drowning, yet 
with a little study and frequent prac- 
tice in the water even a moderate 
swimmer can go out fearlessly to aid 
others 


With Bottle and Goblet. 

Tell your company that you have a 
bottle and a goblet, both full to the 
brim of water, and that you are going 
to empty the goblet by means of the 
bottle without taking a drop of water 
from the latter. 

This is the way to prepare for it. 
With a redhot wire bore two holes 
through a cork and into them insert 
two straws, one of them extending 
above the corks as high as the goblet 
is deep, the other about twice as high. 

Now, with a little kneaded bread or 
wax close the upper end of the shorter 
straw and then force the cork into the 
mouth of the bottle until the water 
spurts out through the longer straw. 

Meanwhile you have the goblet of 
water on the table near you, and also a 
basin or bowl and a pair of scissors. 
Hold the goblet over the basin with 
your left hand and with your right turn 
the bottle upside down, putting the 
shorter straw inside the goblet. As 
you do this have some one take the 
scissors and cut off the closed end of 
the shorter straw. Water will at once 
begin to run out of the longer straw 
into the basin, and will continue to run 
until the goblet is empty. You must, 
of course, hold the bottle so that the 
short straw will reach down to the bot- 
tom of the goblet. This is simply the 
operation of a siphon.

Origin of the Siang Phrase “Who 
Struck Billy Patterson?t” 

“It’s many years now since the slang 
expression, ‘Who struck Billy Patter- 
son? was heard all over New York 
and Brooklyn,” said a veteran of the 
metropolis. “Few people remember 
the origin of the expression, which was 
really the killing of a young man by 
sheer fright. Hazing at colleges was 
as rough then as now, and a common 
plan was to capture a new student, 
try him for some imaginary offense, 
condemn him to execution, and ther 
hold his head on a block while a blow 
Was struck on the ground with the dull 
side of a hatchet. <A student named 
William Patterson was caught and 
tried in this way and was led weeping 
and shouting to the block. He was 
then blindfolded and held down, told 
that his last day had come, and then 
the bogus blow was struck with the 
hatchet. His cries ceased instantly, 
and when the students in alarm tore 
off his eye bandages and felt his pulse 
they discovered that he was dead. Sev- 
eral investigations were heki to ascer~ 
tain who struck the fatal blow, and it 
was because it was finally ascertained 
that no one ever struck Billy Patter- 
gon at all that the aggravating ques- 
tion referred to was shouted at every 
stranger by street boys, bootblacks and 
other juvenile nuisances.”

THE FINDING OF MOSES. 


A Famous Artist Says There Were 
No Bulrushes In Egypt. 

Bulrushes are so inseparably assoct- 
ated in the mind with the finding of 
Moses that it is difficult to imagine a 
painting of the incident in which the 
picturesque reeds do not figure. 

But there is a beautirul painting by 
Sir Laurence Alma-Tadema of the 
finding of Moses, and the bulrushes 
are entirely omitted. The great paint- 
er gave the following explanation of 
the fact. 

He ascribes the presence of the word 
“bulrushes” in the authorized version 
as being due to faulty translation, for 
there are no such things as bulrushes 
on the Nile. The word in the original 
means papyrus, and it seems that in 
the absence of some equivalent In 
English the word was used as being 
the nearest which the translators had 
at their command. 

According to Alma-Tadema’s read- 
ing, the mother of Moses fashioned @ 
cradle or ark of papyrus and smeared 
{t over with the white Nile mud, and 
it is according to this rendering that 
he has painted his picture.—Chambers’ 
Journal.

at the Last Moment 


FOUR WEEKS’ REPRIEVE 


Condemned Man Had About 
Abandoned Hope When He 
Received Good News--Supreme 
Court to Review the Case

Chicago, July 29.—Johann | 
confessed bigamist and sentenced to. 
be hanged yesterday for poisoning one 
of his wives, has been granted a re- 
prieve until Aug. 25 by Governor De- 
neen. The stay of execution followed 
hours of anxiety on the part of Hock, 
who had never given up hope, and was 
allowed by the governor only after the 
latter had been assured that the neces- 
sary sum to appeal the case had been 
raised. The amount, $500, was giver 
by an attorney and friend of Hoch’s 
counsel. The attorney declared that 
he was actuated purely by humaui- 
tarian motives. 

An incident at the jail during the 
preparations for the execution was the 
appearance of a physician anda woma.) 
who told Jailer Whitman that they 
wanted to help Hoch’s battle for life. 
They said they wished to raise funds 
for the condemned man and asked 
Whitman to delay the hanging as long 
as possible. Hoch’s attorney, how- 
ever, had already been in communica- 
tion with the authorities respecting the 
stay of sentence. 

All arrangements had been made for 
the execution and in view of the ac- 
tion of Governor Deneen Thursday in 
refusing a stay of execution and similar 
action by the state board of pardon, 
Hoch’s chance for life was considered 
slight. 

About the time set for 
tion the attorney who furnished the 
money appeared in the case for the 
first time. This attorney, it was said, 
telephoned Hoch’s lawyer that the for- 
mer had $500 to give toward aiding to 
appeai the cause. The two lawyers 
hastened to the jail, told Jailer Whit- 
man of the money secured and arranged 
with the jailer to postpone as long as 
possible the execution of Hoch. 

Meanwhile they sought State At- 
torney Healey and had him arrange a 
conference with Governor Deneen over 
the long distance telephone. Hoch's 
counsel told the governor that there 
was lacking only a. small sum of the 
; amount necessary for a review of the 
ease. After discussing the matter witb 


the state attorney, the governor finally 
consented to a stay for the condemned 


the execu- 


man and so notified Hoch’s counsel. 

Hoch, even within a few hours of the 
time set for the hanging, was quite 
confident of executive clemency, a!- 
though at times he seemed to despair of 
receiving a reprieve. He had retired 
early in the night and awoke at 7 
o'clock yesterday morning, cordiali7 
greeted his death watch of two guards 
and talked with them for some time. 
He changed his clothes and seemed re- 
signed to the fate that. awaited him, 
but he assured his few visitors that 
there might be a chance for him yet. 

He received his attorney, two minis- 
ters, Jailer Whitman and Dr. McNa- 
mara, the jail physician. Hoch dis- 
cussed with them his prospects for a 
stay and reiterated his innocence of | 
the charge of murder. He read the 
Lible and said his prayers. 

Meanwhile, unknown to Hoch, the 
negotiations for the reprieve were pro-! 
gressing. It was noon and the delay 
up to this time inspired Hoch with re |

Hoch said: “If the supreme court! 
decides against me, I am willing to die. 
I ask no mercy and no favor. I believe 
in the law, but I feel that if the su- 
preme court has a chance to review 
the case it will result favorably to me.” 

Hoch’s attorney announced that he 
would at onee prepare to appeal the 
case.

A FAMOUS OLD BRIDGE. 


tt Is Curiously Decorated With His- 


toric Pictures. 


Few places in Switzerland are more , 


interesting than the historic old city of 
Lucerne, at the junction of the river 
Reuss and Lake Lucerne, memorable 
for its historic associations with the 
beroic legends of William Tell. 

Across the river are two wonderful 


wooden bridges, the Muehlenbruecke, | 


or “Mill bridge,” with its quaint pic 


tures of the “Dance of death,” and the | 


Kapellbruecke, or “Chapel bridge.” This 
chapel bridge was constructed as long 
ago as 1333 and for. nearly 600 years 
formed the chief avenue of traffic 
across the broad but sluggish stream. 
Anciently the bridge extended its zig- 
zag shape to nearly twice its present 
length and reached as far as the Hof- 
kirche, or cathedral, whence its name, 
the Chapel bridge.

Wasserthurm, or water tower, where 
in olden times the municipal treasure 
was stored. For ages it was also used 
as a prison and among the dungeons 
as a torture chamber. 

But the most unique feature of all 
consists of the curious pictures in the 
roof of the bridge. These old pictures— 
sixty-nine of them—are painted on tri- 
angular wooden panels which fit Into 
the pitched roof of the bridge. One 
after another they tell the most salient 
facts of Swiss history or portray 
events in the life of the tutelar saints 
of the town, St. Leodegar and St, Mau- 
rice.—New York Tribune.

Facts About Bananas, 

Under very favorable circumstances 
a banana plant may give a stem of- 
fruit in nine months, but it generally 
takes from fifteen to eighteen months 
for the average plantations to be in full 
bearing. The life of a plantation 
varies according to the fertility of its 
soil and topographical situation. Some 
soils may need a rest in six or seven 
years, while others may last practically 
forever, as in cases where periodically 
enriched by alluvial deposits. Sandy 
loam, through which water or rain will 
freely percolate, is the best soil for 
bananas. The stalk needs a large 
amount of rainfall for its successful 
development, but water must not be 
allowed to remain on the surface or 
immediately under the surface of the 
soil surrounding it, lest the water be 
heated by the tropical sun and be- 
come stagnant, in which case it will 
kill the plant.—Chicago Journal. 


Toothbrushes. 

“In the straight toothbrush one thigh 
bone of a beef twelve inches long and 
four in diameter will cut four perfect 
blanks. The same bone will cut only 
two of these fancy curved pieces. 
That’s one thing that makes the dif- 
ference in cost between plain and fan- 
cy,” said a manufacturer. “When the 
bone is cut to length and shaped, bris- 
tles are hand drawn by wire or thread 
through the brush part, each group of 
bristles having its own leader. Then 
they are securely fastened, and the 
work is finished. When the bristles 
first go in they are fully three inches 
long. After being firmly secured they 
are cut down to the size required. 
What bristle is best? Well, in some re- 
spects that’s a matter of taste. It is 
all hog bristle, but whether soft or 
hard depends on the user.”

WELL ENDORSED. 


New Master Mechanic at Fore 
River Yard is from Brooklyn. 


John Nolan, the new master mechanic 
at the plant of the Fore River Ship- 
building Company, comes well endorsed 
from long service in the Brooklyn navy 
yard. He arrived in Quincy about July 
20 and with his wife and two children 
is stopping with Mr. and Mrs. Timothy 
O’Connell of Summer street previous to 
going to housekeeping. 

The New York Journal reported his 
departure from Brooklyn as follows: 

In the withdrawal from the govern- 
ment service of Mr. John Nolan, for- 
merly cf this city, master mechanic in 
the department of construction and re- 
pair at the Brooklyn navy yard, the 
government feels that it has lost a most 
valuable employe. 

Mr. Nolan, who is well-known local- 
ly, where he has a large circle of 
friends, which he won during his con- 
nection with the departmen,of con- 
struction and repair in the tavg yard 
here, has resigned from the Brooklyn 
yard after twenty-five years’ service in 
the construction and repair department. 

He entered the employ of the govern- 
ment in the navy yard in this city, and 
during his connection with the con- 
struction and repair department he has 
introduced many improvements in the 
technical appliances of vessels of the 
cruiser and battleship class, as well as 
other craft, and has, in placing these 
inventions in operation, won high esti- 
mation of government oflicials. 

Mr. Nolan was a favorite among his 
subordinates and fellow workmen at 
the Brooklyn yard, and won the title 
of ‘‘champion of fair play’’ among the 
mechanics, who feel, inthe withdrawal 
of Mr. Nolan, that they are losing the 
best foreman that they have served in 
many years, 

Last Saturday night a few minutes 
after 5 o’clock Mr. Nolan was tendered 
a reception in a hall convenient to the 
Brooklyn navy yard, and “his subordi- 
nates toasted him to his future health 
and prosperity. 

During his connection with the gov- 
ernment service he has been very closely 
allied with his superior officers and had 
the confidence of them all, according to 
the statements of workmen coming 
from the Brooklyn yard to this city. 

It is understood that Naval Construc- 
tor Baxter, head of the department of 
construction and repair in the New 
York yard, veryrreluetantly forwarded 
Mr. Nolan's resignation to the Seere- 
tary of the Navy, and in doing so en- 
dorsed it with his commendation of the 
retiring master mechanic’s ability. 

Mr. Nolan resigned from the gayern- 
ment service to accept a position. with 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Company, 
at Quincy, Mass., in the same capacity 
that he worked at Brooklyn.

Flood Sweeps Down Upon Con- 


necticut Towns 


RESERVOIRS GAVE WAY 


Two Houses, a Bridge and Sev- 
eral Wessels Carried Off by 
Rushing Waters--Explosion 
Adds to Confusion--Lives Lost 


Bridgeport, Conn., July 31. —Loss cf 
life and immense damage to property 
followed the brusting of reservoirs 
north of this city as a result of an un- 
precedented fall of rain. The pre- 
cipitation in a series of showers which 
struck acrosss Connecticut reached a 


total of seven inches in this section, a 
downfall which overtaxed the city 
sewers and caused the flooding of cel- 
lars of business buildings in dow: 
town streets. 

North of here, in the towns of Eas- 
ton and Trumbull, the rainfall was 
even heavier, and so quickly did the 
water rise at the dam at Ward’s mill at 
Easton that the dam went out at 2 
o’clock Sunday morning, sending a 
great body of water down through the 
town of Trumbull. In a short time 
the dam at the paper mill reservoi- 
broke and the body of water swept 
down into Berkshire pond. ‘There was 
no warning to the people who lived 
on the banks of what is usually a small 
watercourse. 

The house occupied by John Lesco. 
his wife and several children was 
picked up by the flood and carried 4 
mile below. The Lesco family were 
asicep at the time, but all were res- 
cued after a perilous jeurney. A house 
occupied by Michael Moran was hurled 
against the Berkshire bridge and 
smashed into kindling wood and it ts 
believed that Moran was drowned. 
Police and firemen went to the res*se 
ard saved several lives. 

Inside of an hour the great body of 
water which bad been sweeping dewn 
from Easton had reached North 
Bridgeport and was pouring down uc- 
der the Berkshire bridge. It caught 
the harbor craft which was moored 
just below the bridge unprepared ant 
several hawsers gave way under the 
strain. The barge Clara was torn away 
from a dock and carried against uz 
bridge and later under it. Captain 
Keneally of the barge and his family 
were rescued. While the Clara was 
down stream schooner Hope Haynes, 
irom Bangor, Me., was torn from her 
mooring and was being driven down 
stream in the wake of the Ciara. She 
brought up against a Lridge and drove 
her jibboom through the structura: 
work aud tore down the electric .ight 
wires. The escape of current from 
the wires and the flashes, as the live 
ends touched the pavement, set fire tu 
the gas which was escaping from a 
broken main. This brought an explo- 
sion wkich shook up the entire neigh- 
borbood and brought out the fire com- 
pary. The fire communicated to tLe 
barge and the Hope Haynes, but was 
soon extinguished. 

Several schooners and barges were 
torn from their moorings and drifted 
down stream. 

At the time that the reservoirs at 
Easton and Trumbull were emptying 
themselves the flood had caused the 
overflow of Pembroke lake, in another 
part of North Bridgeport. The water 
swept against the Barnum avenue 
bridge and wrecked it just when an 
icewagon was crossing it. In the 
Wagon were William Kowzeski and 
John Starkin. The wagon and horses 
Were swept away and Kowzeski was 
drowned. Starkin was swept out of 
the wagon and was able to swim 
ashore, 

The trolley service in the city proper 
for a number of hours was almost at a 
standstill and the te!ephone and tele- 
graph service was impaired greatly. 


Tried to Cover Robbery by Fire 

Boston, July 81.—About 11 o’clock 
last evening, while Jacob Wallman, 15 
Oakdale street, Jamaica Plain, was 
away visiting with his family, his 
house was entered by thieves, who, to 
cover up their work, it is, believed, set 
fire to the house. William Miller, 
who lives next door, claims he saw a 
lantern passing back and forth through 
the rooms. 


Turkish Procrastination 

Boston, July 81.—The annual report 
of the American Bible society’s agency 
in the Levant states that the vexa- 
tions of the censorship by the Turkish 
central government still continne, De- 
spite the understanding with the Amer- 
ican government, the agency has been 
waiting more than six months for the 
approval of an Armeno-Turkish Bible. 


Discontent In Russian Army 

St. Petersburg, July 31—The Novoe 
Vremya publishes a report from Kher- 
su that there is great discontent 
among the reservists in Manchuria at 
the distress inflicted on their families 
because the authorities Have failed to 
provide proper support for them. This 
outspoken admission from a Russian 
source is looked upon as significant.

THE WAR ON GRAFTERS 


Every Bureau Will Be inquired 
Into With View of Ascertain- 
ing Whether Any Taint Exists 
--President Is Not Interfering 


Oyster Bay, N. Y. July 31.—Secre- 
tary Wilson of the department of agri- 
culture is expected at Sagamore Hill 
today. His visit will enable him to 
discuss with the president the situa- 
tion in the department as it relates to 
the investigation now in progress, All 
rumors of the intention of Secretary 
Wilson to resign may be put aside as 
merely conjectural. The secretary 
has no present intention of leaving the 
cabinet and the president knows of no 
reason why he should resign. 

The president, it may be said, re- 
poses implicit confidence in Secretary 
Wilson and is thoroughly satisfied that 
he will solve the difficulties now pre- 
sented to the entire satisfaction of the 
chief executive and of the country. 

It is probable that Secretary Wilson

had it not been for the unsettled con- 
dition in his department, which ren- 
dered it practically impossible for him 
to leave Washington. He is pressing 
every phase of the investigations now 
in progress and will develop every fact 
which the country ought to know. 
That the president is confident the 
secretary will purge the department of 
any scandal that may attach to it is 
evidenced by the fact that he has not 
interfered with the pending investiga- 
tions. All matter brought to his at- 
tention has been turned over to Secre- 
tary Wilson, with instructions to in- 
quire into them. This the secretary 
has done and his work has the approval 
of the president. 

It is the determination of both the 
president and Secretary Wilson to 
clear the department of agriculture of 
every form of “grafter.” To this end 
the likelihood is that every bureau of 
the department will be inquired into 
carefully with a view to ascertaining 
whether any such condition exists as 
was developed in the bureau of sta- 
tistics. Quietly, but effectively, Sec- 
retary Wilson has been working to 
this end for many months. Many em- 
ployes of the department have been 
dropped from the rolls, practically 
without the know!edge of the general 
public. Some Have been dismissed 
outright, while others have been per- 
mitted to resign, Assurance is giveu 
that no stone wilt be left unturned to 
eliminate every taint of scandal on 
the department of agriculture,

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HAVOC BY LIGHTING 


Btrikes In Midst of a Crowd, 
Killing Five Persons 

New York, July 81.—During a thun- 
derstorm of terrific intensity which 
passed over New York, five persous 
were struck by lightning and instantly 
killed and nine others seriously injured 
at the Parkway baths at Coney Isi- 
and. At the same time one man Was 
killed and three were prostrated at 
Gravesend beach, 

The intense heat of the morning ut- 
tracted a great multitude to the shore 
resorts and late in the afternoon, 
when the storm blew up from the west- 
ward, the Parkway beach was thronged 
with bathers and spectators. When 
the rain descended in torrents hundreds 
of men, women and children sought 
shelter under the big bath house, 
which is elevated above the sand ou 
piles. Lightning and terrific thunder 
claps were incessant. A few minutes 
before 5 o’clock a bolt struck the flag- 
staff of the bath house and grounded 


in the very thickest of the crowd. 
Nearly 50 persons were prostrated 
and the rest, screaming with terror, 


rushed out into the storm. Those who 
had remained in the water were also 
panic-stricken and fled in all direc- 
tions, not daring to enter the bath- 
house, which appeared to be on fire. 
Ambulances were summoned from ail 
the nearest hospitals, and on their ar- 
rival five persons were found to be 


, dead and nine unconscious under the 


bath house. The bodies of all were 
scorched by the electricity. The nine 
injured were removed to a hospital, 
where it is said that some probably 
will die. Many persons less seriously 
hurt were taken home by friends. A 
slight fire in the bath house was 
quickly extinguished by the rain. 

During the same storm Henry 
Rensweiler was struck and _ killed 
while standing under a tree at Graves- 
end bay and three men were rendered 
unconscious, 

Lightning struck at various points in 
the city. <A store in Brooklyn was 
burned and a trolley car was set on 
fire, but the occupants escaped unhurt. 
The electric light and telephone wires 
in Bellevue hospital were struck, ex- 
tinguishing all the lights and causing 
great alarm among the patients. 


Fishing Schooners Ashore 

Highland Light, Mass., July 31.—Two 
fishing schooners, the Livonia of Bos- 
ton and the Northern Eagle of Glou- 
cester, ran ashore on the back side of 
Cape Cod at about the same time, but 
at points 15 miles apart. Thies 
weather was the cause of the acci- 
deuts.

NEWS IN BRIEF

William Barney

At a table made of rough boards 
fixed between two trees, on seats of 
the same construction, sat a party of 
miners at the national game, poker.

Every one at the table looked aston- 
ished. The youngster glanced up at 
the speaker and was about to proceed 
in the management of his own affairs 
when the woman took a hand in the 
argument and persuaded him to intrust 
them to the parson. The surprise at 
the turn affairs had taken was not un- 
mixed with contempt at the idea of a 
parson attempting to buck against reg- 
ulars at the game. Without noticing it 
he took a seat behind the young man's 
chips, representing some ten or twelve 
dollars, and began to play. 

It was noticeable that all the large 
hands were played when the sleek 
man dealt. At such times the parson 
kept out. He would bet occasionally, 
and the pile before him slowly increas- 
ed. The sleek man watched him for 
a time, then made up his mind that he 
would make an easy prey, 

It was the sleek man's turn to deal.

Owing to blood poisoning ‘‘Joe,*’ one 
of the best known horses at the central 
fire station, was ordered to be killed on 
Saturday night, by the veterinary 
surgeon connected with the fire depart- 
ment, ‘‘Joe’’ had been inservice eight 
years, and was the center horse of the 
three-horse hitch of engine No. 1. His 
last run was made on Wednesday night 
responding to Box 442 and that night 
was taken ill. To prevent further 
sufferings he was shot on Saturday 
night. He will be greatly missed by 
the men at the station.
